I was ſent for to a Woman 
who had been in Labour for 
ſome time; and when 1 came, 
dhe Midwife (upon my en- 
quiry into the ſtate of the 2 col me, 
that the Waters had been gone off ſome hours, 
and that ſhe was poſitive the Child preſented 
wrong, but was not able to diſtinguiſh in 
what Poſture: The Navel-ftring, ſhe faid, 
was fallen into the Paſſage, which ſhe had 
reduced. Therefore to ſatisfy myſelf, it 
being likewiſe agreeable to the defire of the 
oF Woman, I ſearched her, and by intro- 
B ducing 


% 
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ducing firſt my Fore, and afterwards my 
Middle Finger into the Vins, and ſo on 
to the Orifice of the Womb, found the Child 
preſent with the Head towards the right 
fide, and the left Arm extended over the left 
ſide of the Head: The Nayel-ftring was in 
part ſlipt into the Paſſage, and the Head, 


with the Arm acroſs, ready to follow. 


I THOUGHT it adviſable that the De- 
livery ſhould be immediately attempted, 
the inner Orifice being ſufficiently dilated. 
Thereupon J ordered her to be taken out 
of bed, and placed in the Lap of a ſtrong 
Woman, and two others ſeating themſelves 
one on each ſide of her, I fixed the Feet of 
the labouring Woman in their Laps; and at 
the ſame time defired that they would with 
one of their Hands hold her faſt by the 
Ankles, and keep her Knees diſtended, with 
the other. With ſome difficulty I introduced 
my Hand, and endeavoured to reduce the 
Arm, which by this time, with the Head, 
was ſunk fo very low in the Paſſage, that 
J was not able to reduce it: Wherefore 
I endeavoured to paſs my Hand by the fide 
of the Head (which with ſome difficulty I 
effected) to fetch it by the Feet. After I 
had got my whole Hand within the inward 
Orifice, paſſing it along the Breaſt and Belly 
of the Infant, I found one Thigh, and 
bending one of my Fingers round the Thigh, 
gently drew it towards the Os internum, by 

| which 
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which means I more readily got hold of he 
Foot, and brought it out. I took freſh ho 1d 
about the Ankle, wrapping a dry and oft 
Cloth about it, and drew it forwards, at the 
fame time ordering the Woman to force down- 
wards as much as ſhe was able: By the joynt 
endeavours of the Mother and myſelf, the 
Buttocks, with the other Leg, lying 'bent 
towards the Belly, advanced forwards, but 
ſome what fideways. I then took hold about 
the Hips, and drew gently towards me, at 
the ſame time turning the Belly down- 
wards, toward the Fundament of the Mother, 
which ſhould always, if poſſible, be done. 


Tus Child being now as far 
as the Shoulders, I gently paſſed up my 
Hand, and brought down firft one Arm, and 
afterwards the other, which ſucceeded to my 
Wiſh ; when placing one Hand under the 
Breaſt to ſupport it, with the other I took, 
_ on the back part above the Shoulders. 

| gently, and in a ftrait line, th 
Head with eaſe foon followed ; the Child was 
boun alive, but very weak. 


I AFTERWARDS made, near two inches from 
the Child's Belly, a Ligature about the Navel- 
firing, and then divided it, and twiſting that 
part which adhered to the Placenta about 
the Fore-finger of my right Hand, I gently 
pulled it towards me; but the Placenta not 
following, I paſſed up my left Hand 98 
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the Bottom of the Womb, and finding it in 
fome part to adhere, I carefully and cau- 


tiouſly ſeparated, and brought it away whole, 


taking great Care not to hurt the Womb : 
for of two evils greater ought to be 
ſhunned, there being lefs danger in leaving 
part of the After-birth, which will very 


often, without doing any great harm, come 


away with the Lochia, than in uſing any 
Force in extracting it; by which we very 
often hurt the Womb. |

The Feet preſenting firſt. 
Y NU ARY the 25th, 1725. I was called 


upon early in the morning to go to:Weſ- 
miuſter, to viſit a Woman in Labour: Upon 


examination 1 found the Child was come 
forth, with the Feet foremoſt, as far as the 


Buttocks, in which Poſture it had ſtuck for 


about two hours before I got there, the Mid- 


wife being foiled in all her attempts to ex- 
tricate it out of this difficulty. I therefore 
thought it highly ad viſable to endeavour the 
Delivery as ſoon as poſſible, becauſe the 
Child was already dead by ſticking ſo long 


in 
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in this manner, and the Mother underwent 
very great pain and uneaſineſs. I thereupon 
wrapped a dry Cloth about the Thighs and 
Buttocks, and by 2 pulling, endea- 
voured to bring it forwards; but it moved 
with great difficulty, and very ſlowly: I 
was at length, after much trouble, able to 
bring down the Arms, and then placing one 
of my Hands under the Breaſt, with the 
other I pulled at the Shoulders; but that 
not ayailing, I got one Finger into the 
_ Child's Mouth, and pulled by the under 
aw, at the ſame time clapping two Fingers 
againſt the Child's Cheeks: unluckily the 
Jaw gave way and ſplit, by which unhappy 
accident, in a great meaſure, I loſt my hold; 
yet, after great fatigue and labour, I brought 
the Child, but not without great apprehen- 
fions and fear of the Head's being ſepara- 
ted from the Body. | 


Ur o examination after the Delivery, I 
found the Head preſſed very flat, and the 
Coronal Suture riding above an inch: this 
I judged, in a great meaſure, to proceed 
from the unhappy ſituation of the Child; 
for it came ſideways with the Face towards 
the Hip; the Head was ſo lecked in the 
Paſſage by the long continuance in this 
Poſture, that I was not able, with all my

The Head Hing high, with the Um- 
bilical Veſſels thruſting down behw 
it on one Side ; and on the other, one 
of the Feet. A Flooding preceded. 


FEPTEMBER the 4th, 17 I was. 
called to one Mrs. B t; upon ex- 1 
amination into the ſtate of her Caſe, I was 1 
informed by the Mid wife, that about three 4 
weeks before ſhe had been ſeized with a 
Flooding, which by ſome applications was at 2 
that time ſtopped, but had often returned, 
and for ſeveral hours before I came, was 
very violent. Examining her Pulſe, I found 41-0 
it very low and unequal, ſhe laboured under KT 
cold ſweats and a great faintneſs, ſo that I 1 
was very apprehenſive Convulſions would 
have enfued. I immediately paſſed my 
Finger to find if the inner Orifice was dilated, 
and would readily give way, and I found 
the Membranes with the Waters much ex- 
tended without the inner Orifice, and bearing 
ſtrongly down: the Head lying very high, 
and her Pains encreaſing, and there being 
little or no Flooding at that time, I was re- 
ſolved 
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ſolved not to be too haſty in attempting the 


Delivery. After a few Pains the Membranes 
broke, and the Waters came away in a very 
large quantity : I paſſed up two Fingers, 
and finding the Head ſunk no lower, the 
Paſſage being made very ſlippery by the 
going off of the Waters, and the inner Orifice 
ſufficiently dilated, I paſſed up my whole 
Hand, when [I found the Head high, as be- 
fore, the Navel-ſtring thruſting itſelf down 


below it on one ſide, and on the other, one 
of the Feet. 


Us oN- conſideration of her loſs of ſtrength 


from the great quantity of Blood run off, 
her fluttering Pulſe and cold ſweats, with a 


_ viſible finking of her Spirits after every 


Pain, and her having very little profit from 
her Pains, I judged it highly neceſſary to 
undertake the Delivery as ſoon as poſſible : 
Therefore, that I might the more readily get 
the Feet, I endeayoured to puſh back the 
Head, which not being any ways ingaged 
amongſt the Bones, eaſily gave way, ſo that 
I readily took hold of one Foot, and drew 
it towards me, till it came forth to the But- 
tocks ; the other Leg and Thigh being bent 
towards the Belly, followed with very little 
difficulty; which, when 1 had diſingaged, 
1 took hold of with a dry and foft Cloth 
above the Hips, and brought the Child out 
almoſt to the Shoulders: I then paſſed up 
my Hand above one Arm, which I — ght 
down, 
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down, and afterwards the other: The reaſon 
why I did this if they were left ex- 
tended above the Head, it could not be ſo 
eaſily extracted, they in part ftopping up the 
Paſſage by their bulk. | 


I now placed the Palm and Fingers of 
my right Hand under the Breaſt to ſupport 
it, and with my Left I took hold above the 
Shoulders, and gently pulling, the Head 
calily followed : 'The Child was born dead. 
Upon examination I judged it to have been 
dead for about twelve hours, although the 
Mother told me, that ſhe thought ſhe felt it 
ſir not long before I came to her. The 
Burthen followed very readily, for pron 
paſſing up one Hand into the Paſlage, I 
found it lying there, being wholly feparated 
from the Womb: This was the occaſion of 
her preceding Flooding, which after her 
Delivery intirely ceaſed, and her Cleanſings 
were no more than neceſſary. |

Tux next day I found her Pulſe very quick 
and full, and ſhe complaining of a very 
violent pain in her Head, I ordered her 
a repetition of the former Medicines, with 
the addition of the following Clyfter :

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CASE IV. 
T he Head engaged and locked in the 
Paſſage. 


CEPTEMBER the 12th, 1725. I was 

called up at Five in the Morning to viſit 
the Wife of a Baker, and upon enquiring 
of the Midwife the State of the Caſe, ſhe told 
me the Waters came away inſenſibly, nor 
had ſhe obſerved when the Membranes broke. 
I thereu Touched her, and found the 
Head of the Child ſunk very low, but 
ſtrongly engaged and locked among the Bones. 
I examined her Pulſe, which was very full 
and ſtrong, by which I found ſhe had a 
good Share of Strength; wherefore I re- 
ſolved to have Patience, and adviſed her to. 
ſummon all her Reſolution, and. bear down. 
boldly when her Pains came upon her, en- 
couraging her with the Hopes of a ſpeedy 
and ſafe Delivery; adding this Caution, that 
when her Pains went off, ſhe would be very. 
careful not to ſuck up her Breath too haſtily, 
having always found, that by ſo doing the 
Child was drawn back as much, or more, 
than it had been forced down by the pre- 


ceding: 
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ceding Pain. I comforted her between the 
Pains with warm Wine : The Child adyanced | 
very ſlowly; but as I found I gained ground, — 

I was reſolved to purſue my firſt deſign, and 
to have patience. The Pains encreaſing, the 
hinder part of the Head appeared without 
the outer Orifice yery much ſwelled, which 
is cuſtomary when a Child lies long in the 
Paſſage: It came indeed very {lowly forwards, 
and the Parts being much extended by the 
bulk of the Head, the poor Woman ſuffered 
great Pain; but I had at length the pleaſure 
to find that my Patience was rightly judged, 
for I was now able to take hold of the 
Head, and ſoon releaſed it out of Priſon : 
it proved a luſty and lively Boy. The 
Burthen not readily following, I paſſed up 
one Hand, and found it ſtuck almoſt on all 
Sides to the Bottom of the Womb; where- 
fore I carefully ſeparated it with the Ends 
3 my Fingers, and brought it whole and

The Shoulder and Part of the Side 


preſſed into the inner Orifice, with the 
Arm hanging out of the Labia. 


N the ſame Day, about 110 Clock, I 

was fetched in a great hurry to the 
Wife of a Chairman; upon examining her I 
found one Arm of the Child ſunk down 
without the outer Orifice, and the Shoulder 
and Side ſo engaged, and ſunk ſo low, that 
I could neither return the Arm, nor with 
all my ſtrength move the other parts to fetch 
it by the Feet. Another Man-midwife — 
had been there before me, who at firſt would 
not attempt any thing without a Sum of 
Money was laid down; but upon aſſurances. 
that he ſhould be paid, he worked upon the 
poor Woman, and left her (as I had after- 
wards reafon to think) in a worſe Condition 
than he found her, telling her he was not 
I able to deliver her. This was the ſtate the 
| poor Woman was in when I came to her; 
pl and it gave me occaſion to reprimand the 


Midwife, telling her ſhe had not ſent for 
help 
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help in time, and not. till ſhe had, worked 


upon her, which had occaſioned thoſe parts 
to be ſunk ſo low, and ſo ſtrongly engaged, 
that I could neither return the Arm, nor 
paſs my Hand, (the whole Paſſage being 
ſtopped up on every fide) to fetch it by the 
Feet; which might have been very eaſily 
done, had I been ſent for in time. It was 
not told me, that any body had been there 
before, nor that he had left his Work 
unfiniſhed, for fear I ſhould not have un- 
dertaken to deliver her; this remained a 
ſecret until the next viſit, The Caſe being 
O deſperate, at firſt I was at a loſs where 
to begin: her Pulſe was very languid and 
low, and ſhe was in cold. ſweats, ſo that I 
fear'd ſhe would die under the fatigue and 
pain ſhe muſt of neceſſity undergo. in fo 
difficult a Labour: However, I undertook 
to deliver her immediately, knowing the 
Child was already dead, and endeavoured 
to puſh back the Child, by putting my 
Hand to the Shoulder, but could not move 
it with all my ſtrength: examining the Child's 
Arm, I perceived it to be very looſe at the 
Shoulder, and therefore (as I found by former 
pullings it was almoſt ſeparated) T twiſted it 
round, by which it eaſily feperated and ſo 
came away. The Arm being extracted, I paſſed 
a Hook, which I fixed intothe Side, and pulled 
it ſide ways, to draw the Buttocks towards the 
Orifice, which at length ſucceeded, tho” it 
was after ſeveral Attempts; Ithen brought it 

double, 
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double, the poor Woman bearing up beyond - 
expectation. The After-burthen ſticking, 
I was obliged to paſs my Hand and ſeparate 
it; the Woman, by the uſe of good Cordial 
Medicines, and other proper Applications, 
did very well, and recovered to a Miracle. 
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CASE VI. 


The Child preſenting with the Buttocks 
foremoſt. 


N Thurſday September the 16th, 1725. 

I was ſent for to a Gentlewoman about 
ſix miles from London, whom ſome time before 
I was ingaged by her Husband to be ready 
to attend whenever there ſhould be occaſion, 
and as ſoon as they judged by her complaints, 
that her Labour would come on, they ſent for 
me. The Midwife aſſured me, that the 
Neck of the Womb was ſpread, and the 
Membranes with the Waters thruſt forwards; 
but after I came, the Pains went off, and I 
was kept there that night, in expectation they 
would have returned; but ſhe reſted very well, 
and continuing ſo the next day, I thought I 
might ſafely leave her, being aſſured I ſhould 
be ſent for as ſoon as her Pains returned. 


ON 
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On the Sunday following, about 3 O clock 
in the afternoon, they came for me in a 
great hurry: I therefore made all ſpeed; 
and, as ſoon as 1 got there, the Midwife, 
upon my en uz told me, that the Mem- 
branes were broke, and the Waters gone off 
about four hours before; that ſoon aſter the 
breaking, ſhe found the Meconium come 
away, whence ſhe rightly judged that the 
Child preſented with the Buttocks foremoſt, 
thoꝰ ſhe could not, with the extremities of her 
Fingers, feel any Part at that time, it lying ſo 
high ; but when I came, the Buttocks were 
ſunk very low in the Paſſage, and ſo fixed, 
that I could not, with all my ftrength, either 
move or return them: This was the firſt time 
of her being with child; and the Child being 
large, occaſioned this difficulty. 


Trincs being in this ſtate, I was at: 
firſt under ſome Dilemma how to proceed, 
fearing, that if I brought the Child by 
force- 1n the poſture it offered, there might. 
be ſome danger of lofing it, and her Mother: 
would ſuffer great pain, if her life was. 
faved. Her ſtrength being good, and her 
ſpirits not ſunk, I was unwilling to uſe any 
force, and therefore reſolved to have pa- 
tience, in hopes that, her Pains being ſtrong, 
Nature would be able to do it's own: 
work; and I have often known a Child born 

IN; 
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in that poſture and live; which is contrary 


to the opinion of ſome Writers. 


Bur after ſome time, finding the Child 
to advance but very little, (although her 
Pains were very ſtrong) and her friends, 
as well as herſelf, preſſing me to deliver her, 
I thought it adviſable to attempt it, for 
fear of worſe conſequences, her ſpirits begin- 
ning to ſink ; I thereupon endeavoured to 
paſs my Fore-finger between the Thigh 


and Groin, and by bending it, was in hopes 
to have pulled the Thigh towards me; but, 


as I could not reach far enough with my 
Finger, 1 paſſed a blunt Hook over 
the upper Part of the Thigh, near the 
Groin, and pulled gently: By this method 
I brought that Hip nearer to the outward 
Orifice, and was now able to paſs both my 
Fore-fingers, with which I graſped the up- 
per part of the Thigh, and after ſeveral 
eſſays, drew it out to the Hips. At length 
I got out both Legs, and then took hold of 
them with a warm cloth, pulling towards 
me till I had brought the Child almoſt to 
the Shoulders. With much difficulty (the 
Child being large, and filling the Paſſage) 


I paſſed up my Hand, firſt on one fide, 


and then on the other, to bring down the 
Arms, which, after I had effected, I laid 
one Hand to the Breaſt, and with the other 


| I took hold above the Shoulders, and pull- 


ing towards me, the Head eaſily fol- 
lowed, 
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lowed. The Child was born alive, and lived 
above an Hour: There was a wound on 
the upper part of the Thigh, occaſioned by 
the Hook, although blunt.

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CASE VII. 


A Fœtus of about fix Months preſenting 
with both Feet, and a Flooding pre- 
ceding. 


N Monday October the 4th, 1725. I 

was, about 4 0 Clock, called upon to 

ſee one Mrs. Jackſon, a Waterman's Widow 
at Rotherhith ; her Husband died the Fri- 
day before, and was buried the night be- 
fore T came : She attended his Corpſe to the 
grave, by which attendance, and through 
ſorrow, ſhe fell into the illneſs ſhe then la- 
boured under, which was a Flooding. Upon 
examination, I found the inner Orifice of 
the Womb ſpread, and both the Feet of 
the Feta, paſſed through it; ſhe was about 
{ix Months gone with Child. I judged it ad- 
viſable to deliver her immediately, and well 
greaſing my hand, I introduced my two 
Fore-fingers into the outer Orifice, with 
| which 
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which 1 took hold of one Ankle, and 
pulled with all tenderneſs, and the other 
Foot following, I was able to take hold of 
both Legs; the parts were ſo tender, that 
the Foot of the Leg I firſt took hold of, 
was almoſt ſeparated at the Ankle ; how- 
ever, I drew the Legs on gently till the 
Child advanced to the Shoulders; then 
paſling up my hand, I brought down the 
Arms on each Side. I now endeavoured, 
by laying one Hand on the Breaſt, and 
with the other taking hold above the Shoul- 
ders, to extricate the Head: finding it flick 
there, 1 paſſed up my Fore-finger into the 
Mouth, but the Child being very tender, 
the Jaw ſplit and gave way; ſo I endea- 
voured to bring it out by pulling at the 
Shoulders ; but this would not do, the Body 
ſeparated from the Neck, and left the Head 
behind; wherefore I immediately paſſed up 
my Hand, and got my two Fore-fingers. 
aboye the Head, and- preſſing with them 
bent upon it, I brought it away. 


I sH0OULD have obſerved, that after the 
Separation of the Body, the After-burthen- 
preſented itſelf before the Head, and came- 
away; but as I brought the Head imme- 
diately afterwards, there was no great Loſs. 
of Blood. | 
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T he back Part of the Head preſenting. 


CTOBER the 12th, 1725. two Wo- 
men came to ask my opinion and di- 
rections for a Woman who had been ſome 
days in Travail, telling me that the Mem- 
branes were broke, and the Waters run off 
about two Days before, and that her Pains 
were = gone off, I enquired what had 
been done; they told me ſhe had taken a 
Clyſter the day before, which I ordered 
to be repeated; it had ſo good effect that 
her Pains returned, but not ſo ſtrong as to 
bring the Child forwards: Wherefore about 
5 © clock, 1 was fetched to her, and 
Examination found the back part of the 
Head ſunk ſomewhat low into the outer Ori- 
fice, and quite bare, the Womb being tho- 
roughly dilated and retired from it: I there» 
fore advifed, when her Pains came on, that 
the ſhould hold her breath, and force down 
with all her might, which ſhe punctually 
obſerving, her Pains increaſed, and the Head 
ſunk lower, though very flowly : She deſired 

D 2 I would 
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I would tarry to ſee the Event, and about 


11 o'clock I had the Pleaſure of ſeeing a 
lively and luſty Boy born : I bid the Mid- 
wife take care to greaſe the Parts well, in 
order to make them ſlippery and more rea- 
dily give way to the Preſſure of the Child's 
Head. This Caſe I ſet down only as a 
Caution to Practitioners not to be too haſty.

N Sunday October the 17th, 1725. I 

was fetched to a Woman, to whom I 
was ſent for ſome days before, on account 
of the falling down of the whole Neck of 
the Womb with a relaxation of the Liga- 
ments: There was a Tumor hanging be- 
tween and without the Privities, of the big- 
neſs of my Fiſt, fo that I could ſcarce 
paſs one Finger; I thereupon ordered a 


Fomentation, made of Red Roſes, Pomegra- 


nate and Chamomile Flowers boiled in Red 


Wine and Water, and to foment the Part for 


the 
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the Space of half an Hour twice a Day, 
and afterwards to apply to it a Stupe dipped 
in the ſame, renewing it as often as it grew 
cold ; with this Application the Tumor fub- 
fided, and the Parts relaxed, were contracted. 
On the Sunday following 1 was fent for 
again, ſhe then having regular Pains, the 
- Membranes were broke, and the Waters 
paſſed off the Night before; whereupon I 


paſſed up a Finger well greaſed, and found 


the inner Orifice ſomewhat dilated, but very 
thick and hard, and one of the Feet pre- 
ſenting near the Orifice, I paſſed up a ſecond 
Finger, and by diſtending them made way 
for the third, and afterwards for my whole 
Hand ; with my two Fore-fingers I got 
hold of the Ankle, pulled towards me, a 
brought the Leg out, as far as the Knee, an 


then taking hold of it in one Hand with a 


Cloth, and paſling up the other to retain 
the Womb, I pulled gently and brought it 
out to the Buttocks; finding the other Leg 
was bent towards the Belly, I proceeded 
and brought the Child as far as the Shoul- 


ders, when paſting up my Hand, firſt on 


one Side, and afterwards on the other, I 
fetched down the Arms : This done, I took 
hold above the Shoulders with one Hand, 
and with ſomeTrouble extricated and brought 
out the Head; with the other I ſtill kept up 
and ſupported the innerOrifice of the Womb, 
at the ſame time dilating it with my Fingers. 
The Child was born aliye. When the Li- 
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gature was made in the Navel - ſtring, I 
again paſſed up one Hand to ſupport the 
Womb, and with the other pulling by the 
String, and gently ſhaking the Placenta, it 
came away very eaſily, and perfectly whole. 
I ordered the Midwife to keep a Cloth very 
cloſe to her, to lay her Head low, and her 
Legs ftrait and cloſe together.

The Placenta foremoſt, with a Flooding.

DECEMSER the 5th, 4725. I was 
dent for to a poor Woman, the Wife of 


a Chairman; I had been with her about fix 


weeks before on account of a Flooding, 
which I at that time ſtopped by proper ap- 
plications z but it now returned, and the 
Membranes containing the Waters were broke 
before I was ſent for, and a large Quantity 
of Blood was voided, but ſhe had no Pains. 
I paſled up two Fingers well greaſed, and 
found the inner Orifice:dilated to the Breadth 
of a Cron, and very thin, within it was the 
Placenta lying foremoſt ; wherefore, conſi- 
dering the Quantity of Blood ſhe had al- 

ready 
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ready loſt, and that it was ſtill continually 
flowing, that her Pulſe and Spirits began to 
flag, and that there was no proſpe& of a 
natural Delivery, I thought it adviſable to 
deltyer her immediately. I well greaſed my 
whole Hand, and paſling it up, I met with 
fome Clods in the Paſfage, which I re- 
moved, and then getting my Fingers into 
the inner Orifice, found the Placenta preſ- 
ſing hard upon it almoſt on every Side ; with 
fome Difficulty I paſſed up my Hand on 
one Side, and the firft Thing F met with 
was the Child's Head, therefore I advanced 
further and fonnd one of the Feet wrapped 
in the Membranes, which, pulling towards 
me, I drew out, and taking hold about the 
Ankle with a ſoft Cloth, brought it forwards 
the other Leg lying bent upon the Belly) 
to the Buttocks, and ſo on to the Hips, but 
not without ſome Difficulty ; taking freſh 
hold, I pulled it as far as the Shoulders, and 
brought down the Arms, and then clapping 
one Hand under the Breaſt to ſupport it, 
with the other I took hold above the Shoul- 
ders, and endeavoured to draw out the 
Head; but finding it ſtuck, I advanced my 
two Fore-fingers and got them into the Month, 
and by gently pulling here and at the Shoul- 
ders, I extricated the Head. After a ſhort 


Time the Child began to ſtir, foon after to 


ſob, and then cried out loudly. The Navel- 
ſtring being tied, I divided it, and wrapping 


the End of it about the Fore-finger of my 


right 
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right Hand, with the other I took hold of 
it higher up, and pullcd towards me, gently 
ſhaking it from Side to Side; but finding it 


ſtuck, I paſſed up my Hand and endeayoured 


gently to ſeparate it with the Ends of my 
Fingers, which I at length effected, and 
brought it out; but ſome Part of the Mem- 
branes remaining behind, I was forced to 
paſs my Hand again to fetch them : The 
String being very rotten, broke from the Pla- 
centa; and I ſhould have taken Notice that 


the Child came ſideways in the Delivery, 


but I turned it to bring the Face towards 
the Fundament of the Mother. 


CASE .X. 
A Child preſenting one Arm and 


one Foot. | 


EBRUARY the 22d, 1725-6. I was 
fetched to a Woman in Labour, and 
when I came the Midwife told me ſhe judged 
the Child to preſent with both Hands. Upon 
my Examination I found one Hand and one 
Foot paſſed over the Head, therefore I en- 
deayoured to return the Arm and preſs back 
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the Head, but was not able to return it. I 
next took hold of the Foot, in hopes the 
Arm and the Head would have readily turned 
upwards, could I have brought the Foot 
forwards; but this would not do, for I could 
not bring it forwards; the Arm and Head 
ſunk ſtill lower. I then endeayoured, find- 
ing her Pains ſtrong, to forward her Deli- 
very in the Poſture it preſented, and there- 
upon dilated the outer Orifice, and taking 
hold of the Wriſt and pulling tenderly to- 
wards me, after two or three Pains, I brought 
out the Head and Arm, the other Parts fol- 
lowed, as uſual. The Burthen adhering, I 


was forced to paſs up my Hand and ſepa- 


rate it as gently as I could, upon which it 
readily followed. The Child was born alive, 
but the Arm was ſwelled and black; it died 
the Night after.

M ARCH the ziſt, ' 726. I was fetched 
to the Wife of a Hoſier in King's-/treer, 

Weſtminſter ; ſhe was about thirty three * 
| E | 
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four Years old, and had been married to her 
Husband about Eleven Years, but had ne- 
ver been with Child before. The Midwife 
told me the Child advanced with the But- 
tocks foremoſt, and that the Waters were- 
gone off about five or ſix hours before: that 
ſhe likewiſe perceived by her touch the Penis 
and Scrotum to be very much ſwelled. Upon 
my examination I found things in the ſame 
Rate ſhe repreſented them: I endeavoured 
with my Hand to puſh the Buttocks back- 
wards, but could not ſucceed, they being 
ſtrongly rivetted in the Paſſage; I therefore 
thought it adviſable to forward the Deli- 
very in the Poſture it preſented : Whereupon 
I ordered the labouring Woman at the inſtant 
her Pains came, to bear ſtrongly down and 
to recover her Breath ſlowly upon their 
going off, J endeayoured to aſſiſt her far- 
ther by dilating the Paſſage with my Fingers 
well greaſed: at length it ſucceeded to my 
wiſh, for the Buttocks ſinking lower I was. 
able to paſs the ends of my Fingers of one, 
Hand above the Child's Thigh up to its 
Groin, by which I was able to aſſiſt a little 
by pulling gently towards me : After ſome- 
time and ſome ſtrong Pains it was ſunk ſo 
low that I paſſed up, with Difficulty, the 
Fingers of my other Hand under the Thigh, 
and ſo brought out the Buttocks, Thighs. 
and Legs, and pulling gently towards me, 
drew it out to the Breaſt : I then paſſed up 
my Hand on one fide and brought down 
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chat Arm, and afterwards the other iti the 
ſame manner; and by clapping one Hand 
on the Breaſt and the other on the back part 
above the Shoulders, I pulled towards me, and 
the Head ſoon followed. I made a Ligature 
on the Navel-ftring and divided it, the Bur- 
then by gently pulling immediately followed. 


The Child was born alive, but the Scrorunt 


and Penis were much fwelled, and it was a 
little bruiſed in one Groin by the end of my 
Fingers; however by proper Applications 
the Tumor and Enchymofis both of the Penis 
and Scrotum went off: the Child made no 
water for thirty hours, but as the Tumor de- 
clined it made water very readily and in a 
large quantity, and ſo recovered beyond our 
expectation. amen;

ANI the eb, 2726. T was defired to 
go to a Woman the wife of a Cabinet- 

maker, where when I came, the Midwife 


told me that the whole Body was in the 
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World, and that it ſtuck at the Head. I 
thereupon (well knowing the Danger the: 
Child muſt be in, being, ſo. confined, and. 
that it would, if it was not already, be very. 
ſoon choaked) immediately endeayoured to. 
extricate the Head, which I ſoon accom- 
pliſhed after this manner. I clapped one. 
Hand flat upon the Breaſt, and with the 
other taking hold above the Shoulders, drew. 
towards me, but the Head did not readily: 
follow: I therefore paſſed my Fingers up to- 
the Child's Mouth, ſupporting the Breaſt with. 
my Wriſt and Arm, and putting one Finger. 
into the Mouth, and two others upon the. 
Checks, I pulled towards me, and at the ſame. 
time drawing. with my other Hand above: 
the Shoulders, brought out the Head. The 
Child was born alive, but died ſoon after. 
Upon examining the Body I found the Skull 
ſcarcely oſſified in any part, and ſo tender 
that it ſeemed to be more like Parchment 
than Bone, for it gave way upon the leaſt 
preſſure ; the Occiput was as ſoft as the 
other parts, and the Sutures were very open 
and far diſtant from one another; the Thighs. 
were very ſhort, and the Tibia bending very 
much outwards, both the Feet were turned 
inwards and upwards, ſo that the Ankles 
(had the Child been placed upright) would 
have firſt touched the ground; both the up- 
per and lower parts of each Arm were very 
ſhort and thick, and the fleſh lying in great 
Wrinkles as wellin the N in the Thighs 
and Legs. e A CASE.

A* RF the 8th, 1726. I was about eight 

a Clock called upon to go to the Wife 
of one of the Prince's Servants living in the 
Mews; ſhe had a dribling Water for about 
thirty hours before, and upon examination I 
found the Womb ſpread about the breadth 
of a Crown piece, and the Waters guſhing 
out at every Pain, though her Pains were 
weak: in this condition ſhe continued all

much extended by the Waters, and her Pains 
ſtrong, but not bearing forwards ; ſhe oonti- 
nned in this condition *till about five a Clock 
the next morning, when upon a ſtrong Pain 
the Membranes gave way, and the Waters 
gufhed out. I fhould have obſerved, that 1 


could not feel any part of the Child until the- 


Membranes were broke, which made me 
judge it would preſent in a wrong poſture,

the Toes towards the right Hip of the Mo- 
ther; when it was adyanced as far as the 
Hips, by gently turning it 1 brought

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about the Hips and Body. It was with ſome 
difficulty I brought down the Arms; but that 
being done, I placed one Hand flat upon the 
Breaſt to ſupport it, and with the other took 
hold above the Shoulders and pulled towards 
me, but the Head ſticking I was forced to 
pals the ends of two Fingers into the Mouth, 
and ſo brought out the Head. Immediately 
I made a Ligature upon the ſtring and di- 
vided it, and wrapping the end about my 
Fingers paſſed my hand up towards the Pla- 
centa, and finding it ſtuck to the bottom of 
the Womb, I ſeparated it with the ends of 
my Fingers and brought it away.

CNN Sunday, Auguſt the "14th, 1726. 1 
| was fetched to a Woman near Red Lyon 
Square, who laboured under a violent 


Flooding ; I found her pulſe very languid 
| and 
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and blood coming away upon every little 
pain: The Midwife told me that ſhe had 
been in that way for ſeveral hours, and had 
loſt very much blood; I therefore paſſed up 
my Fore- finger into the Vagina towards the 
inner Orifice, which I found dilated to the 
breadth of a Crown piece: it was thin, and 
would . readily. give way. I told the per- 
{ons preſent, that upon conſideration of the 
preceding great loſs of blood, and the likeli- 
hood of its continuance (her Pains being like- 
wiſe ſo ſmall that they could not force the 
Child forward) I thought it highly adviſable 


to attempt the Delivery, whilſt ſhe had 


Strength to undexgo it, at the ſame time 
laying before them the danger the poor Wo- 
man was in: both She and They readily 
ſubmitted to what I thought fit ; I therefore 
put her in a good poſture, and well greaſing 
my hand, endeayoured to paſs it, keeping 
my Fingers cloſe together; but I had ſome 
difficulty, for the outer Orifice was very 
ſtrait, it being her firſt Child; after which I 
gently dilated the inner Orifice of the 
Womb by ſpreading 'my Fingers, and in a 
. ſmall time paſſed up my whole Hand, where 

I found the Child floating in the Waters with 
its Head towards the Birth: 1 gently puſh'd 
it backwards, and breaking the Membranes 
with my Fingers, took of a Foot, which 
I drew towards me; the other parts readily 
followed: When I had brought it to the 
Shoulders, I paſſed up my Hand and fetched

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, down the Arms, and then, as uſual, clapping 


one Hand upon the Breaſt to ſupport it, and 
the other aboye the Shoulders, I drew for- 
wards, but finding the Child ftuck at the 
Head, I put two Fingers into the Mouth, 
and preſſing upon the lower Jaw, it readily 
followed. I then fetched the After-burthen, 
which gave me little or no difficulty.

T he Hip foremoſt. 


N Monday, Auguſi the 8th, 1726. I was 

called upon to go to the Wife of a 
Joyner near Red-Ljon-ſireet, where, upon 
examination the Midwife told me the Waters 
had been gone for ſome time, but what part 
preſented ſhe could not directly tell: Upon 
paſſing up my Fore- finger I found it preſent 
with one Hip; the inner Orifice was ſpread 
as broad as the Palm of my hand and yery 
thin, and the Hip was ſunk low towards the 
Birth, but her Pains were not ſtrong. I 


therefore, firſt well greaſing my Hand, paſſed 


up two Fingers, and ſo far, that I was able 
| to 
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to get my fore-and middle- Finger over the 
upper part of the Child's Thigh towards its 
Groin : I was not able to return or put back 
the Thigh, it was ſunk fo low; wherefore 
| bending the upper joints of my Fingers to- 
wards the Groin, I pulled gently towards me, 
and brought the Child ſomewhat forwards. 
I was now able to paſs up two Fingers of 
my other Hand on the other fide of the 
Thigh, and the ends of all my Fingers met 
aboye the Groin : when I had taken this hold, 
I ordered the Woman to bear ſtrongly down, 
and by theſe means I extricated that Hip, 
and the other immediately followed : I then 
took hold with a ſoft dry Cloth above the 
Hips and brought it to the Shoulders, and 
paſting up my hand, fetched down one Arm, 
and afterwards the other; and having got 
the Palm of one hand placed upon its Breaſt 
to ſupport it, with the other I took hold 
above the Shoulders, and pulling gently, the 
Head very readily followed. There was no 
difficulty in fetching the After-burthen. The 
Child was born alive, and was very brisk 
and lively. I ſhould have obſerved I took 
care to turn the Child (it at firſt preſenting 
ſideways, with the Face towards the Hip) 


and to bring it with the Face towards the 
Back of the Mother. 
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CASE XVIII. 
A Huooding. 


M47 the 18th, 1728. I was deſired to go 
to a poor Woman the Wife of a Cobler 
in Weſtminſter, and upon examination I was 
told by the Midwife, that ſhe had Flooded 
for ſome time, and loſt a large quantity of 
blood, and had been ſeized with a Conyul- 
Hon fit ſome time before I came: I thereupon 
touched her, and found the Placenta (being 
ſeparated from the bottom of the Womb) 
fallen down to the Os Internum, which was 
opened enough to admit my hand, and an 
edge of the Placenta lying in the Orifice be- 
fore the Membranes that contained the Wa- 
ters: the Infant was ſtill floating in them 
with its Head foremoſt ,z but as the Placenta 
upon every pain was protruded into the Paſ- 
' ſage, and the Child's head was not far ad- 
vanced, I gave it as my opinion, that the 
only way left to ſave the Woman was to at- 
tempt a ſpeedy Delivery. Certainly it is 
much better to attempt the Delivery, though 
there 1s little hopes of ſucceſs, than to leave 
a Woman in thoſe circumſtances, where death, 
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unleſs ſhe is delivered, muſt inevitably enſue. 
I therefore paſſed up my hand through the 
Vagina to the inward Orifice, which, as 
I ſaid before, was dilated wide enough to 
admit it, and found the Infant floating in the 
Waters : I broke the Membranes, and before 
the Waters were all paſſed off, I eaſily got 
hold of the Feet, which immediately d drew 


towards me, but finding the Toes turned to 


the Belly of the Mother, I took care in 
drawing it further out, to turn Toes and 
Face backwards. 'The Head being brought 
out as far as the Shoulders, ſtuck there, and 
according to my uſual Method, clapping 
a finger or two into the Mouth of the Child, 
and pulling with my other hand, placed upon 
the Shoulders, I delivered the Woman. 'The 
Child was born dead, which is generally the 
fate of thoſe Children whoſe Placenta offers 
firſt, if a proper perſon is not at hand to de- 
liver them immediately. The reaſon is ob- 
vious, becauſe the Infant ſubſiſts, whilſt in 
the Womb, by the blood which 1s carried 
from the Veſſels of the Womb to, and through 
the Placenta to the Umbilical Veſſels, and fo 
on to the Infant, which is ſoon ſuffocated if 
that circulation is any ways obſtructed, 
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CAS EB MX. 
A Flooding. 


M47 the 29th, 1728. I was ſent for after 

N one o'clock in the morning to a poor 
Woman in Bridewell Precin&?, who about ten 
days before had been ſeized with a great 
Flooding, which by ſome applications was at 
that time in a great meaſure ſtopped ; but 
returning with the former violence, I was ſent 
for again. Upon examination, I found her 
Pulſe low, her Spirits much ſunk, and the 
draining continued, which gaye me occaſion 
to conjeQure that the Placenta was either in 
part, or wholly ſeparated from the Uterus : 
whereupon I paſſed my hand into the Vagina, 
which I found almoſt ſtopped up with clod- 
ded blood; this I immediately removed, and 
paſſing my two fore-fingers into the inner 
Orifice (which was dilated wide enough to 
admit the ends of four fingers) I found part 
of the Placenta preſenting firſt- I thought it 
adviſable to attempt the Delivery imme- 
diately, and by putting the ends of my Fin- 
gers into the inner Orifice, and ſpreadin 

them to extend it, I was able, after ſome 


dif- 
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difficulty, to paſs my whole Hand into the 
Uterus, and preſſing forward by that part of 
the Placenta which hung looſe, I found the 
Child floating in its Waters, the Membranes 
being yet whole : I endeayoured to break or 
tear them with the ends of my Fingers, which 
in a ſhort time I effected, and having found 
the Feet, drew them towards the inner Ori- 
fice; but upon bringing my Hand through 
it, one of the Feet flipped my hold, which 
I endeayoured to recover, but could not 
readily get at it ; the other Foot I took hold 
of with a ſoft Cloth aboye the Ankle, and 


pulled gently towards me, by which it 


readily came out as far as the Knee, and by 
paſſing up my fingers again, I ſound the 
other foot protruded into the inner Orifice, 
which with ſome little trouble I drew out, 
and then, taking hold of both with a foft 
Cloth, drew them out to the Thighs ; the 
Buttocks followed with very little difficulty, 
and the whole body as far as the Shoulders. 
I fetched down the Arms, and brought out 
the Head, in the ſame manner as mentioned in 
the preceding Caſe: immediately I fetched the 
Placenta, having made a Ligature upon the 
Umbilical Veſſels : The Infant ſeemed at 
firſt to be dead, but after ſome time it gra- 
dually recovered, which plainly proves that 


the Placenta was not wholly ſeparated from 
the Uterus.

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CASE XX. 


The Navel-ſftring thruſt out beyond the 
Labia Pudendi. 


UNE the 7th, 1728. I was deſired to go 
to a poor Woman in Little Boſwel Court, 
and when I came, the Midwife informed me 


that the Navel-ſtring was thruſt into the 


Vagina beyond the Os internum, but ſhe | 
could not inform me what other part pre- 

ſented, not being able, as ſhe ſaid, to reach 
any other part. Many Midwives are igno- 
rant of the method of Touching, which of- 
ten occaſions very great misfortunes both to 
the Mother and Infant, and ſometimes is the 
death of both, but moſt commonly the Child ; 

which being for ſome time engaged in a 
wrong poſture, and the Waters gone off, the 
Uterus is ſo collapſed, it gives great trouble 
to the Operator, much more pain to the Mo- 
ther, and very often, as I ſaid before, occa- 


ſions the death of the Infant; all which may 


be prevented if a skilful Operator is ſent for 
in time: but to return to the Caſe. The Mid- 
wife told me, that the Membranes were broke, 
and the Waters gone off about half an hour 
before 
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before I came; whereupon I immediately 
touched her, and found the Navel - ftring 
hanging down between the Labia Pudendi. 
I could not find any pulſation in it, where- 
fore I judged the Child to be dead. I then 
paſſed my hand into the Vagina, and found 
the Head of the Child lying ſideways; it was 
preſſed down upon the Os internum, and en- 
gaged in the Paſſage: I therefore endea- 
voured to force the Head ſomewhat back, 
that I might be the better able to paſs my 
Hand and return the Navel-ſtring: in doing 
this, I had ſome trouble, the Head being fo 
ſtrongly engaged; but in a little time I paſſed 
my Hand beyond the Head, and preſſing it 


forward, found one of the Feet, which I drew 


towards me; it readily following, I took 
hold above the Ankle with a dry Cloth, and 
drawing on, the Buttocks ſunk 10 low, that I 
got the end of my Fore-finger to the Groin 


and bending it, I preſſed downwards; with 


my other Hand at the ſame time I pulled the 
Leg, and the Buttocks readily followed. I 
was now able to extricate the other Leg, 
and taking hold above both Knees with a 
dry Cloth, I pulled towards me in a ftrait 
line, and the Body readily advanced to 
the Shoulders; then paſſing my hand, I 
brought down firſt one Arm, and afterwards 
the other, and clapping one hand flat to the 
| breaſt in order to ſupport it, with the other 
I took hold backwards aboye the Shoul- 
ders, and endeayoured to bring forward the 

G Head; 
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Head; but that ſticking, I was forced to 
two Fingers into the Mouth, by preſ- 
ag upon the lower Jaw, and at the fame 
time pulling with my other hand at the 
Shoulders, I extricated the Head. The Child, 
2s 1 prognoſticated, was born dead. I twifted 


the Navel-ſtring about two Fingers of my 


right hand, and paſſing up my left, I took 
hold near the Placenta, and by gently pul- 
ling, it readily followed. By thus taking hold 
near the Placenta you are in leſs danger of 
breaking the String, and the Placenta comes 
away more eafily. - 
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CASE XXI. 
An Arm protruded out of the inner Ori- 


nice quite up to the Shoulder, and the 
Hand bent backwards in the Paſ- 
Hake. 


JUNE the Sth, 1728. I was fetched 

about ſeven in the Evening to a Woman 
whom they told me had been ſome days in 
Labour, and the Midwife affirmed that the 
Membranes were broke, and the Waters run 
off the preceding day ; and: further, that ſhe 
thought a Foot preſented; but upon my 


Touching 
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Touching I found it to be the hand bent 
backwards in the Paſſage, and protruded 
out of the inner Orifice up to the Shoulder; 
the Head preſented at the fide of the inner 
Orifice, and was preſſed within the bones 
that form the Pelvis : whereupon I endea- 
voured to puſh it back, in order to return 
the Arm; but not being able to effect it, I 
with ſome difficulty paſſed my Hand by the 
fide of it, and the firſt part I met with was 
the other Arm: not being able to reach the 
Feet, I pulled that Arm forward, by which 
means I found room to paſs my hand far- 
ther up, and got two Fingers under the 
Ham; 1 drew the Knee, and conſequently 
the Foot towards me, which I took hold of 
above the Ankle, drew it out, and faſtned 
a String round it to ſecure it : I then endea- 
voured to find the other Leg, but it bein 
bent upwards towards the Child's belly, i 
drew the firſt Leg forwards, by which means 
the Buttocks advanced, and as ſoon as I was 
able, I got my two Fore-fingers up to the 
Groin and bent them; by pulling there with 
one hand, and with my other pulling the 
Leg I had before brought down (which I 
had wrapped in a dry Cloth to have the 
ſtronger hold), I drew it out to the Hips, 
and ſo on to the Shoulders, and paſſing my 
Hand above them, I brought down one 
Arm, and afterwards the other; I clapped 
one Hand flat to the breaſt to ſupport it, and 
with the other took hold behind above the 
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Shoulders, and by gently pulling and ſhak- 
ing the Child I endeavoured to extricate the 
Head, which not readily following, I paſſed 
up the two Fore-fingers of my left hand 


into the Mouth, and by preſſing them upon 


the lower Jaw, and with my other hand 
pulling at the ſame time aboye the Shoul- 
ders, I brought it out: I fetched the Bur- 
then as before. The Child was dead, which 
I judged to proceed from its having lain fo 
long in the poſture I found it: the Head at 
firſt was preſſed down ſideways, and locked 
between the bones of the Pelvis; the Mid- 
wife not knowing how to 'Touch as ſhe 
ought, ſhe was not capable of judging how 
the Child lay, nor how long it had been 
thus pitched. 


WHEN the Child is not very large, and 
the Woman has had Children before, there 
is not always a neceſſity for pulling down 
both the feet; for if one Leg preſents, and 
the other is bent forward towards the Child's | 
Belly, it will cafily paſs; but in this caſe, 
as well as when the Buttocks preſent, the 
Meconium generally comes away, which 
proceeds from the Infant's Knee or Knees 
10 ſtrongly preſſed againſt its Belly in the 
Birth. 
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One Hand and the Arm ſlipped down 
through the inner Orifice into the 
___ Vagina. 


UNE the 2oth, 1728. I was fetched be- 
fore five o'clock in the morning to the 
Wife of a Hackney Coachman : upon en- 
quiry the Midwife told me that one Hand 
and the Arm was ſlipped down through the 
inner Orifice into the Vagina, and that it had 
laid ſo for ſome hours, and the Waters, ſhe 
ſaid, were gone off ſeveral hours before the 
Hand was protruded. I rebuked her for not 
fending ſooner, but ſhe alledged for excuſe 
the poverty of the Woman, and her hopes 
that her Labour might have ſucceeded in 
time. As to the firſt, I told her, that was 
no bar to my coming, for I neyer refuſed to 
go where the life of either a Woman or 
Child was in danger of being loſt; and as to 
the latter, L ſhewed her. that it was impoſ- 
ſible in the poſture the child preſented, ic 
could ever be born: Whereupon I imme- 
diately paſſed my Hand, being firſt well 
greaſed 
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greaſed with butter, into the Vagina, where 
I found both the Hand and Arm ſunk very 


low, and paſſing it further, found the inner 


Orifice quite ſtopped up by the Shoulder, 
which: was likewiſe ſunk very low : I en- 
deavoured with the ends of my Fingers to 


_ thruſt the Shoulders upwards, and to return 


the Arm, but found it impoſlible, it was ſo 
ftrongly locked in the Pelvis, and the Wa- 
ters being run off ſo long before, the Womb 
was very much collapſed : I therefore endea- 


voured to paſs my Fingers and Hand bes 


tween the Shoulder and inner Orifice into 
the Womb, which, after ſome difficulty, I 


effected: I found the Child lying croſs the 


Womb, with its Head bent towards the ſide ; 
I ſearched after the Feet, but the firſt part 
I met with was the other Arm, which I put 


out of my way, and going further on, I at 
length met with one Foot, which 1 drew 


outwards, but ſeveral times it ſlipped from 
between my Fingers; at laſt I brought it 
ſo far out, that I was able to paſs a Ligature 
above the Ankle, and endeayouring to bring 
it forward, found it gave way at the Knee; 
whereupon I paſſed my hand and took hold 
of the lower part of the Thigh ; but the Leg, 
notwithſtanding all my precaution, came 
at the Knee; the Child had been dead for 
ſome time, and it was but about the eighth 
Month of the poor Woman's reckoning. I 
was forced to paſs my hand again, in ſearch 
for the other Leg, which 1 readily found, 
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and taking hold above the Ankle, I drew it 
towards the Hips; the Body and Shoulders 
readily followed, and the Arm and Shoulder 
which were funk down, at the ſame time 
were drawn inwards: it ſtuck yery little at 
the Head, which was eaſily extricated. I 
then paſſed up my Hand to fetch the Bur- 
then, the lower part of the String being 
turned twiee round the Fingers of my other 
Hand: it adhered to the Uterus; I therefore 
ſeparated it with the ends of my Fingers and 
brought it out; but finding that ſome part 
of the Membranes were torn off, and left in 
the Womb, I paſſed my Hand a ſecond time, 
and brought them for the moſt part away, 


leaving the remainder to come along with.

to go to fee a poor Woman in Labour: 
the Midwife told me the Pains were - ſhort, 


with: 


UNE the 28th, 1728. I was called upon

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with long Intervals. I felt her pulſe, which 


was regular and ſtrong, and upon Touching 


her, found the Child to preſent its Head, 
but high : whereupon I adviſed patience, 
ordering a Clyſter and a Cordial Hypnotick 
Draught after it, the latter to be repeated in 
cight hours, if the Child did not adyance and 
her Pains increaſe : the firſt not anſwering, 
they, agreeably to my directions, repeated the 
draught in the evening: between three and 
four a' clock the next morning J was ſent for 
again; I then found the Child but little ad- 
vanced, her pulſe very quick and labouring, 
and the Womb very much ſpread, ſo that I 
could entirely paſs my Fingers round the 
Head to the Ears, for it was no ways en- 
gaged, but looſe; the Vagina was large, ſhe 
having had ſeven or eight Children before; 
wherefore conſidering that her pulſe grew 
languid, and that her ſtrength decreaſed, I 
thought it adviſable to attempt her Delivery. 
I endeavoured to preſs the Child back, that 
I might be able to turn it and get the Feet; 
but it was ſo locked at the Shoulders, I was 
not able to mqye it; whereupon I paſſed my 
Extractor and drew it with much difficulty 
forwards without the Labia, and then taking 
hold of the Head on each fide with my 
Hands (which cannot be done whillt it lies 
in the Vagina) I drew the Shoulders out; 
the other parts readily followed. A Liga- 
ture being made upon the Umbilical Veſſels, 
1 cut them, and paſſed one Hand into the 
Womb, 
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Womb, and at the ſame time twiſting the 
String about the two Fingers of my other, I 
found the Placenta adhering to the Uterus, 
which I gently divided with the ends of my 


Fingers, and drew it out. The Child was 
born alive. 


Tus Caſe proves, that a Child 
ſenting right, but ſticking in the. Paſſage, 


may be brought alive (I won't ſay always) 


without either the uſe of Hooks, or leſſening 


the Head, contrary to the opinion of moſt 


former Writers. 
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CASE XXIV. 
A Woman who had Twins, the one 


born, and a great Flooding ſucceeding, 


the other nn in the Womb. 


UL TY the firſt, 1728. I was ſent for be- 


tween four and five in the morning, to a 
poor Woman. The Mid wife told me, that 
one Child had been born ſome time before, 
and that there was another remaining behind, 
that the Membranes, with the Waters, preſſed 
forwards,and were wy tight at Ln Pain: * 
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it adviſable to undertake it: Whereupon I 
- paſſed up my Hand, and found the Mer 

| branes much extended with the Waters, and 
the Legs of the Infant (which the Midwife 
knew nothing of, not knowing how to. 
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che m naving Flooded very muck after 


the Birth of the firſt Child, he Midwife 
could not tell me what part of the ſecond 
preſented; I firſt examined her Pulſe, which 
I found very low, and ſcarce diſtinguiſhable: 7 


ſhe labour'd under cold ſweats, and all the 
ſymptoms of approaching death. I blamed 


the Midwife for not ſending for me ſooner ; _ 
but ſhe urged in excuſe, that the other Child 


was born before ſhe came: I told her, that 
"whenever there were ſuch violent Floodings. 
preceding a Birth, ſhe might aſſure herſelf 
the Placenta was always in part, if not wholl. 

ſeparated from the Uterus, and therefore the 
Delivery ought to have been haſtened. The 
Flooding, to all outward Appearance, was 
over at the time I came: this proceeded from 
the Vagina being ſtopped up by the Mem- 
branes, which were diſtended with the Child 
and Waters, As death was the unavoidable 
conſequence, if ſne was not ſoon deliver'd; 


ſo on the other ſide, there being fmall hopes 


of ſaying her, ſhould I attempt the Delivery, 


I I was in wy what to do; yet as I had 


ſometimes ſeen Perſons recover upon Deli- 
very, contrary to my expectations, I thought

Touch) preſſed very forward into the Va- 
gina; 1 Unineczately broke the Membranes 
with, 
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with my Nails, and taking hold of 'a Foot, 


drew! the Child: forwards but finding the 
String was between tho Fhighe, as ſoomanỹ!jtt 
was come out to the Buttocks, bent the 
Leg and Thigh, to: extricate the String; and 


then drawing towards me, 1 found. the String 


twiſted again round- the Body: che Shoul 


ders and Head readily followed. Paſſing up 


my Hand to Fetch the Placenta, I found it | 


wholly ſeparated from the Womb, and ſtop- 
ping. up the Vagina: I drew. it out, and a 
large quantity of blood and waters followed. 

The blood which was extravaſated in the 
Womb, proceeded from the ſeparation of the 
Placenta, and both the Vaters and / blood were 
kept in by the Membranes and the Child's 


ſtopping up the paſſage. The Infant vas horn 


dead; the Placenta having beeti ſome time 
ſeparated: the Woman, as 1 was informed 
afterwards, died ſoon after I left her. The 
Midwife not ſending in time, the poor Wo- 
man was quite exhauſted of her blood, from 
the large effuſion cauſed WO the Burthen's s' 
being rr py? : 


Tuts Caſe ſhould: be a . to Mid- 
wives, and others aſſiſting, that in great 
Flood ings the Delivery ſhould never be 
deferred, by which the Liſe of the Mother 
and Child would be very often preſerved: 
if the Woman in this caſe is not delivered, 
death certainly attends the Mother, Child, 
or both. The occalion of this Flooding 
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proceeds from the Womb's being kept diſ- 
tended by the Fœtus and Placenta; from 
this extenſion (the Burthen being — 
the mouths of the Veſſels, which before were 
inoſculated into the Placenta, are —— 
pouring. out Blood; nqr can they contra 


themſelves, till the contents of the Womb

Delivery upon the account of a great 


Flooding. 


Bour the beginning of July, 1728. a 
; poor Woman was brought to me by 
her Midwife, on account of a violent Flood 
ing, which by intervals ſhe had laboured 
under for ſome time ; but when ſhe came to 
me, it was wholly ſtopp'd. She was in ſome 
doubt whether ſhe was with Child, although 


her Belly was very much extended and pro- 


tuberant ; for ſhe found but an imperfect 
motion of the Child. I thereupon examined 
her; and, handling her Belly, I found it ex- 
tended very much, particularly forwards, 
and the Nayel preſſed outwards. I then 


paſſed 
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paſſed my two Fore-fingers into the Vagina, 
But could not touch the inward Orifice, it 
lay fo high: I gave it as my opinion that 
ſhe was with Child, and that ſhe had not 
long to go; at the ſame time adviſing her to 
keep herſelf quiet, and not to uſe any violent 
exerciſe, nor carry any burthens, which her 
neceſſities before had obliged her to do, her 
employ being that of a Milk-woman. On 
the 27th of the ſaid Month, her Midwife 
came to me again, and told me that the Flood 
ing was returned, but not in a very violent 
manner : whereupon I adviſed her to keep 
her quiet, and in bed, and ordered her a 
quieting and aſtringent draught, and deſired 
they would let me know, if her Flooding 
continued, or increaſed. The next morning 
the Midwife came and told me it returned in 
the night, and that ſhe had had a fit: I then 
enquired, if ſhe had Touched her; ſhe an- 
ſwered in the affirmative, but that ſhe could 
not touch the inner Orifice, nor any part of 
the Womb; the reaſon was, ſhe was ignorant 
of the knowledge of Touching ; ſhe had only 
paſſed a Finger or two at moſt, whereas the 
Womb and inner Orifice, lying ſo high, ſhe 
ſhould have paſſed her whole Hand; and 
there is no great difficulty in doing it, 
eſpecially when the Woman has had Chil- 
dren before, as this Woman had: and truly 
the want of this Knowledge in Midwives 
often occaſions great inconyeniencies to the 


poor Woman. N 
* 
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Upon finding matters in this ſtate, 1 told 
the Midwife that I would call and ſee the 


Woman ſoon; and I went in a ſhort time. 


Firſt J examined her Pulſe, which was full 
and quick: I then enquired, if any thing 
came from her; ſhe anſwered, that ſhe had 
a continual draining, but it was not ſo vio- 
lent as ſome hours before. I thought it ad- 


viſable to Touch her, that I might be able 
to know what occaſioned this complaint; for 
the poor Woman did not complain of any 
Pain, much leſs of any Throws, like thoſe 


preceding Labour. I therefore paſſed up 


my whole Hand, and found the inner Ori- 


fice lying high, and preſſed backwards: to- 
wards: the bending of the. Oc ſacrum, ſo that 
I could! only reach the lower edge of the 


Orifice: the Vagina was full of coagulated 


blood, and the Placenta in part protruded 
out of the inner Orifice, by which it was 


ſtopped up. This: hindred the blood: from 
flowing away as before, but at the ſame time 
it was emptied: into the Uterus, which was 
kept diſtended by the Placenta and Child. 
I gave it as my opinion, that the only me- 
thod left to ſave the Mother and Child, was 

to deliver her immediately: but I fore warned 
the Perſons preſent of the danger both were 

in, and that I could not anſwer for the con- 

ſequence, They readily came into my opi- 


nion, and deſired I would attempt the Deli- 


I i I THERE= 
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I THEREFORE paſſed my Hand Ie 


diately through the Vagina into the Uterus, 
the Mouth of which was open enough to let 


my Hand paſs, and with my Fingers put 


back the Placenta; and then paſſing my Hand 
beyond it, I found the Child lying acroſs, 
and floating in fts Waters, with its Head 
downwards, but ſome diſtance from the 
Mouth of the Womb; the Feet lay forwards, 
and were ſtretched: up towards the Navel, 


the bottom of the Womb being depreſſed, or 


bent forwards, was the reafon her Belly was 
ſo protuberant, and that the inner Orifice 
inclined fo much towards the Os ſacrum. I 
immediately broke the Membranes,” and 
fearching for the Feet, brought out one, 
and then the other. About this time the 
poor Woman fell into a Convulſion fit, which 
continued upon her, till I had brought the 


Child : this incident was no ſmall hindrance. 


to me, becauſe the Woman was no ways ca- 
pable of aſſiſting me by bearing down. When 
1 had brought both Feet beyond the Labia, 
F wrapped them in a Cloth; the Toes being 
turned upward, I endeavoured, as I drew 


_ forwards, to turn them; and having drawn 
it to the Hips, I continued my endeavours 


to bring the Face downwards; but as the 

r Woman was all the while ſenſeleſs, I 
was not able to effect it. When I had brought 
it out almoſt to the Shoulders, I paſſed up 
my Hand aboye them, and fetched down the 
A ke Þ 
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Arms ; and clapping one Hand upon its 
Breaſt, and the other behind upon the Shoul- 
ders, I pulled gently, and with my Fingers I 
extricated the Chin from the Os Pubis, and ſo 


brought out the Head. The Child at firſt 


appeared dead; but uſing proper Methods, 


it recovered. As I paſſed my Hand to fetch 


the Placenta, I found ic in the Vagina, and 
wholly ſeparated from the Womb. 1 deli- 
ver'd the Child with the Placenta to the Mid- 
wife; and ſhe, believing it to be dead, cut 
the Umbilical Cord, without making a Liga- 
ture, and had laid it aſide as dead; but I im- 


mediately examining the Child, blamed her 


for her careleſneſs, and ordered a Ligature 
to be made. The poor Woman, ſoon after 


her Delivery, recovered out of her convul- 


five fit, but was very weak; her pulſe was 
very much ſunk and languid, and her breath 
ſhort, which gave me ſtrong ſuggeſtions ſhe 
would die. I ordered her ſome warm Wine, 


diluted with water, which I adviſed ſhould 


be often repeated a ſpoonful or two at a 
time; but ſhe dicd in about an hour. The 
Child recovered apace, and is yery likely to 
live, In all appearance, ſhe had gone her 


full time, the Child being very large and 
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A Delivery, where the Head ſtuck in 


the Paſſage, and could not be forced 
out by natural Pains. ; 


N Jah the 29th, 1758. I was fetched 

| by a Man to viſit his Wife, whom he 
told me was in Labour; and when I came, 
the Midwife informed me the Child pre- 
ſented right, but that the Membranes con- 
taining the Water, were broke, and the Wa- 
ters gone off ſome hours before. The Child 
did not advance, neither were her Pains 
forcing: and as this was the firſt time of her 
being in Labour, ſhe was not ſo governable 
as ſhe ſhould have been, for ſhe would not 
make the moſt of her Pains when they came. 
I thereupon examined her, and upon ſearch 
found the Head locked in the Pelvis; and 
her Pains cutting ſhort off, were of little uſe; 
therefore part of the Head preſenting firſt, I 
endeavoured to move it with my Fingers, but 
to no purpoſe; the inner Orifice was very 
much ſpread, and ready to give way, had 
the Head been preſſed upon it : I therefore

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paſſed one ſide of my Extractor over the 


back part of the Head, in hopes that by pull- 


ing, when her Pains came on, I ſhould bring 
it forwards; but after ſeveral ineſfectual at- 
tempts I paſſed my Extractor on each fide 
of the Temples, and drew ſtrongly towards. 
me, by which one of the branches (which. 

upon examination I found was before cracked: 
through) gave way, and I was forced to 
fend: home for another. As ſoon as I had. 
paſſed and fixed them as before, I drew the 
Head forwards beyond the Labia, and then, 


with my Hands brought out the Shoulders; 


and the Head followed. I gave the Child 
(which, as ſoon. as born, cried heartily) to the 
Midwife, to make a Ligature about the Um- 
bilical Veffels; and paſſing one. Hand up 
near to the Placenta, the lower part of the 
String being twiſted round two Fingers of 
the other Hand, I endeavoured to bring it 


away; but finding it adhered on one fide to- 


the Uterus, I ſeparated it with the ends of 
my Fingers, and brought it out. I then paſſed 
my Hand again into the Uterus, to examine 
if any part of the fleſhy ſubſtance, or the 
Membranes, or any Clods of Blood remained 
behind: I found ſome Clods, with a ſmall 
remnant of the Membranes ;, which I brought 
out; for ſhould they have been left, they 
might have occaſion'd, either troubleſome- 
Afﬀter-pains, or a Flooding, before Nature 
might haye thrown them. off, 


IL waAITE: 
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I writs this Caſe, to ſhew that the Head, | 
when ſticking in the Paſſage, and not able to 
paſs by the force of Pains, may by a proper 
Inſtrument be brought out, without deſtroying 
the Child with the pernicious uſe of Hooks. 


CASE IIXVI. 
The Mouth and Chin foremoſt. 


AYE UST the firſt, 1728. I was fetched 
to a Woman who had been two or three 
days in Labour; the Child had been ſunk. 
very low in the Pelvis, for about twelve 
hours, with its Face downwards; the Chin 
and Mouth, lying a little above the Labia 
Pudendz, were fixed there, and could not be 
brought forwards either by the Midwife's 
endeayours, or efforts of the poor Woman. 
Finding matters in this ſtate, I judged it 
highly neceſſary to extricate (if poſlible) the 
Head out of its priſon : I therefore paſſed up 
one Cheek of my Extractor over the Fore- 
head and Crown to the Nape of the Neck, 
where when I had fixed it, I drew gently 
forwards, and the Head followed in a few 
minutes. When 1 had brought the Head 
out, I placed one Hand under the Chin, 5 
DE” I 2 the 
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the other on the Nape of the Neck, in order- 
to get out the Shoulders, at which it ſtuck: 
faſt ; rand by gently pulling, they came away. 
with the reſt of the Child. The Infant.cried; 
heartily, to my no ſmall ſurpriſe; for I be- 
lieved it to have been dead ſome time, 
having lain ſo long in fo ſtrait a Paſſage. I; 
gave the Child to the Midwife to make-a; 
Ligature upon, and di vide the Navel-ſtring, 
and at the ſame time I paſſed up my Hanf. 
and ſeparated the Burthen, which adhered 
cloſely to the Lower ſide of the Uterus: Af- 
terwards I drew out ſome Membranes and! 
Clods. of blood that remained in the Womb. 
Paſſing my Hand a ſecond time, 1 found the 
Uterus very: much contracted and collapſed, 
ſo that I could not eaſily turn my Hand in 
it; by which it appears how ſoon the Uterus, 
endeayours to regain its natural ſtate, as be-. 


fore Pregnancy.. 


Uy o examining the Midwife at my firſt: 
coming how the Child preſented, ſhe an-. 
ſwered me, with the Mouth and Chin; but 
that it had, altered its. poſture ſeveral times; 
which could not have been, if the Head was 
ſunk low in the Pelvis, which I was aſſured, 
was the caſe. This convinced me of the 
Midwife's ignorance in the method and knows. 
ledge of Touching, and I. could wiſh it was 
not too common. I have. generally found 
them ignorant in this point, which often oc- 
caſions the death, both of the Mother and 

| „ Infant, 
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Infant, and gives a great deal of pain and 
labour to the Man- midwife. When the Wa- 
ters are gone off, and the Uterus cloſely in- 


velopes the Child, it cannot be turn d with- 
out much labour and difficulty.

£2 upon to go to the Wife of a Perriwig- 
maker, who had been about 24 hours in La- 
bour; the Membranes were broke, and the 
Waters run off ſeveral hours before I came: 
the Child lay with the back part of. the 
Head preſenting, and ſank low into the Va- 
gina, and it was ſtrongly engaged about the 
Temples between the bones of the Pelvis: 
the Os internum was very open, ſo thatithe 
hinder part of the Head was ſunk below it, 
and I could paſs my. Fingers forwards. over 
the Crown, almoſt to the - Forehead and 
Temples. As her Pains were ftrong, I ad-

Bor eleven vclock, when I came

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to draw out the Arms and the Head. They 
had been at my Houfe, as they told me, an 
hour or two before I came : I therefore im- 
mediately went with them, and found mat- 
ters as they repreſented. Not meeting with 
me at firft, they had fetched another Mid- 
wife; but ſhe knew not how to extricate the 
Child out of this ſhare: whereupon I inftamtly 
paſſed up my Fingers, firſt over one Shoul- 
der, and brought down that Arm, and then 
T fetched the other.

to ſee a Woman who had been ſome time 
in. Labour: whereupon going. to her, I firſt:

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enquired of the Midwife, how matters ſtood 
in general; but ſhe giving me no ſatisfactory 
account, I deſcended to particulars. I firft 
asked her, if the Membranes were broke, 
and if ſo, how long before? To which ſhe 
could not give me a ready anſwer.; ſo that 
J found her thoroughly ignorant. I then en- 
quired, how long ſhe had found the Navel. 
ſtring to have been fallen down.? Her anſwer 
was, ſeveral hours. I told her, ſhe was much 


to blame in not ſending ſooner, ſince ſhe found 


that ſhe could not readily return it back; 
for that alone might have been the cauſe of 
the Infant's death, if it was not dead before. 
Examining the poor Woman, I found the 
Navel-ftring hanging down about ſix inches 
beyond the Labia Pudendi; and gently preſ- 
ſing it between my Fore- fingers and Thumb, 


J could not obſerye any pulſe; by which I 


was pretty well aſſured the Child was dead. 
I then paſſed up the two Fore-fingers of my 
left Hand, and found the upper part of the 
Head ſunk down low into the Vagina, within 
an inch of the Labia, and the bones of the 
Head were preſſed very much over one an- 
other, the edges of ſome thruſting outwards, 
and almoſt forcing themſelves through the 
Skin; all the bones forming the Skull, were 
looſe, which encreaſed my belief that the 
Child had been dead ſome time; wherefore, 
finding matters in this ſtate, my only regard 
was for the Mother's ſafety : however 1 was 
unwilling, if it could poſſibly be avoided, 
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to leſſen the Head: I therefore paſſed one 


fide of my Extractor within the inner Orifice

but it was ſo locked about the T emples,

As UST the 20th, 1728. A perſon came- 
to me, to deſire me to go to Lambeth, 
to a Gentlewoman whoſe Child was born, 
and the Placenta left behind. Upon my coming 
there, the Midwife told me that ſhe had at- 
tempted by all methods ſhe was miſtreſs of, to. 
fetch it, but could not ſucceed: wherefore,con- 
ſidering the length of time, from the bringin 
of the Fœtus to my coming, I thought no more 


time ought to be loſt ; and immediately paſſed 


up one Hand, (with the other taking hold of 
the String below, which ſtill remained fixed 
to the Placenta) and found part of the Bur- 
then much torn and protruded out of the 
Uterus into the Vagina; but the greater part 
remaining in the Uterus: the inner Orifice 
was ſo much contracted, that at firſt I could 
ſcarce paſs up the ends of my two Fore- 
fingers; but after ſome time J dilated it ſo 


much 
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much that I was able to paſs my Hand, and 
ſeparate it with the ends of my Fingers ; and 
at length I brought it out. I paſſed my 
Hand a ſecond time, to ſearch whether any 
thing remained in the Womb; but could not 
find any remains, either of the Placenta, or 


Membranes, nor any Clods of blood; where- 
fore I immediately withdrew my Hand. 


Tx1s Caſe will ſhew us, what difficulties 
people often fall into from the ignorance 


of the Midwife, in not knowing how to 


paſs their Hands as ſoon as the Fetus is 
protruded. Had ſhe immediately after the 
Delivery paſſed up her Hand, ſhe might 
have very eaſily and readily fetched the Pla- 
centa; the Vagina and inner Orifice being 
much dilated by the paſſing of the Infant: 
but if this opportunity is loſt, the Mouth of 
the Womb ſoon contracts, after the protru- 
fion of the Fœtus; by which the Placenta, if 
it does not ſoon follow, is yery often ſto 

in the Paſſage, and cauſes no ſmall trouble 
afterwards, both to the Patient and Operator. 
The Midwife, to ſecure her Patient from this 
inconyeniency, ought, as ſoon as the Child 
is born, to twiſt the Nayel-ſtring about the 
two Fore-fingers of one Hand, and paſs the 
other through the Vagina into the Uterus, 
to take hold of the String near the Placenta, 


and with both Hands gently to draw it out- 


wards; which, if it is looſened, will readily 
follow, and fall upon the Hand, within the

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Womb; but if it ſticks and adheres, ſhe 
muſt gently ſeparate it, beginning at the 
place where it moſt looſely adheres, with the 
ends of her Fingers.

Tuts Gentlewoman was very well for the 
firſt four or five Days of her lying in; but 
on the ſixth day, upon my viſiting her, ſhe 
complained of a great looſeneſs, and was 
feveriſh : I thereupon ordered her a quieting 
aſtringent Draught, and an aſtringent Mix- 
ture, to take a ſpoonful or two after every 
Stool : By this, her looſeneſs was checked, 
but her Pains encreaſed; and notwithſtanding 
Dr. Eaton and I did our utmoſt to ſave her, 
ſhe died five days after.

Upon 
examination I found the back part of the 
Head ſunk low, and lying over the Os Pubis; 
the Face was upwards, and the Chin bent 
forwards to the Breaſt. I endeayoured with 
my Hands'to move the Head, and bring the 
Crown down, and to dilate the Paſſage, by 
preſſing the Os Coccygis backwards; but al- 
though her Pains were ſtrong, and ſhe was

AYE UST the 24th, 1728, I was defired 
to ſee a Woman, the Wife of a Hatter, 
who had been in Labour, as I was told by 
the Woman that came to me, about 48 hours: 
the Membranes were broke, and the Waters 
run off the day before. Upon examination, 
when I came there, I found the back part 
of the Head ſunk through the inner Orifice 
into the Vagina, but not low, and the Ori- 
fice much dilated, and ready to extend more; 
but it was ſo locked at the Temples between 
the bones of the Pelvis, that I could not put 
it backwards, nor move it forward with m 
Fingers: her Pains were very weak, and ſhe 
had long intervals, ſo that I could find no ad- 
vantage from them; her Pulſe was low, and 
her Spirits ſunk: I therefore thought it ad- 
viſable to bring away the Child. 


I passtD one Cheek of my Extractor be-

I now took hold above the Hips 
with a ſoft and dry Cloth, and brought the 
Child out to the Shoulders ; but finding it 
ſtuck there, I fetched down the Arms to the 
ſides, and then placing my Hands in the 
uſual manner, I extricated the Head, It no 
ſooner appeared, than I found the Funis Um- 
bilicalis was twiſted about the Neck of the 
Infant, which I immediately diſengaged. 


THE reaſon why I turned this Child was, 
becauſe the Head lay ſo forward over the 
Os Pubis, a and the Throws of the Mother 


could 
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eould not, in the ſituation it was placed

| Killed the Child, and very much endangered 
the life of the Mother: for in all probability 
it could not have been brought away with- 
out great force, it not directly preſſing againſt 
the Os internum Uteri, which lay looſe.

NOYEMBSER the 2oth, 1728. I was 
deſired to go into Durham Yard, to a 
poor Woman, the Wife of a Porter; and 
when I came there, I found the Child pre- 
ſenting double, with the right Hip and 
Scrotum ſunk low into the Vagina, and 
preſs'd upon the Os Pubis. In endeayouring 
to find another perfon, who was not in the 
way, ſome time had been ſpent before I 
came, and the Midwife being a Novice in 
her Profeſhon, was not capable of giving 


Proper 
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proper directions. She ſhould have adviſed 


the labouring Woman to have kept back 
as much as poſſible her Throws, and not 
forced downwards; and ſhe ought to have 
paſſed her Hand up, and preſſed againſt the 
Child's Buttocks, to retain it from Cipping 
down, whenever the Pains preſſed forwatds; 
but the Midwife neglecting to give this ad- 
vice, or to act in this manner, I found the 
Hip of the Infant, as I before mentioned, 


with the Scrotum ſunk low into the Vagina, 


and ſtrongly engaged between the Bones of 
the Pelvis, fo that I could not move it by 
any means. I endeayoured, by paſling my 
Fore-finger over the Thigh near the Groin, 
ro draw the Hip forward, but-that method 
would not do; I therefore tried, by putting 
a ſtring doubled over the end of my Finger, 


to bring it over the Thigh, and with ſome 


difficulty I got it over; and paſling up a 
Finger on the other ſide of the Thigh, I 
took hold of the part of the ſtring that was 
doubled, and brought one end out of the 
Labia; and then taking bath ends in m 

Hand, when a Pain came on, I pulled gently 
towards me, adviſing her at the ſame time 


to preſs ſtrongly down. I found the Child. 


advance according to my wiſh, and was ſoon 
able to extricate the Hips, and bring out the

I was 
called upon to go to a poor Woman, the 
Wife of a Footman, in Bromley Street, Hol- 
born, Upon my coming, I enquired of the 
Midwife, how long the Woman had been in 
Labour; to which ſhe anſwered, about forty 
eight hours; and that the Child was ſunk 
low in the Paſſage, and had lain there, with- 
out advancing in the leaſt, for ſeyeral hours. 
I then inquired, if there had been any ga- 
thering of the Waters ; and if there had been, 
how long before I came? I likewiſe asked 
1 her, 
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her, whether the Membranes were already 
broke, and the Waters paſſed off? To which 
the Midwife anſwered, that the Head was 
now bare, and that there was a Guſh of 
Waters at every Pain, but ſhe. had not ob- 
ſerved any regular Gathering: I therefore 
concluded that the Membranes were broke 


When the Head lay high; and that the Wa- 


ters which guſhed out, might be juſtly called 
Au furtive. I thereupon thought it ad- 
viſable to paſs my two Fore-fingers, that I 
might be able to judge what part preſented ; 
and found the back part of the Head ſunk 
low into the Vagina, and fticking above at 


the Temples. This being the firſt time of 


the Woman's being in Labour, and her Pains 
very weak, E immediately paſſed up one fide 
of my Extractor; and fixing it in the Nape 
of the Child's Neck, I pulled gently towards 
me; adviſing the Woman at the ſame time, 
to aſſiſt her Pains by bearing ſtrongly down. 
This, I found, would not do, for 1 could

N the 28th of November, 1728. I was

The Midwife could not give any account 
when they broke, only told me that ſhe had 
been in Labour for two days and nights; 
but that her Pains were not forcing enough 
to bring out the Child. As it was the firſt 


time of her being in Labour, ſhe was afraid, 


and kept back her Pams: and as the Child 
lay high, the Midwife could not feel it, ſo 
| e 
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was not able to judge what patt preſented. 
I paſſed the two Fore-fingers of my left 
Hand, well greaſed, into the Vagina, up to 
the Orifice of the Womb, which J found 
bending backwards to the Os ſacrum, and 
opened the breadth of a Crown piece: the 
Orifice was thin, and ready to give way: but 
I could not readily reach the further edge ; 
Wherefore I judged the Fundus Uteri lay too 
much over the Os Pubis : at length I found 
the upper and hinder part of the Head lying 
near, but not ſtrongly forced againſt the Os 
Uteri, As her Pains were ſhort and weak, 
and the Aquæ furtive came away at every 
Throw, I advited patience, telling them that 
I hoped when the Waters ſtopped, her Pains 
would come on, both quicker and brisker. 
I now ordered her the following Clyſter :

IN caſe the Draught did not anſwer, I 
ordered it ſhould be repeated after eight 
hours.

Mid wife divided the other, and gave it at 
twice; this ſhe kept down. The next 
morning, about ſeyen o'clock, the Woman's 
husband came to me, and deſired I would 
go to his wife as ſoon as I conveniently 
could, telling me ſhe continued in the ſame 
condition I left her in the preceding evening. 
In about half an hour I went, and endea- 
voured to paſs my Hand, well greaſed, into 
the Vagina ; but met with ſome difficulty, 
the Paſſage being very ftrait at the Labia 
Pudendi: however I found the Head was 
ſunk a little lower ; but it was lodged oyer, 
and preſſed againſt the Os Pubis. I judged 
the Child could not be brought forwards by 
the force of her Pains, which were weak, 
and long intervals between them; and had 
they indeed been ſtronger, they would only 
have forced the Head more violently againſt 
the Os Pubis I therefore thought it ad- 
viſable to attempt the Delivery, by turning 
the Child, and bringing the Feet foremoſt. 


As the Waters were run off ſome time be- 


fore, the Uterus was ſo very much con- 
tracted, I could not readily paſs my Hand 
beyond the Head; but after ſome time I 
with difficulty paſſed it, and the firſt part I 
afterwards met with, was the Arm, which 
entirely obſtructed my Hand's paſſing any 
further : I therefore was obliged to bring the 
Hand and Arm forwards oyer the TOY 
| is 
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This done, I got room to paſs my Hand by 
the Infant's Head, along the Body and the 
Thigh, quite up to the Ham, but could not 
reach the Foot ; wherefore I bent my Finger, 
and taking hold of the Ham, drew the Knee 
forwards, and at length got hold of the Foot, 
which I drew out to the inner Orifice. I 
would have fetched the other Foot ; but the 
parts were ſo ſtreightned by the Waters 


being gone off ſo long before, I was not 


able to effect it. I now drew the Foot I 
had ſecured forwards, in hopes, that as that 
advanced, the Head and Arm would have 
turned inwards, In drawing this Foot, it 
often flipped between my Fingers; which 
obliged me to fix a Ligature about the Ankle : 


with this I drew the Foot and Leg beyond 


the Labia, and then paſſed up my Hand, 


and found the Hips advanced beyond the 
inner Orifice ; wherefore removing the Li- 


gature, I wrapped a ſoft Cloth about the 
Leg, and drew forwards; but it ftuck at the 
Buttocks, I naw endeavoured to paſs one 
of my Fingers over the Thigh near the 
Groin ; and by pulling there, as well as at 
the Leg already brought into the Paſſage, 
thought to have got out the Buttocks ; but 
the parts were ſo compreſſed, I could not 
make uſe of my Finger, as I deſigned : I 
therefore paſſed up the handle of one ſide of 
my Extractor, which was ſomewhat bent, 
and fixed it near the Groin; and pulling 
gently with it, and with my other han

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pulling the Leg I had hold of; 1 brought out 
the Child to the Waſte. It ſtuck both at the 
Shoulders and the Head: whereupon T 
fetched down the Arms; and clapping two 
Fingers of one Hand into the Infant's outh,

JOYEMBER the Joch; 1728. A Wo- 

man came to me about eight a clock in 
che! morning, and deſired me to go to a poor 
Woman, who, as ſhe ſaid, was within a fort- 
night of her Reckoning, and had been ſeized, 
from about three a' clock that morning, with 
many Convulſion fits, and was become both 
ſenſeleſs and ſpeechleſs. I ordered her to 
be let blood immediately, and to give her a 
Clyſter afterwards; and told the Woman, as 


ſoon as I was dreſſed; I would 'come to her; | 


which I accordingly did, and found things 
as before repreſented: her fits came very 


8 2 quick; 
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quick; for there | was not half a quarter of 
an hour's ſpace betwixt each fit. I gave it 
as my opinion, that the only way to ſave 
her, was by a ſpeedy Delivery; but would 
not aſſuſe them of ſucceſs: yet, I judge it 
better to attempt a doubtful remedy, than 
none at all. After ſome time, the Husband 
and the others preſent, finding her Fits came 
quicker, and that her ſpirits ſunk, left it 
wholly to me, to do as I thought fit. 1 or- 
dered her to be laid acroſs the bed, and her 
Hips to be raiſed by a thick pillow, laid on 
the bed fide: I deſired a (perſon would fit. 
behind, to ſupport her; and that a Woman 
would ſet on each ſide, to hold her Legs 
bent towards her Hips, and keep her Thighs 
aſunder. Obſerving her, I perceived by the 
uneaſineſs ſhe ſeemed every now and then to 
be in, that ſhe had Labour Pains upon her ; 
and paſſing my Hand, found the Os internum 


dilated to the breadth of a Crown piece, and 


that I could introduce the ends of all my 
Fingers, which 1 accordingly did; and by 
gradually ſeparating them, made way at 
length to paſs my whole Hand into the 
Uterus. I firſt met with the Head, covered 


with the Membranes, and floating in the

which I drew forwards ; hut was not over 
ſollicitous about what became of the other 
Foot, the Child being ſmall, and the Paſſage 
large.

placed my Hand as uſual, to extract the 
Head; which I ſoon effected: the Placenta 
readily followed.

I was 
deſired to go to a poor Woman in Mil- 


ford Lane. The perſon that came for me, 


told me about an hour before, the Woman 
had been delivered of One Child, and that 
ſhe had flooded ever ſince. I found Things 
as repreſented ; which in a great meaſure 
proceeded from the ignorance of the Mid- 


wife: firſt, from her attempting to bring 


away the Placenta, before ſhe knew that 
there was another Child; and ſecondly, from 
her not making a Ligature above upon the 
Umbilical Veſſels, when ſhe ſeparated the 
Child that was born. The Midwife averr'd 
ſhe did not attempt to bring away the Pla- 
centa, and that ſhe had made a Ligature; 


but 
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but when I came, I found none: to excuſe 
herſelf, ſhe ſaid it was ſlipped off; however, 
F rebuked her for her careleſneſs, and or- 
dered her to make a Ligature ; at the ſame 
time preſſing the upper part of the Navel- 
ſtring between my Fingers. I then paſſed 
up my Hand, and found the Waters extending 
and preſſing hard upon the Membranes ; 
which I immediately broke, and at the ſame

Fore-fingers of my left Hand, and found the 
doubling of the String protruded as far as 
the Labia Pudendi. I was in hopes it would 
have kept back behind the Head, after I 
had returned it; but at every Pain it was 
apt to ſlip down again: I therefore retained 
it with the ends of two Fingers ; and paſſing 
up my other Hand, I found the Head cloſely 
locked between the bones of the Pelvis, and 
the Os internum dilated wide enough. to ad- 
mit my Hand, and ready to give way, in, 
caſe the Head could preſs againſt it ; but as. 
the Head was fo. cloſely locked, and the 
Throws were weak, it could not advance. 
J examined the Navel-ſtring, but could find 
no pulſe; and as it had been hanging out 
for ſome hours before I came, I concluded: 
the Child was dead. Immediately I tried to. 
thruſt the Head back, in order to come at 
the Feet; but it was ſo rivetted between the 
bones, 1 could not move it: wherefore I en-. 
deavoured to bring the Child in the poſture- 
it preſented : to effect which, I paſſed up. 
my Extractor on each fide, and tried to fix 
it about the Ears; and pulling forwards, 
the Extractor ſlipped ſeveral times; but I 
had this ad vantage, notwithſtanding it ſlipped, 
that I brought the Head more forward: I 
then paſſed up only one Cheek, and fixing: 
it below the Ear, pulled boldly, at the ſame 
time adviſing the poor Woman to aſſiſt as. 
much as . ſhe could, by bearing ftrongly. 
down: by this method in a ſhort time I

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brought the Head half out beyond the Labia 
Pudendi, and then taking hold on each fide 
with both my Hands, I immediately extri- 
cated the Head; the other parts eaſily and 
readily followed.

T x1 s Caſe proves, that by the right uſe- 
of a proper Inſtrument, the Head, when, 
ſtuck in the Paſſage, and not able to paſs, 
may be brought out whole, without leſſen- 
ing it, nay, very often: without loſs of life 
to the Child; for the Head will mould al- 
moſt into any form, like wax, whilſt the:

A Delivery with a great Flooding, and

NEC EMI ER the 22d, 1728. I was 
called up about One a'clock in the 
morning, to go to a Woman in Gray's - [un 
Lane, who had Flooded for ſome hours : 
the Membranes were broke, and the Waters 
diſcharged. The Midwife, upon enquiry, 
could not ſatisfy me what part preſented; 
the Child lay ſo high, ſhe could not reach 
it: I therefore immediately paſſed up two 
Fingers well greaſed into the Yagina, and 
found the Navel-ftring protruded beyond the 
'Os internum. As I could feel no part of the 
Child with my Fingers, 1 put up my whole 
Hand, and found the String as before, and 
the Vagina ſtopped up with a large quantity 
of clodded blood. This I immediately re- 
moved: and then paſſing my Hand higher 
to the Os internum, found it ſo far dilated 
as almoſt to admit my Hand : I ſearched 
with my Fingers, and met with part of the 

| Placenta 
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Placenta lying on one ſide of the Mouth of 
the Womb; wherefore I judged it to be in 
part, if not wholly ſeparated from the Uzerus - 
the Head lay next within the Uteras, and no 
ways engaged amongſt. the bones of the 
elvis. 


Tx1s being the ſtate of the Caſe, I gave 
it as my opinion, that the only way to ſave 
the Woman was, immediately to deliver her;. 
not that I would aſſure them of ſucceſs, ſince- 
ſhe was. become- very. weak- from the large 
effiifion of blood before I- was ſent for. Her 
Friends and others preſent, readily conſent-. 
ing, I paſſed up my Hand to the Os inter- 
num, and by, gently ſpreading my Fingers, 
ſo far dilated it, as to be able to paſs my 
whole Hand into the Uterus; where I found 


the parts of the Child ſo huddled together 
that I could not eaſily diſtinguiſh them one 
from the other; but the Head preſented 
firſt. Paſſing by the Head, I next met with 
one of the Arms, which I laid adde; ; and 
then getting my Hand forward, I met with 
one Thigh: and Knee, which being very 
ſmall, I was at firſt in doubt, whether it was 
not the other Arm; but flipping my. Hand 


upwards to the Hip, I was ſoon convinced 


it was the Leg; and therefore putting my 


Fore- finger bent into the Ham, I drew the 


Knee towards me; by which means I ſoon, 


got hold of the Foot, and fetched it out 
beyond the O internum the other Leg was.

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bent upwards toward the Infant's Belly : 
and as the Child was very ſmall, and the 
Paſſage had been dilated by former Labours, 
1 was not over anxious to find it; but wrap- 
ping a foft Cloth about the Leg before 
brought out, I pulled gently towards me, 


at the ſame time adviſing the Woman to 


preſs ſtrongly down; by theſe means the 
Hips and the reſt of the Body eaſily followed. 
'The Funis Umbilicalis was thrice twiſted 
round the Neck : having untwiſted it, I 
paſſed up my Hand in ſearch of the Placenta, 
which I found flipped out of the Womb into 
the Vagina, 10 that I had no difficulty in 
bringing That away.

Upon enquiry, when I 
came there, the Midwife told me that the 
Membranes were broke, and the Waters 
keg off about twelye 44 clock at night, and 


that 
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that the firſt part Which preſented, was an 
Elbow. I rebuked her for ſtaying ſo long 
before ſhe ſent for help; and I ſoon diſco- 
vered her ignorance, for ſhe told me that 
ſhe had delivered ſeveral Children where the 
Arm- came firſt, in the ſame poſture, and 
ſome were born alive: wherefore 1 explained 
to her the improbability, if not the almoſt" 
impoſſibility of a Child's being brought out 
in that poſture, and that ſhe would ſooner 
pull off the Arm, than bring the Body ; for 
when the Infant preſents an Arm, the Head 
muſt be bent either backwards or ſideways 
acroſs the Uterus, and the Shoulder is ſo 
ſtopped by the bones of the Pelvis, that it 
can hardly ever paſs with the Head bent.

the Pelvis, moſt of my trouble, and the Child's 
Life, might have been ſaved, It is no ſmall 
matter for an Operator, after the Waters are 
gone off, and the Uzerus is contracted, to pals.

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told me, that the Waters were run off ſeveral 
hours before, and that the Child preſented 


with the upper part of the Head, and that 


her Pains were not ſtrong enough to bring it 


forward: whereupon, greaſing my Hand, I 
paſſed up my two Fore- fingers into the Va- 


gina, and found the Child lying as the Mid- 


wife had before related; the Crown of the 
Head was preſſed backwards towards the Os 
Sacrum ( from whence I judged the Fundus 
Uteri to lay obliquely forwards) and ſunk 
into the Vagixa; and it was ſo cloſely locked 
between the bones of the Peluis, that I could 
not moye it with my Fingers : I therefere 
paſſed up one fide of my Extractor over the

EBRUARY the 226, 1728. I was 

called upon to go to the Wife of a 
Grocer in Henrietta - flreet, Covent - Garden. 
She had been in Labour for two days; the 
| Membranes” were broke, and the Waters 
paſſed off fonr or five hours before I was 
ſent for ; her Throws were weak, and long 
intervals between them. Upon examination 


I found the upper and back part of the 


Head ſunk into the Paſſage, and ae. 
againſt the Os Sacrum, and cloſely locked 
KA between 
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between the bones of the Pelbis. I endea- 
voured with my Hand to dilate the Paſſage, 
and bring forwards the Head, but without 
effect: the Head lay quite bare, and the O. 
Uteri was largely ſpread and drawn upwards. 
I therefore paſſed one fide of my Extractor 
above. the Os Pubis, and got it over the 
hinder part of the Child's Head, and then 
tried to lift it from the Os Pubis, and draw 
it forwards: in a ſhort time I ſo far ſucceeded 
as to bring out the Head beyond the Labia 


Pudendi; and then withdrawing my Ex- 


tractor, I adviſed the Woman to make the 
beſt uſe of her Pains, and force downwards 
as much as poſſibly ſhe could; at the ſame 
time I dilated the parts, and had the plea- 
ſure of extricating the Head ( after three or 
four Pains) and ſoon after brought out the 
whole Body. The Mother was agrecably 
ſurprized to hear the Cries of a lively and 
luſty Boy. According to my uſual cuſtom, 
I twiſted the String about the Fingers of one 
Hand, and paſled up the other to the Pla- 
centa, and finding it adhered, I ſeparated it 
with the ends of my Fingers, and brought it 
away. I then paſſed up my Hand again, to 
ſearch if any remnant of the Membranes, or 
the Placenta, or any clodded blood remained 
in the Womb, which, if left, ſometimes will 
occaſion very troubleſome work, and found 
part of the Membranes, which I brought 
away. Having brought out the Child, I or-

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the Navel - ſtring; but ſhe making it too 
looſe, ſome blood was ſpilt, however it being 
timely diſcovered, and making a freſh Li-

Tunis ſhould be a caution to Midwives, 
and others, to be very carcful in making the 
Ligature ; for if it is too ſlack, a flux of 
blood enſues ; and if too tight, there is danger 
of cutting the Navel-ſtring aſunder, which

ARCH the iſt, 1528. I was defired to 
go to a Woman in Black- Hor ſe- Alley, 


Fleet-fireet, who, as I was told, had been in 


Labour ſeyeral days: the Midwife told me, 
when I came, that ſhe had had a very dif- 
ficult Labour ſeveral years beſore, and that 
the Child was then brought away piece- 
meal; and further, that ſhe had been fince 
delivered by Doctor — who told her ſhe 
would certainly dic ſhould ſhe be again'in 


Labour: the Midwife likewife told me that 


the 
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the Membranes were broke, and the Waters 
run off about forty eight hours before, and 
that ſhe could not feel any part of the Child. 
I paſſed up my two Fore-fingers, and with 
the ends of them I felt a very large Tumour 
in the back part of the Paſſage, which, I 
acknowledge, at firſt fo far deceived me, 
that I took it to be the Uterns preſſed down 


by the Head of the Child; but examining 


the ſwelling further on every fide, I found 
it adhered to the Membrane on the back part 
of the Vagina, which it almoſt ſtopped up: 
with ſome difficulty I paſſed my Hand beyond. 
the Tumour between That and the Os Pubis; 
and thruſting it ſtill further on, I met with 
an Arm, which I put aſide, and took hold of 
one of the Legs. When I had drawn it for- 
wards, I examined how the other Leg lay, 
which I found bent towards the Child's Belly ; 
and as I could not readily bring it down, I 
took hold of the Leg already found, and 
brought it out beyond the Labia Pudendi - 
then taking hold above the Ankle with a 
ſoft Cloth, I pulled towards me, at the ſame 
time adviſing the Woman to bear ſtrongly 
down.

ARCH the 6th, 1728. I was fetch'd 
by a Breeches Maker in Piccadilly, to 
his Wife, who had been for ſeveral hours in 
Labour : the Membranes were broke, and 
the Waters run off about ſix hours before, 
and one Arm was ſunk very low in the Paſ- 
ſage, the whole Hand being protruded 
beyond the Zabia Pudendi, and the Shoul- 
ders were cloſely locked between the bones 
of the Pelvis. The Midwife that was firſt 
with her, judged wrong, and thought it was 
the Foot that was fallen down ; but another 
being ſent for, cleared up the former's miſtake 
before I was ſent to. I found, upon exami- 


nation,

much fwelled, and very looſe at the Shoul- 
der; from whence I judged that the Midwife 
had been pulling at the Arm, for which I 
rebuked her; but the faintly denied it. I 
endeayoured with my Hand paſſed up 
to preſs the Shoulder upwards, and to return 
the Arm, but it was ſo locked in the Paſſage, 
and the Womb ſo cloſely contracted about 
the Child that I could not move the Shoul- 
der, nor return the Arm. I tried to get my 
Hand by the Shoulder into the Uterus, which 
after ſome time and pains I effected, and the 
firſt part I met with was the Neck; and 
examining further, F found the Mead lying 
acroſs towards one fide: and paſſing m 
Hand by the Head, the next part that of- 
fered, was the Arm : I paſſed by That, and 
the next I met with was the Knee. I en- 
deavoured to reach the Foot, but could not 
come at it: I therefore paſſing a Finger into 
the Ham, and bending it, drew the Knee 
towards me, tho” it was with ſome difficulty; 
the Womb was ſo collapſed and contracted 
about the Child, that my Hand was numbed, 
and I could not move it without very great 
difficulty. I at length brought out the Foot, 
and faſten'd a Ligature about the Ankle; 
and then paſſing up one Hand by the Foot 
and Leg. already brought down, I endea- 
voured to return the Arm, and preſs back 
the Shoulder, at the ſame time drawing the 

| Foot 
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Foot I had hold of, towards me: by this 


method the Shoulder as the Hips advanced 
outwards, were drawn inwards, and the Child 
was quite turned. I now took hold of one 
Leg with a ſoft Cloth; and paſſing up my 
Hand, found the other Leg and Foot bent 
upward towards the Mother's Belly : I there- 
fore drew towards me, adviſing the Woman 
at the ſame time to aſſiſt by forcing ſtrongly 
down, and the Child advanced, as if it came 
with the Buttocks foremoſt : and when I had 
brought out the Hips, I extricated the other 
Leg; and taking hold afterwards aboye the 
Hips, I drew the Child out to the Shoulders; 
but it ſticking there, I paſſed up a Hand, 
and brought down, firſt one Arm, and then 
the other. This done, I placed one Hand 


flat to the Breaſt, and at the ſame time taking 


hold behind with the other, above the Shoul- 
ders, I drew boldly forward, and ſoon ex- 
tricated the Head : but I was forced to paſs 
up a Finger into the Mouth, and pull gently 
at the lower Jaw, which very much con- 
_ tributes to the drawing the Head forwards, 
When I had brought out the Head, I found 
the Navel- ſtring twiſted twice or thrice about 
the Child's Neck, and the Arm which had 
been ſo long protruded, very much ſwelled, 
and very livid, and almoſt ſeparated at the 
Shoulder ; which proceeded from the Mid- 
wife's too rudely pulling it. The Placenta 
readily followed ; but the Child was dead. 
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CASE IMV. 


A Delivery, where the Navel-ftring 
and a Foot preſented. 


Was ſent for the foregoing day to one 

Mrs. L—5s, the Wife of a Butcher in 
Clare Market. Upon the breaking of the 
Membranes, the Funis Umbilicalis ſlipped 
down with the Waters, thro' the Os — 
as alſo one Foot, both which I found in the 
Vagina; the Navel-ſtring was protruded eight 
or ten inches. I endeavoured to put back 


the String, but could not keep it from ſli 


ping down again; wherefore 1 thought it 
nedeſſary to haſten the Delivery, and there- 
fore took hold of the Foot before fallen 
down, and brought it out. Upon paſſing 
my Hand up by this Leg and Foot, I found 
the other lying in the Paſſage, which I like- 
wiſe brought out; and joining them together, 
took hold of both, with a warm and ſoft 
Cloth, and drew the Child out beyond the 
Hips; and then taking freſh hold above 
them, fetched it forwards to the Shoal 

where it ſtuck. I firſt fetched down one 


Arm, 
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Arm, and aſterwards the other, to make 
more room for the Shoulders and Head to 
paſs ; and then clapping one Hand under 
the Breaſt, to ſupport it, I placed the other 
behind, above the Shoulders, and adviſed 
the Woman to aſſiſt, by bearing ſtrongly 
down at the ſame time that I drew outwards. 
The Head did not readily follow; ſo I was 
forced to paſs up one Finger into the Child's 
Mouth; and drawing down the lower Jaw, 
and at the ſame juncture pulling at the Shoul- 
ders, I ſoon cxtricated the Head, and brought 
it out of confinement. I then paſſed up my 
Hand in ſearch of the Placenta, and taking 
hold of it as uſual, ſoon brought it away. 
The Child was born alive: both the Mother 
and Infant did yery well.

CAS E LIV. 
A Delivery, where the Toes preſented. 


RCA the azad, 1728. A Taylor in 
Charles Court, in the Strand, came to 

me, to deſire me to go to his Wife, who he 
told me had been two days in Labour. When 
I came there, I enquired of the Midwives 
(there being two) whether the Membranes 
U 2 were 
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were broke; and if ſo, how long before? 
They told me, that there came away ſome 
quantity of Waters about twenty four hours 
before, and that her Pains were weak, and 
long intervals between them: they further 
told me that they could feel the Child's Feet. 
I thereupon paſſed up my Hand, and the 
firſt parts I met with, were the Child's 
Toes, with the Heels bent towards the But- 
tocks, and the Knees lying within the Os 
Internum. By this I was aſſured the Child 
had never turned, but was ſunk down to the 
Os Hnternum in the ſame poſture it always 
lies in the Womb, before the Head turns 
downwards; viz. with the 'Thighs bent for- 
wards to the Belly, and Legs backwards to 
the Buttocks. I took hold of the Foot which 
firſt offered; and preſling it a little back- 
wards, to raiſe the Knee which lay within 
the Os internum, I readily extricated that 
Foot and Leg, and brought it into the Va- 
gina; and paſling up my Hand by the Side 
of it, I eaſily found the other Leg, which I 
brought out: then joining them together, I 
gently pulled them without the Labia Pu- 
deudi; and taking freſh hold with a ſoft 
Cloth, drew the Child as far as the Hips : 
but as it preſented in that poſture, (the 
Toes being turned towards the Os Pau- 
bis) as I drew forwards, I endeavoured to 
turn the Toes towards the Os Sacrum, 
and Heels to the Pubis, which, by the time 
I had brought it out to the Buttocks, I ef- 

| 5 fected. 
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fected. The reaſon why I did this, is ob- 


vious; for if the Child had been brought as 
it firſt preſented, with the Toes towards the 
Pubis, the Face muſt of conſequence come 
upwards ; hence a double inconyeniency 
might have enſued, either bruiſing the Face 
againſt the Or Pubis, or the Chin's falling 
upon the ſaid bone; from whence I could 
not without difficulty have removed it. As 
ſoon as I had brought it as far as the Breaſt, 
I paſſed up my Hand, and brought down, 
firſt one Arm, and afterwards the other, to 
give more room for the paſſage of the Head; 
but finding it ſtuck there, I clapped one 
Hand, as uſual, under the Breaſt, and the 
other behind aboye the Shoulders, to draw 
it out ; but this would not do, ſo I was forced 
to paſs up two Fingers into the Mouth; and 
at one and the ſame time gently preſſing on 
the lower Jaw, and pulling at the Shoul- 
ders, I extricated the Head. As this was 
the firſt time the Woman had been delivered, 
and the Child large, the parts would nor 


ſo readily dilate and give way. When 1 


had brought out the Infant, J ordered the 
Midwife to make a Ligature upon the Unbi- 
lical Veſſels, whilft I with one Hand preſſed 
them above; and paſſing up the other to the 
Placenta, J found it adhere very cloſely to 
the Uterus, ſo that I was forced to ſeparate 
it with the ends of my Fingers, beginning 
where it ſtuck moſt looſely; and having ſe- 
parated it on every fide, I brought it away 

with 
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with the Membranes. It proved a luſty Boy, 
and agreeably ſurpriſed both the Mother and 
others preſent with it's crying out heartily ; 
for as it had lain ſo long preſſed in that 
Poſture, they all judged it muſt have been 


born dead. The Scrotum was much ſwelled 


and very black, which proceeded from a 
preſſure, occaſioned by the Poſture it had fo 


long lain in. I ordered them to dip a cloth 


in Ol. Roſarum warmed, and apply it, by 
which the ſwelling yery much ſubſided the 
very next day. | 


CASE ANT. 


A Delivery where the Child was pro- 
truded to the Hips, which hung out 
beyond the Labia Pudendi. 


ARCH the 27th, 1729. I was fetched 

out of Heet-freet by a journeyman tay- 
lor, to go to his wife in Hollis-ſtreet, Clare- 
Market. When I came there, I found the 
Child protruded tothe Hips which hung out 
beyond the Labia Pudendi, The Midwife 
told me that the Membranes were broke, and 


the Waters run off about an hour before; 


that the Child preſented with the Feet firſt; 
and

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and that, when ſhe had bronght it to the 
Bultocks, it ſtack there, nor could ſhe bring 
it any further. I rebuked her for not ſend- 
ing at firſt, when ſhe found it to preſent in 
a wrong Poſture; but ſhe in excuſe, as is 
uſual amongſt them, told me that ſhe had 
brought out many Children offering i in that 
Poſture. 'The Child, from it's having lain 
ſome time ſo preſſed, was dead, which I told 
her was very probably owing to her negle& 
in not ſending ſooner, when ſhe was fatisfied 
the Child preſented wrong. I therefore im- 
mediately took a ſoft Cloth, and wrapped it 
about the Hips already protruded, and drew 
forwards: at the ſame time I turned the 
Body, to bring the Face downwards towards 
the Rectum for when I firſt examined, I 
found the Toes lying towards the Os Pubis. 
This ſhould always, if it is poſſible, be done; 
becauſe if it comes forwards with the Face 


towards the Os Pubis, there is danger of 


hurting the Noſe by it's preſſing againſt that 
bone; and the Chin may flip upon and over 
it, which will ſometimes occaſion no ſmall 
difficulty in bringing out the Head. But to 


return: I brought the Child out to the Shoul- 


ders; and finding it ftuck at the Head, to 
make more room, I fetched down the Arm 
on each ſide, and then, as uſual, clapping 
my Hand to the Breaft, I with the other took 
hold behind aboye the Shoulders, and by 
gently pulling brought the Head ſomewhat 
forwards : howeyer as it did not readily nas

low, I paſſed up two Fingers: of one Hand 
into the Child's Mouth, and by preſſing upon 
the lower Jaw, and pulling at the ſame time 
at the Shoulders, I ſoon extricated the Head;

A Delivery where the Child preſented 
the Crown of the Head, which ſtuck 
in the Paſſage. 


APRIL the 3d, 1729. I was about ten in 

the morning deſired to go into Stanh 
Nreet, near Clare Market, to the Wife of a 
Victualler, at the ſign of the Crown. Upon 
my coming the Midwife told me, that the 
Membranes were broke, and the Waters paſſed 
En off 
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off about four a'clock, but ſhe could not 
then tell how the Infant preſented, it lying 


very high, and no part protruded beyond 


the Os Internum: after ſome time ſhe found 
the Crown of the Head to. come forwards, 
but it had not moved for above two hours, 
altho' ſhe had ſtrong and quick Pains. I 
thereupon -paſſed up my Hand, and found 
the upper part of the Head ſunk low into 
the Vagina, but could not bring it forwards, 
or move it, altho' ſhe had at this time ſtrong 
Throws, and aſſiſted me much by bearing 
down with all her might : from whence I 


judged that the Child was locked within at 


the Temples between the bones that form 
the Pelvis, and that it could not be forced 
forwards by her Throws alone, although fo 
ſtrong ; which made me attempt the Deli- 
yery by the uſe of my Extractor. 


- IMMEDIATELY I paſſed it up on each ſide 


towards each Hip of the Mother; but as the 


Face was turned towards the Hip, one ſide 
of the Extractor came againſt the Forehead, 
by which there was cauſed a ſmall indenta- 
tion in that part, from the preſſure made in 
bringing the Head out beyond the Labia 
Pudend:; and in doing this, I had no ſmall 
difficulty. The Child ftuck at the Shoul- 
ders, but I ſoon extricated them, and brought 
out the remaining parts. I then ordered the 
Midwife to make a Ligature upon the Umbi- 
lical Veſſels, and at the _ time I took hold 
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CASES m MipwirRkr. 
of them above with one Hand, and paſſed 
the other into the Uzeras, to fetch the Placenta 
which adhered to the Womb : I therefore ſe- 
parated it with the ends of my Fingers, and 
brought it away. This Child prov'd to be a 
luſty Boy, and ſoon ſatisfied the Mother and 
others preſent, that it was alive, by it's crying 
out luſtily. I ordered the Forehead, which 
was indented by the Inſtrument, as alſo the 
back part, to be embrocated with Ol. Rofar. or 
Hyperic. which I have generally found to an- 
fwer my expectation in a few days. 


Tut Indentations are foon obliterated, 
and all the Enchymoſis proceeding from the 
preſſure, vaniſhes and diſappears; for the 
Cravium (although preſſed inwards and in- 
dented, as being at that time fomewhat foft) 
will mould almoſt into any form, and will 
foon return to it's natural ſhape.

M a the 21ft, 1729. I was called upon 
to a Woman in Peter's-ftreet, 

He abe. She had fallen into a F looding, 
and:

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and had loſt a large quantity of blood, by 
which her pulſe and ſpirits were much ſunk : 
I therefore gave it as my opinion, that the 
Delivery ought to be immediately attempted : 
and as her friends and others preſent left it 
wholly to me, to act as I thought fit, I paſſed 
up my Hand into the Vagina, and found the 
Os Tincæ dilated to about the breadth of a 


Crown piece. I got the ends of my four 


Fingers into it, and by gently ſpreading them, 
dilated it ſo far as to be able to paſs my 
Hand into the Uzerus; where I found the 
Child floating in the Waters. I endeavoured 
to break the Membranes with my Fingers, 


which I ſoon effected, and then ſearched for 


the Feet. I firſt met with one Knee, and 
by bending my Finger into the Ham, drew it 
gently. to the Os Internum, and ſo forwards 
into the Vagina. I then extricated the Foot 
and brought it without the Labia Pudendi- 
and paſſing up my Hand by the Leg and 
Thigh already funk below the Os Tincæ, to 
examine how the other Leg lay, I found it 
bent upwards towards the Child's Belly : I 
therefore gave myſelf no trouble about it, 
becauſe if one Leg is brought out, and the 
other is bent upwards, you may generally 
draw the Child forwards as well as if it came 
with the Buttoc ks firſt, eſpecially if the Wo- 
man has been delivered before; for then the 
parts more __— dilate and give way; 


which was the caſe of this Woman, who had 


had five or fix Children. With a ſoſt Cloth 


R 2 I took 
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1 took hold of the Leg brought out, and 
pulled gently towards me, at the ſame time 
adviſing the Woman to aſſiſt by bearing 
ſtrongly down; but finding the Child did 
not readily follow, I paſſed up my Hand to 
the inner Orifice, which I found cloſely 
girding the Hips of the Child; wherefore I 
paſſed the ends of my Fingers between the 
Orifice and the Child, and endeayoured to 
dilate it. As the Mouth of the Womb rea- 
dily gave way, I ſoon brought out the Hips, 
and extricated the other Foot; but findin 

the Toes turned towards the Os Pubis, as I 
drew forwards, I gently turned them towards 
the Anus of the Mother, for reaſons I have 
already given. I now clapped one Hand to 


the Breaſt, and the other over the Shoulders 


to the Neck, and drew forwards; the Head 
and Arms readily followed. 


TERRE is not always a neceſſity of bring- 
ing the Arms down before the Head, eſpecially 
If the Vagina is large, and the Head ſmall, 
which was the caſe in this Child and Woman; 
beſides if the Arms are left to come with the 
Head, the Os internum cannot contract about 
the Neck of the Infant, as has ſometimes 
happened when they have been brought 
down before the Head, which has occaſioned 
no ſmall difficulty to the Operator, and often- 
times the death of the Child. After the 
Woman was delivered, I ordered the Mid- 
wife to make a Ligature upon the Umbilical 
Veſſels,

Mont hs; the Head was ſeparated 
from the Body, and remained in the

MA Y the 28th, 1729. The Mother of one 
Mrs. C—+ came to conſult me for her 
daughter, who ſhe told me was about fix 
Months gone with Child, and that the Mem- 
branes were. broke, and the Waters gone off 
ſome hours before : her Throws were gone 
off, and ſhe had a continual draining of 
blood. I thereupon told her ſhe would miſ- 
carry, and the ſooner all was brought away, 
the better. I went with the Mother, that I 
might by Touching make a better judgment 
than I could form from hear-ſay. Upon my 
paſſing up two Fingers into the Vagina, I found 

one 
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one Foot of the Fœtus ſlipped down beyond 
the Os internum, which I took hold of and 
drew gently towards me; but as it was rotten 
and very tender, it had like to have ſe- 
parated at the Ankle: I therefore took hold 
above the Ankle; but the fleſh being ready 
to divide from the bone, I was almoſt afraid 
it would have ſeparated at the Knee: and as I 
found ſome obſtacle above, I immediately 
paſſed up two Fingers by the Leg already 
brought down, and found, as I before judged, 
that the Os internum was not enough di- 
lated, but cloſely environ'd the Hips ;

I gently dilated, and then thruſting them 
forwards in the Uterns, I tried to take hold 
of ſome part of the Head, and at length by 
preſſing the end of a Finger againſt the upper 
part of the Head, I thruſt it through the 
onter Teguments ( they being very tender ) 
into the Skull, and there bending it in the 
manner of a Hook, I drew the Head for- 
wards, but with all caution imaginable; be- 
cauſe as the parts were ſo yery tender, they 
were ready to ſeparate upon the leaſt pull- 
ing; but by this method I fetch'd the Head 
out of the Uzerus.

UNE the 5th, 1729. I was deſired to go 
to a very poor Woman in St. Clements 
Lane, who, as I was told, had been in Labour 
about twenty four hours, and that the Mem- 
branes were broke, and the Waters run off 
about three hours before T was ſent for. 
Upon examination I found the back of the 
Head ſunk down as far as the Zabia Pu- 
dendi, which were kept ſomewhat diſtended, 
but it could not be brought further by all 
the endeayours of the Midwife, or the poor 
Woman's Throws, which were very ſtrong. 
At firſt I endeayoured with my Hands to 
bring the Head forwards, but could not 
move it ; wherefore I took one fide of my 
Extrafor, and paſſed it up between the 
Child's Head and the Os Pubis; and having 
plac'd it in the Nape of the Neck, drew to- 

wards me, and extricated the whole Head; 
the 
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the reſt of the Body readily followed. Im- 
mediately I ordered the Midwife to make a 
Ligature upon the Umbilical Veſſels, and at 
the ſame time I took hold of them above 
with one Hand; and paſſing the other up 
to the Placenta, found it ſunk down partly 
beyond the Os internum, ſo that I rea- 
dily and eaſily drew it out. This Child, 
although it had lain for ſome hours in theſe 
Straits, yet immediately upon it's birth, yery 
agreeably alarmed all that were preſent, by 
crying briskly.

UNE the 4th, 1729. I was ſent for to 
the Wife of a Journyman Tailor, in An- 
gel Court, Drury-Lane. The Midwife told 
me that the poor Woman had been in Labour 
about thirty hours ; that the Membranes were 
broke, and the Waters paſſed off about 
twenty hours before I came; but the Child 
lay fo high, ſhe could - ſatisfy me what

part preſented ; her Throws went off upon 
the breaking of the Waters, and ſhe had 


taken a Clyſter in the morning, but without 


any advantage. 


THis being the caſe, I paſſed up my 
Hand into the Vagina, and found the Os in- 
ternum dilated wide enough for the Head to 


| paſs through; but the upper part of the Va- 
gina was ſtraitned, being compreſs'd by the 


Os ſacrum (which was bent very much in- 
wards) and the Os Pubis. As her pulſe and 
ſtrength held good, I was willing to avoid 
any attempt to force the Birth, in hopes of a 
return of her Pains; which Pains will ve 

often beyond our expectation drive the Child 
forwards: for the upper part of the Head is 
compoſed of ſeveral bones, which are di- 
vided by Sutures, and will mould almoſt into 


any form. I therefore ordered a repetition 


of the Clyſter about three a' clock, and after 
it an Opiate; and if her Pains did not return, 
in ſeven or eight hours the Opiate to be re- 
peated. I called again the next morning, and 
ſound matters juſt as they were the preceding 
day; wherefore J ordered a repetition of the 
Clyſter. About three a' clock in the after- 


oon I met the Midwife, who told me that 


he Woman remained in the ſame condition; 


o I deſired if there was no change in the 
evening, ſhe would let me know ; and ac- 
cordingly about ten that night, a Woman 
came and deſired me to go with her, telling 

3 me 
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me that the poor Woman's ſtrength ſunk 
apace: I aſſured her I would come to her 
very ſoon : accordingly I went, and upon 
examination found the Child yery little ad- 
vanced ; her pulſe was very much ſunk, and 
her ſtrength diminiſhed : I therefore thought 
it adviſable to attempt the Delivery. 


Ar firſt I paſſed up one ſide of my 
Extraffor behind one Ear, and endea- 
voured to bring the Head forward by draw- 


ing towards me; but that not availing, I 


paſſed up the other ſide behind the other 
Ear; and having fixed both ſides, I pulled 
with all my ſtrength, but could not find it 


move in the leaſt, the paſſage between the 


bones being ſo very ſtrait. My Inſtrument, 
in pulling, ſlipped off ſeveral times, the up- 
per part of the Head giving way to the preſ- 
ſure made upon it; wherefore, as I could 
not by this expedient bring the Head for- 
wards beyond the bones, I judged there was 
but one way left to bring out the Child, and 
that I could not think of without ſome re- 
luctancy, having for ſome years before been 
always able to draw it out, although the 
Head ſtuck, by the uſe of my Extractor: 
but as the Paſſage between the bones in this 
Woman was ſo very ſtrait, and the Head 
large, I was put under the neceſlity of leſſen- 
ing the Head of the Child, to deliver the 
Woman ; for otherwiſe ſhe muſt haye died 
with the Infant remaining in her. I there- 

X23 fore 
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CASES in MipwI xX. 
fore made an opening in the Scalp with the- 
point of my Sciſſars, not having a more 
proper Inſtrument with me, and paſſed the 
Sutures through the Dura Mater to the 
Brains: by this means I was able to get in 
two Fingers, with which I enlarged the 
Opening, and ſqueez'd out the Brains ; and- 
taking hold of the Skull and outer Tegu- 


ments, I drew towards me with all my 


ſtrength ; but yet it would not moye, the 
bones of the Head giving way, and breaking 
off, ſo that I brought out at divers times 
ſeyeral pieces of the Skull. I then paſſed up 
a Hook, and endeavoured to fix it below 
the Ear; but by pulling, the Membranes 
and bones gave way; yet I had this ſucceſs, - 
the Head advanced fo far that I was able to 
get a Finger into the Mouth, and there bend- 
ing it, I with much labour and pains brought 
it out by the Chin. I was then in hopes 
I had ſurmounted my greateſt difficulty; but 
1 found it ſtuck again at the Shoulders. T 
pulled ſeveral times at the- Neck: with all 
my ſtrength, but to no purpoſe, the Shoul- 
ders not advancing in the leaſt; I therefore 
endeavoured to paſs a blunt Hook into the 
Arm-pit, but by pulling, the parts tore 
away; yet I had this advantage, the other 
Shoulder adyanced into the Paſſage : I was 
able to paſs up two Fingers into that Arm- 
pit, by which I extricated both Shoulders, 
and the remaining parts then readily fol- 
towed. Paſſing up my Hand by the String, 
I pulled:

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1 pulled it gently, but it gave way and broke 
off; I therefore took hold of the Placenta, 


and finding it ſtuck in ſome parts, I ſeparated 


it with the ends of my Fingers, and brought 
it away. Some parts of the Membranes re- 
maining, I again. (as I uſually do) paſſed 
my Hand into the Uterus, and: brought them 


out, as well as ſome Clods of blood; which 


done, I put warm and ſoft Cloths to the 
parts, as well to defend them from the cold 
air, which is very prejudicial, as to receive 
the impurities which flow from the Womb 
after Delivery. I ordered her at firſt a little 
wine diluted with Water to refreſh her after 
ſo great a fatigue, and that ſhe ſhould be 
kept quiet and ſtill; and after an hour to be 
put to bed. After which I preſcribed the 
following Bolus and Julep, with a Galbanum. 
Plaiſter to be applied. to the Navel.

THE next morning a perſon came to me 
according to my direction, and told me ſhe: 
had lain quiet, and reſted well from. the _ 

L left: 
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I left her: about noon I called myſelf, and 
found her pulſe ſomewhat quick, but not 
high; her Tongue moiſt, and her fleſh cool. 
I ordered the Bolus and Julap to be conti- 
nued, and upon enquiry I heard ſhe had 
not made water. This is a common com- 
plaint after difficult Labours, and eſpecially 
when the Child's Head has lain for ſome 
time preſſing upon the Neck of the Bladder : 
but I was told the next day that ſhe made 
water ſoon after I had left her. As I had 
reaſon to fear that the parts muſt be yer 

much bruiſed and hurt from ſo difficult a 
Delivery, I ordered warm Ol. Hyperici (as I 
uſually do in ſuch caſes) to be applied im- 
mediately to the external parts, and by the 
top of a feather to be conveyed into the Ya- 
gina, and afterwards a fine and ſoft rag 
dipped in the ſame, to be laid for ſome 
time upon the Labia Pudendi, The next 
day I found her pulſe regular and ſoft, very 
little thirſt, her Cleanſings in good order, no 
pain or uneaſineſs in making water, and in 


every reſpe& better than I could have ex- 


pected. I deſired her to take her Bolus only 


night and morning ; and on the third day all 
her complaints yaniſhed.

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CASE LXXII. 


The Placenta left, and a violent 
Hooding. 


UNE the 28th, 1729. I was fetched by 

a Gentleman of the Law, to go to his 
Wife in Cary ſtreet, Little Lincoln's- Inn-fields, 
where I found her extreamly weak, occa- 
fion'd by a Flooding. The Child was born 
above half an hour before I was ſent for, and 
the Midwife was not able to extract the Pla- 


centa; which, upon paſſing my Hand, I 


found in part ſeparated from the Womb and 
lying againſt the Os internum, and the other 
part adhering, I took hold of the Funis 
Umbilicalis with one Hand, and paſſed up 


the other by the ſame into the Uterns, and 


feparated that part which adhered, with the 
ends of my Fingers, and in a very ſhort time 
brought it away. As there was a great di- 
ſtance of time between the Birth of the 
Child and my coming, they having fent for 
others before me, who were not in the way, 
the Os internum was very much contracted, 
which gave me ſome difficulty in bringing 

away 
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away the Placenta, The poor Gentlewoman 
was ſo very weak and low that I was afraid 


ſhe would have died before I could have 


finiſh'd my work, ſhe having loſt a very 
large quantity of blood occaſioned by the 
ſeparation of the Placenta, and it's remaining 
in the Uterus; the Placenta remaining in the 
Uterus kept it ſo diſtended that the mouths 
of the Veſſels, which before were inoſculated 
into the ſeparated part of the Placenta con- 
tinually poured out blood; but as ſoon as 
the After- burthen was brought away, the 
Flooding ſtopped, the Womb immediately 
contracting itſelf; by which the mouths of 
the Veſſels were ſo compreſſed that the blood 
could not paſs through them. I gave her 
wine diluted with water, to refreſh her, which 
I reiterated often; by the uſe of which and 
the following Bolus and Cordial, her pulſe 
and ſpirits gradually returned, ſo that in 

about four hours ſhe talked chearfully.

rhea for about two years before, and had very 


weak Bowels, I was the more inclined to a

A Delivery where the Funis Umbili- 
calis and one Hand were protruded 


out of the Uterus, and lay in the 
Vagina. 


UNDAY June the 29th, 1729. A poor 

Woman came to me from Mrs. Churchill, 
a Midwife at Chelſea, deſiring me to go there 
with all ſpeed. Upon my coming I examined: 
how matters appeared: the Mid wife told me 
the Membranes were broke, and the Waters 
were paſſed off about twelve a clock that 
day (it was near five when I got there), and 
= the Navel-ſtring was fallen into the Paſ- 
fage, but ſhe could not feel the Child. I 
therefore, having well greaſed my Hand, 
paſſed it into the Vagina up to the Os inter 


num, Which I found thick, but dilated wide 


enough to admit my Hand; but it was with 
ſome difficulty I introduced it: the occaſion 
of the thickneſs I judged to proceed from 
the Contraction of the Uterus, the Waters 
being run off ſo long before: I alſo found 
the Vertebræ of the Os ſacrum bent very 


much. 
Z 
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much inwards, from whence the Paſſage was 
much ſtraitned: I found likewiſe one Hand 
and Arm of the Infant protruded below the 
Os internum, and lying in the Paſſage. As I 
found no pulſation in the Funis Umbilicalis, 
I gave it as my opinion that the Child was 


dead; the Circulation being impeded by the 


preſſure upon the Navel- ſtring, too fre- 
quently occaſions the death of the Infant. 
I firſt endeayoured to return the protruded 
Hand and Arm, which with ſome difficulty 
I at length effected, and then paſſed my Hand 
into the Uzerus, in ſearch of the Feet, to 
turn the Child; for 'tis almoſt impoſſible, or 
at leaſt exceedingly difficult to bring the 
Head into the Paſſage, becauſe the Child 
generally lays acroſs the Womb, and the 
Head not over the Os internum, but on one 
fide of the Uterus; beſides, if the Waters 
are run off ſome time before, the Uterus is 
ſo contracted, tis next (as I ſaid juſt now) to 
an impoſſibility to place the Head in the Paſ- 
ſage, and moſt commonly the Woman is ſo 
very weak and diſpirited that ſhe has not 
Throws ftrong enough to protrude the Child, 
was it ſo placed: therefore whenever a Child 
preſents in this manner, you muſt always 
turn it, and bring it by the Feet; for as they 
advance, the Body and Head turn inwards: 
you muſt likewiſe be ſure always to turn the 
Toes towards the Anus. But to return to 
the preſent Caſe : when I had paſſed my 
Hand into the Uterus, I found the parts =

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the Child ſo huddled and preſſed together, 
that I could not readily diſtinguiſh them ; 
beſides, the Os internum contracting cloſely 
about my Wriſt, my Hand was very much 
numbed, ſo that I could not eaſily move it: 
but at length I met with the Toes of one 
Foot; and with difficulty paſſing my Hand 
up to the Ankle, I took hold of it, and 
drew the Leg forwards : I then ſearched for 
the other Foot, which I found bent upward 
towards the Belly; I therefore took hold of 
the Foot already brought down, and pulled - 
gently towards me; for a Child in this po- 
ſture will generally as readily paſs as if it 
came with the Buttocks foremoſt : but in this 
Woman I had a greater difficulty than uſual, 
from the formation of the bones which made 
the Paſſage more ſtrait ; yet in a little time 
I brought it out beyond the Hips. I was 
now in hopes I had ſurmounted my greateſt 
difficulty; but to my no ſmall mortification 
found when 1 had got the Child out to the 
Shoulders, that the Head was ſtopped above 
between the bones of the Pelvzs. To make 


more room, I paſſed up my Hand and fetched 


down the Arms, firſt one, and then the other. 
I then clapped one Hand to the Breaſt, and 
the other behind over the Shoulders, and 
pulled boldly towards me, in a ftrait line, 
not having much regard to the Child, as 
being very well ſatisfied it had been dead 
fome time before I came, ſo that my only 
tear was, leſt the Body ſhould have been 
| 5 ſeparated:

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ſeparated from the Head, and left in the 

Uterus I therefore paſſed up two Fingers 
into the Mouth of the Child, and endeayoured 

to draw the Head downwards, by preſſing 

my Fingers upon the lower Jaw ; but the 

Jaw ſplit, fo that I loſt that hold, and the 

Head would not in the leaſt moye. By my 

former pulling, the Yertebre of the Neck 

were ſo ſeparated that it held together only 

by the Fleſh and Membranes ; wherefore I 

paſſed up a Hook, and pulling with it, the 

bones and fleſh gave way, the Head not in 

the leaſt advancing; but at length, after 

ſeveral fruitleſs eſſays, I brought it all away, 

and the Placenta readily followed, being 
wholly, ſeparated from the Uterus, and partly 

protruded beyond the Os internum, and lying 
in the Vagina.

ULY the 3d,.1729.. About ten a'clock 

at night, a perſon. came to me to deſire 

me to go to his Wife in St. Fames's Market. 
' She had. been deliyered of two Children ; the: 
- one: 
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one about twelve a clock that day, and the 
other about two hours before J was ſent for. 
J found the Woman very weak, and her 
pulſe low, from a great loſs of blood. I im- 
mediately took hold of the Strings of both 
the Burthens, and twiſting them about the 
Fingers of one Hand, paſled up the other to 
the inner Orifice, which was ſo much con- 
tracted that I could not readily get it in; but 
having dilated the Os internum with my 


Fingers, in a ſhort time I paſſed up my whole 
Hand, and found one Placenta cloſely ad- 


hering to the Uteras, which I gently ſeparated 
with the ends of my Fingers; and drawing 
forwards, it came away. I was forced to paſs 


my Hand a ſecond time into the Womb, to 


ſearch for the other Placenta; and finding it 
ſtuck like as the former, I took the ſame 
method, and readily brought that away: 
her Flooding immediately ſtopped; but from 


her great loſs of blood ſhe was very faint, 


and ſwooned away ſeveral times: however 
in leſs than an hour her pulſe began to beat 
ſtrong again, and ſhe gradually recovered.

A Placenta left in the Uterus, partly ſo- 

| parated from, and partly adhering to 

it, from whence enſued a violent 
Fbooding. 


X Bovr three days before I was called 
to deliver the Woman laſt mentioned, 
I was fetched by an Attorney in little Lin- 
coln's-Inn- fields, on the like occaſion, only 


in this caſe there was but one Child born, 


and conſequently but one Placenta. She was 
Þ weak that I was afraid ſhe would have 
expired before I could have done my work; 


for her pulſe was fo low that I could not 


perceive the leaſt motion or vibration: ſhe 
had cold, clammy ſweats, and feyeral Syn- 
oopes, ſo that I expected her death every 
moment; of which I acquainted her husband 
and others preſent. I was deſired to do 
whatever lay in my power, to ſaye the poor 

Woman: I told them I knew but of one 
way, which was, immediately to fetch the 
Placenta; and as it was wholly left to my 

conduct, I paſſed my Hand through the 
| 6 ons Pagina: 
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Vagina into the Uterus, where I found the 
Placenta partly ſeparated, and partly ad- 


hering : I therefore, as uſual, took hold of 
the String with one Hand, and ſeparated the 


adhering part of the Burthen with the Fin- 
gers of my other Hand, and brought it all 
away with the Membranes; which done, her 
Flooding ſoon ſtopped; yet ſhe remained in 
a doubtful ſtate as to life or death, for at 


leaft . two hours, often fainting away: ſhe 


had cold ſweats, very little, or no pulſe, and 
very great reſtleſneſs, ſo that I was again ap- 
prehenſive ſhe would have died every mo- 
ment. I ordered her Wine diluted with 
Water, and other proper Cordials, which at 
length had ſo far the deſired ſucceſs that 
her Pulſe began to riſe, and I could diſcern 
a motion of the blood in the Arteries ; her 


cold ſweats went off, and her extreme parts 


became warm again. I then left her; and 
calling about two hours after, I found her 
Pulſe ſtrong, and all her other complaints 
vaniſhed, The next day ſhe continued well, 
and only complained of a pain in her Head, 
which Women very often feel after a great 
Flooding. I preſcribed for her a Cordial 
Bolus and Julep, by which and the uſe of a 
nouriſhing diet ſhe ſoon recovered her ſtrength, 
'The —— of this great Flooding proeeeded, 
as I have before mentioned, from the Pla- 
centa being in part ſeparated from, and it's 
remaining in the Uterus, by which the 


Womb was kept extended, ſo that the 


Mouths 
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Mouths of the Veſſels before inoſculated into 
the Placenta were kept open, and poured out 
the blood brought by them, into the Uterus : 
to prove this, as ſoon as the Burden was ex- 
tracted, the Womb contracted, by which the 
Mouths of the Veſſels, before open, were 
cloſed and ſhut up. This Gentlewoman had 
for a year or two been very ſubject to a 
Diarrhea, for which ſhe had went through 
ſeyeral Courſes of Phyſick, preſcribed by 
ſeveral Phyſicians : fearing therefore a return 
(which would have proved of the moſt dan- 
gerous conſequence in ſo great a weakneſs) I 
ordered her a thickning and aſtringent diet, 
which kept her Bowels tight, and ſhe recovered 
both ſtrength and ſpirits, after which the 
pains in her Head left her.

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broke, and the Waters run off above twenty⸗ | 


four hours before I came. 'The poor Woman, 
as ſhe herſelf informed me, had underwent 


very ſevere pains; but as it was the firſt 


time of her being in Labour, I was no ways 
ſurpriſed at her complaints; beſides ſhe was 
very timorous, and endeavoured to evade 
her Pains when they ſeized her : add to all 
this, to encreaſe her malady, ſhe was near 
forty years of age. 1 told her that it was 


impoſſible for a Child to be born without. 


Pains, and that therefore ſhe muſt endeavour 
to bear them with patience, and make the 


moſt of them by bearing ſtrongly down when 


they ſeized her. Upon examination 1 found 
the upper part of the Head protruded ont of 
the inner Orifice, and ſunk low into the 


Vagina, but cloſely wedged between the 


bones of the Pelvis. 'The Midwife told me 
it had lain ſo for near twenty-four hours; and 
notwithſtanding many ſtrong Throws, it had 
not in the leaſt moved forwards : I therefore 
at firſt took one fide of the Extractor, and 
paſſed it up between the Os Pubis of the 
Woman and the Head of the Child ; and 


- fixing it on the lower part of the Occiput, 


near the Nape of the Neck, I endeavoùred 


to move the Head backward towards the 
Anus, and afterward to draw it forwards; 
but I could not move it by this method: 
wherefore I withdrew my Inſtrument, and 
then took both ſides of it, and paſſing them 
up one on cach ſide of the Head, I fixed 


them, 
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9 5 them, as I thought, near the Ears, when 


taking hold of the ends of my Extractor, I 
drew boldly towards me, by which I per- 


ceived the Head to advance, and in a ſhort 


time I brought it out to the Ears. I then 
withdrew my Extractor, and taking hold on 
each ſide with my Hands, I very ſoon extri- 
cated the Head; and the Shoulders, Body 
and other parts readily followed. The Pla- 
centa I fetched, as uſual, and the Child moſt 


agrecably ſurpriſed all that were preſent; 


with crying briskly, they believing it was 


dead, having lain ſo long preſſed between 


the bones of the Pelvis. 


Azouvr eight a'clock in the evening of 
the laſt- mentioned day, upon my coming 
home from viſiting a Patient at Chelſea, I was 
told a perſon was waiting for me, to carry 
me to his Wife, who was in Labour, and 
lived without Biſbopſgate. For expedition 
ſake I took Coach; and upon my coming the 
Mid wife informed me that the Woman had 
been in Labour about zo hours, and the 
Waters were run off ſeveral hours before I 
came, and that the top of the Head was 
ſunk very low into the Vagina; but not- 
withſtanding all the endeavours both of the 
Mother and Midwife, it could not be brought 
farther. Upon examination I found the to 
of the Head ſunk ſo low, and the parts 15 
ſtretched by it's bulk, that the Labia were 
kept at ſome diſtance from one another. At

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firſt I endeayoured with my Hands, by di- 
lating the parts, and taking hold of the 
Head with my Fingers, to move it, and 
bring it forwards; but that not proving 

_— 1 had recourſe to my Extra#or. 
I paſſed up one ſide of it between the O0 
Pubis of the Woman, and the Head of the 
Child, .and endeavoured to diſlodge it from 
off the ſaid bone, and bring it backwards 
towards the Anus. Not ſucceeding in that 
method, I paſfed and fixed my Extractor 
2s in the preceding Caſe, and immediately 
brought out the whole Head; the other 
parts readily followed, by my taking hold 


on both ſides of the Head, and by gently 


ulling towards me. I then fetched the 
lacenta as uſual. Upon examination of the 


. Child's Head, I found a 'Tumour about the 
| bigneſs of a Pigeon's egg, on it's upper 


part, ariſing, as I judged, from the Mid- 


wife's too rudely handling it, or it's lying ſo 


long locked between the bones. This Child 
was born alive, and well, but from the 
bruiſes from the preſſure of the Extractor, 
had two or three ſmall Impoſtumations in 
the Neck near to the Ears, and another

Delivery Where the Back preſented 


7 the 11th, 1729. I was called up 
about two a'clock in the morning by one 
Mr. F—-— +5, to go to the Queen's Head Ta- 
vern, over againſt Exeter Exchange. His 
Wife, he ſaid, had been ſome time in La- 
bour : the Midwife told me, that the Mem- 
branes were broke, and the Waters run off, 
(upon which her Throws that were before 
ſtrong, went off) and that ſhe could not 
feel any part of the Child, which induced. 
me to believe, as I acquainted the Midwife, 
that the Child preſented wrong; for had the 
Head preſented firſt, it muſt have been 
preſſed againſt the Qs internum, and conſe- 
quently produced pains. I therefore imme- 
diately paſſed up two Fingers; but as the 
Child lay high, I could not find by my Fin- 
gers what part firſt offered, ſo that I was 
forced to. pals my whole Hand into the 
Vagina; nor could I at firſt by this method 


xcadily diſtinguiſn how it offered; but upon 
a more ſtrict enquiry I found that that * 
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of the Back preſented which was near to the _ 
Shoulder, the Head lying on one fide, and 
bent forward. Upon paſſing my Hand far. 
ther into the Uterus in ſearch of the Feet, 
the firſt part I met with was one Arm nd 
Hand, and ſoon after I niet with the other, 
which 1 put by, and preſſed the Body a. 
little aſide, to make more way for my Hand, 


and to get hold of the Feet. I ſoon met 


with one Thigh, and ſlipping my Hand 


down the Leg to the Foot, I readily brought 
it out, I paſſed up my Hand again by the 


Leg and Foot brought down, to examine 


how the other Leg lay, which I found bent 


towards the Child's Belly; for had it lain 


acroſs either the Leg or Thigh already 
brought into the Paſſage, or been bent back- 
wards towards the Buttocks, I muſt have 
fetched 'that alſo, for fear of breaking it 
when I ſhould have pulled the other 65 
wards; but as I found it was bent towards 
the Child's Belly, and the Hips being now 
advanced to the inner Orifice (which was 
very much dilated) I wrapped a ſoft cloth 
about 'the Leg near the Ankle, and pulled 
gently towards me in a ſtrait line, at the 
ſame time adviſing the Woman to bear 
ſtrongly down, which ſhe performing, the 
Hips flipped out beyond the Os internum, in 
the ſame manner as if it had come with it's 
Buttocks foremoſt. I ſoon after extricated

I made a Ligature upon the Umbi- 
lical Veſſels, about two inches from the 
Woman's Belly, and divided them about the 
fame diſtance above the Ligature; and then 
twiſting the String about two Fingers of one 
Hand, I paſſed up the other, in ſearch of the 
Placenta, which 1 found in part ſunk beyond 
the Os internum into the Vagina. As it did 
not adhere to the Uteras, I readily drew it 
out, and the Flooding, which there was be- 
fore, immediately was ftopped. In this caſe 
I was ſent for early, ſoon after the Mem- 
branes were broke, which much contributed 
to the quickneſs of the Delivery, the Waters 
being not wholly run off, ſo that the Womb 
was kept ſomewhat diſtended. By the help 
of theſe Waters I could more readily paſs my 
Hand and turn the Child, which in ſome 
meafure lay ſtill floating in them; whereas 
when the Waters are all gone off, the Uteras 
collapſes and contracts ſo cloſely: about the 
Hand introduced into it, that it is with much 
difficulty 
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difficulty the Operator can moye it, to turn 
the Infant. 'This ſhould be a caution to 
Midwives, not to delay, but to ſend. early 
for help, if they think they are not able to 
perform the Delivery; and by ſo doing 


ſeveral Women, but more Children's lives 
would be ſaved. 
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CASE LXXVIII. 
The Placenta left in the Uterus. 


ULY the 13th, 1729. A Nurſe came to 
me, to deſire I would go to a Woman in 
Somerſet Houſe, the wife of a Footman, 
whoſe Child had been born about half an 
hour. The Midwife, upon endeavouring to 
fetch the Placenta, had pulled the ſtring too 


rudely, and broke it off; from wheace, and 


the Placenta remaining in the Uzerus, a 
large Flooding enſued, ſo that when I came, 
the poor Woman was very weak, and la- 
boured under cold ſweats and faintings. - I 


therefore immediately paſſed up my Hand 


into the Vagina, and found part of the Bur- 


den protruded into, and lying in the Paſſage; 


the inner Orifice was kept open, and the 
Urterus ſomewhat diſtended by the Placenta, 


which 
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which was partly protruded, and part of it 
remained in the Uterus. I took hold of the 
part protruded, and drew it gently towards 
me; but finding it ſtuck above, I paſſed my 
Hand up to the inner Orifice, and ſomewhat 
dilated it, by which I diſengaged the Pla- 
centa, and immediately brought it all away, 
the Membranes which contained the Waters 
being come away before, when the Midwife 
endeayoured to fetch the Placenta. I rebuked 
the Midwife for not ſending ſooner, telling 
her the danger ſhe- had expoſed the poor 
Woman to by her delay. She in excuſe 
anſwer'd me, that ſhe had never had ſuch an 
accident before, altho' ſhe had been a Mid- 
wife above eleven years: however I found 
ſhe was very ignorant. |

ATEUST the 25th, 1729. I was called 

upon about four a'clock in the morning, 
to go to the Wife of Mr. a Book- 
ſeller in Flet-fireet, whoſe Wife had been 
delivered of a Child about an hour and a 
half before I came, but * Midwife could 
WE; of9 B not 
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to be prepared as ſoon as poſſible. 
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not bring away the Placenta. I found her 
extremely weak, labouring under cold fweats 
and faintings ; her pulſe was low, and ſhe 
was cold in the extream parts; all which I 


at quantity 
of blood ſhe had loſt ſince the time that the 
Child was born. I therefore immediately 
palled up my Hand, and found part of the 
Placenta protruded into the Vagina, the other 
part remaining in the Uterus, to which it 


adhered: the Os internum Uteri being con- 
tracted about the Burden, I endea voured to 


dilate it, that I might be able to paſs my 
Hand and ſeparate the adhering part. This 
in a ſhort time I effected, and brought it all 
away ; upon which the Flooding ſtopped. I 
at firſt ordered her ſome wine diluted with 
water, to be taken in a ſmall quantity, and 
often, not being able at ſo unſeaſonable an 


hour to get any thing elſe ; but I ordered the

whey ; yet I could not obſerve her pulſe in

A UST the 26th, 1729. I was called 


up about two a'clock in the morning, 
o go to a poor Woman in Weſtminſter, who 
was then in Labour: upon the burſting of 
the Membranes, and the coming away of 
the Waters, one Hand was protruded thro' 
the Os internum; and upon my coming, 
which was about an hour and a half after, 
the Arm was ſunk into the Vagina, and the 
Os internum wholly ſtopped up by the Shoul- 
der. Paſſing up my Hand — the Vagina, 
J found that Arm bent and broke by the 
Mid wife's too rudely handling it, in "= 
endeayouring perhaps to return and R 


up. At firſt I ſtrove to preſs back 2 


Shoulder, n order to return the Arm, but it 
was fo rivetted in the 'paſſage that I could 
not move it: wherefore paſſing up my Hand 
by the Arm to the Os internum, I dilated i _ 
to make room for my Hand to paſs by

fected; and preſſing forwards in ſearch of

Bor ſeven a'clock.in the morning of

blood, and that a ſlimy matter ſlipped from 
her. As the Throws grew ſtronger, I thought 
it proper to Touch her, that I might be the 


better able to judge of her condition; where- 


fore — my two Fore- fingers into the 

agina, I found the Membranes containing 
the Waters preſſed through the Os internum 
low into the Vagina, and very much ſpread. 
The Head was far advanced, and in the 
time of the Throws the Membranes were very 
much ſtretched, and tight, ſo that 1 was in 


full expectation of a ſpeedy Delivery. In a 


ſhort time, after a ſtrong Throw, the Mem- 
branes broke, and the Waters guſhed out in 
a large quantity. I then touched her again, 
and found the Os internum ſpread to the 
breadth of the palm of my Hand, and lying 
looſe before the Head; upon which I was 
encouraged to believe that a few ſtrong Pains 
would have brought the Child; but after all 
the Waters were run off, her Pains grew 
ſlack and weak, and the Head advanced 


very ſlowly: in about two or three hours 


her Pains grew ſtronger, and the Head ſunk 
lower, but was lodged upon the Os Pubis; 
wherefore I thought it adviſable to remoye 


it, and bring it from thence backwards into 


the Vagina. I paſſed up one ſide of my 
Extractor between the Os Pubis and back 
of the Head; and fixing it in the nape of

Extractor between the Orifice of the Womb 
and the Head, and at the ſame time liftin 
the Head up, and drawing it forwards, 
brought out the upper part beyond the Labia 
Pudendi, and then withdrew my Inſtrument:

the preſſure of the inſtrument, the Forehead 
was ſomewhat bruiſed, and the Skin of the 
Cheek, and that above the Eye, was a little 
excoriated, but this accident was in a few 
days removed by embrocating the parts with 
Ol. Roſarum, and 1 ordered the lower parts 
of the Woman, which were ſomewhat bruiſed 
by the great extenſion and preſſure, to be 
embrocated with Ol. Hyperici warmed, and 
a piece of fine Holland, or Cambrick, to be 
dipped in the ſame and applied to the parts;

The Funis Umbilicalis was twiſted very tight

 feyeral days before, and it had ſtopped and 


returned again ſeveral times; but on the 
above.- mentioned: morning returned with. 
great violence, and the poor Woman had, 
leveral fainting -fits. I upon my comin 

examined the Midwife, but ſhe could. not_ 
give me any clear account; and as I found © 
the Woman's pulſe very low, and the blood 
pouring away at every motion, and that ſhe- 


had no Pain, I judged the Placenta to be 


either wholly, or in part ſeparated from the 
Uterus; wherefore I gave it as my opinion.

in part ſtopping it up; this I took to be the 


Placenta: Immediately I endeayoured to 
dilate the Paſſage with the ends of all my 
Fingers, and ſtretching them the one from 
the other, made an opening large enough to 

my whole Hand into the Uterus, and 
the firſt thing I met with was the Placenta, 
which I put on one fide; and thruſting my 


Hand further, I left the Child ſwimming in 


the Waters, and the Membranes much ex- 
tended by them: Theſe: I inſtantly broke 
with the ends of my Fingers, and paſſing my 
Hand within them, firſt met with the Head

FEPTEMBER the zd I was defired to 
go to a poor Woman in King - head Court, 


Drury-Lane, who had been married abour 


fixteen years, but never proved with Child 
before. The Membranes were broke ſeverat 
hours before I came, and a ſmall quantity of 
Waters came away at that time; but they con- 
tinued dribbling, which is always a certain 
fign of a tedious Labour. 1 found, upon 
examination, the upper and back part of the 
Head ſunk low into the Vagina, lying upon 
and preſſed againſt the Os Pubis. I endea- 
voured to move it off, and bring it back- 
wards with my Fingers, but that method 
proving ineffectual, I was forced to make 
uſe of one fide of my Extractor, which IL 
paſſed up between the Os Pabis and the 
Head, and by liſting it up, and drawing it: 
backwards, in a. good. mealure I brought it 


off: 
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off the bone. I then adviſed her to make 
the moſt of her Throws (which were ſtrong, 
and came at due intervals) by bearing 
ſtrongly down; but as the Head did not in 
the leaſt advance, although ſhe had ſeveral 


ſtrong Throws, which ſhe really did make 


the moſt of, I judged that the Head muſt 
ſick ahove at the 'Temples between the 
bones of the Pelvis. I therefore paſſed up 
both parts of my Extractor, one on each 
ſide, and fixed them near the Temples, and 
when her Throws came on, I aſſiſted by 
pulling ſtrongly downwards in a Rrait line, 
and by this method I ſoon brought out the 
whole Head. The Navel-ſtring was twiſted 
about the Child's Neck, which 1 immediately 
untwiſted, by bringing it over it's Head ; 
for had it advanced in that condition, two miſ- 
fortunes might have attended, either the choak- 


ing of the Child by the Neck's being dloſe- 


ly compreſſed, or the Placenta being forcibly 
drawn down, might have been the occaſion of 
a falling down of the Uterus, or of the break- 


ing of the Funis Umbilicalis; for which reaſon 


a very particular regard ſhould always be 
had to the untwiſting it; or if that cannot 
be done, as it ſometimes happens, it ought 
to be cut, and a ligature made at each end, 
as well to keep the blood from running out of 
the Placenta, as out of the Child. But to 
return to our Caſe: I took hold of the Head

Delivery with a Flooding preceding. 


EPTEMBER the 18th, I was deſired 
to go to a Woman in Bear Zard near 
Clare Market, the Wife of a Barber. She had 
for ſome hours before laboured under a: 
Flooding and great faintings, and had ſeveral 
convulſive fits. Upon my coming I examined: 
her pulſe, which was low, and the Midwife 
told me ſhe had loſt a large quantity of 
blood, and that her Pains had been. ſtrong,, 
tough the Child did not advance. I there- 
fore paſſed up my two Fore- fingers, and 
found the Os internum, or Os Tincæ ſpread to- 
the full breadth. of the palm. of my Hand, 
with the Membranes diſtended by. the Waters, 
and preſſed againſt it; and. the .

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lying within the Uterus, with it's Head fore- 
moſt, but no part of the Placenta as yet 


ſunk down, as is cuſtomary upon Flooding, 


Upon Hu my Hand farther into the e- 
rus, I found ſome part of the P/acenta looſened, 
which was the occaſion of the Flooding : 
I therefore gave it as my opinion, that the 
only way to ſave both Mother and Child, 
was to attempt a ſpeedy Delivery: and as 
all that were preſent leſt it wholly to my 
conduct, 1immediately broke the Membranes 
by preſſing them between the ends of my 
Fingers, and then paſſing up my Hand 
within them, till I came to the Child, I 
put the Head aſide, and the firſt part I 
met with was one Arm, and afterwards 
I got hold of the other.

T 
ordered the Midwife to make a Ligature 
upon the Umbilical Veſſels, which ſhe im- 
mediately did, and divided them; yet the 
Os internam was very much contracted when 
I paſted up —_ to ferch the Placenta, 
and gave me 

of — Uterus. This is a ſtrong argument 
why the Placenta ſhould be immediately 
fetched after the Delivery of the Child; for 
both the Uterus and Os internum contract as 
ſoon as the Child is protruded. Men-midwiyes 
frequently find great difficulty in paſſing 
their Hand into the Womb, when, from the 
1gnorance of the Midwife, they are obliged 
to fetch the Placenta after the Child has been 
born ſome time, the Os internum being upon 
theſe occaſions generally very much con- 
tracted. I went the next day to fee this

N the aforeſaid day, about ſix a'clock 
in the evening, a Waterman came to 
me from Batterſea, deſiring me to go with 
him, telling me his wife was very ill: her 
Midwife had been with me about two days 
before, to conſult me about her complaint, 
which was a Flooding : ſhe had laboured 
under it for three or four weeks paſt, and, 
as I remember, ſhe was about ſeven months 
gone with Child. When the Midwife came 
to me, I told her, that if a Flooding con- 
tinued, there would be a neceſlity of de- 
. livering her, for otherwiſe amitteret cum 
ſanguine vitam; by the loſs of blood ſhe 
would loſe her life. I then ordered her an 
aſtringent mixture, and a quieting aſtringent 
draught, to be repeated for two or three 
nights; and that if my Preſcription did not 
anſwer, and the Flooding returned with any 
violence, I deſired ſhe would give me earl 
notice, becauſe in thoſe caſes the Placenta is 
in part, if not wholly ſeparated from the 
Uterus, and ſo long as the Urerus is kept 
| Dd 2 diſtended 
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diſtended by either that or the Fetus, or 
both retained in it, blood will be poured out 
of the mouths of the Veſſels before inoſ- 
eulated into the Placenta. I found the poor 
Woman very faint and weak, her pulfe low, 
and her blood continually draining away; 
wherefore I gave it as my opinion, that the 
only remaining remedy to ſave her life was 
immediately to deliver her: and as all that 
were preſent concurred with my ſentiments, 
I immediately went to work; and paſſing up 
my Hand. into the Vagina, found the Os in- 
ternum dilated to about the breadth of a 
Shilling: I therefore endeavoured to dilate: 
it by putting in, firſt two Fingers, and 
ſpreading them, afterwards three, and ſo on, 
till L was able to introduce my whole Hand, 

where I found the Membranes broke, the 
Waters run off, and the parts of the Fxtus 
huddled up together: The firſt part that 1 
met with was the Head, and then one Arm, 
and afterwards the other. I paſſed them all 
by, and at length 1 met with one Foot, 

which I drew towards me, and brought it. 
into the Vaginu. As the Child was very ſmall, 
and the Woman had been delivered of 
feveral Children before, at their full time 
and growth, I was the leſs ſollicitous what 
became of the other Foot ; but taking hold: 
of that already brought out, with a ſoft cloth, 

I very readily and eaſily drew it out beyond 
the Hips, and ſo on, till I had extricated the 


whole Fætus. The Placenta readily fol-

the Uterus, This Child was born alive, and

A Delivery of Twins, the firſt ſticking. 
at the. Head which was protruded 
into the Vagina, and could paſs no 
farther, and the ſecond was delivered.

FE? TEMBER the 19th, 1729. A Car- 
penter near the Seven Dials came to me 
about ſeven a' clock in the evening, and de- 
ſired me to go along with him to his wife, 
who, as he told me, had been in Labour 
about thirty -ix hours. When I came there, 
I found, upon examination, that the upper 
and hinder part of the Child's Head was 
funk very low in the Vagina, lying preſt 
upon and over the Os Pabis, which prevented 
it's advancing further; wherefore I im- 
mediately paſſed one ſide of my ExtraGor- 
between the Qs Pubis and the Head of the

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| Child, and by lifting it gently upwards, and 


drawing it at the ſame time backwards to- 
wards the ReZum, I brought it off the ſaid

Pain very much preſſed againſt the Rectum 


and Perinzum, I was afraid of a rupture of 
the latter : I therefore paſſed one ſide of my 
Extractor in the interim of her Throws be- 
tween the Perinzum and the Head of the 
Child, and when her Pains came, I gently 

reſſed againſt the fore part of the Child's 
Head, and lifted it upwards, and at the ſame 
time brought it more forwards into the Paſ- 
ſage and between the Labia Pudendi, and in 
two or three Pains I got the whole Head 
beyond them ; then taking hold on each ſide 
of the Head, by gently. pulling, the Shoul- 
ders and the reſt of the Body readily fol- 
lowed.

Water in them. I broke the Membranes

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within them, took hold of one Foot, which 
I drew out; and as the Paſſage was ve 


much dilated by the Birth of the firſt Child, 
I readily and eaſily found the other Foot, 


which I alſo brought down, and joining them 


together, I wrapped a warm and foft cloth 
about both the Feet, and drew the Child out 


beyond the Hips; and then taking hold. 
above them, ſoon extricated the reft of the 


Body. I ordered the Midwife to make a 
Ligature about this Navel-ſtring, and taking 
hold of both the Strings, I endeavoured by 
gently pulling them to bring out the Bur- 
thens, which were entirely ſeparate ; but as 
I found they adhered to the Urerus, I ſeparated 
them with the ends of my Fingers, and 
brought them away one after the other.

were brought out both alive. I made no 
difficulty of pafling up my Hand into the 
Uterus, and fetching the laſt Child by the 
Feet; becauſe as the Os iuternum and Vagina 
were much dilated by the protruſion of the 
firſt Child, which was large and luſty, there 


was a free and eaſy paflage for the ſecond, 
which was but ſmall. 


WHEN the Child lays high up in the 


Uterus, the Head being no ways protruded.

CTOBER the Sth, 1729. I was called 
upon by Mr. B—- a Printer, to go to 
his Wife, who had been in Labour about 
twenty-four hours before I came : a ſmall 
uantity of Waters had come away and con- 
tinued dribbling at that time npon every 
Throw, and of conſequence her Throws 
were weak, for they are never ſtrong ſo l 
as the Water continues dribbling, but always 
grow ſtronger when that ſtops, and then the 
Labour- generally comes forward. Upon 
examination I found the upper and hinder 
part of the Head ſunk low into the Vagina, 
almoſt to the Labia Pudendi, and clofely 
preſſed upon and over the Os Pubis, the fore- 


part 
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part lying looſe above, and not preſſed back- 
wards againſt the ReFum : this gave me 
hopes if her Throws grew ſtronger, which 
I hed good reaſon to expect ſince the drib- 
bling water was ſtopped, that Nature would 
have performed the work without the help 
of Art : I therefore recommended patience ; 
and as ſhe had good ſpirits and a full pulſe, 
only ordered ſome wine as a proper Cordial 
to keep up her ſpirits. Her husband and 
others were deſirous I ſhould ſtay and attend 
the iſſue of it; which I readily ſubmitted 
to. In about half. an hour I examined her 
again, and found the back part of the Head 
adyanced ſomewhat lower, but the fore part 
remained as before; her pulſe was good, 
and the Head not cloſely preſſed between 
the bones: wherefore I was of opinion that 
a longer delay would neither endanger the 
life of the Mother, or Child. About eleven 
a'clock I again Touched, and found the 
Head as before, only the fore and upper 
part preſſed more backwards, and the back 
part funk ſomewhat lower between the Za- 
bia Pudend; ; but as her Throws were weak, 
and long interyals between them, I was now 
much afraid for the Child's Life, eſpecially 
as it had lain ſo long in the Paſſage. I 
now thought it highly adviſeable to haſten 
the Delivery, being ſatisfied the method I 
ſhould purſue would neither prejudice the 
Mother, or endanger the Child ; and there- 
fore paſſing one fide of my Extractor be-

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tween the O anduhe back part of tfie 
Child's Heal, lying upon it, I entleavoured 
by lifting the Heatcoff, and bringing it haok- 
wards and downwards, to extricute it out of 
it's ſtreights; which with the aſſiſtance of a 


few Throws I ſoon effected, and brought 


out good part af the Head beyond the Lahia 
Pudendi. I then laid aſide my Inſtrument, 
and with my Hands onky, aſter two or three 
"Throws, brought out the whole Head; and 
taking freſh hold about the Temples, drew 
out the Shoulders and the reſt of the Body. 
JLordered the Midwife to make a Ligature 
upon the Funis Umbiliculis, and at the fame 


| time taking hold of it above with one Hand, 


I paſſed up my other by it to the Os inter- 
num, which was very much contracted, 
although I paſſed up my Hand to quick 
afier the protruſion of the Child. 


I MENTION this to ſhew how foon both 
the Os internum and Uterus,'generally fpeak- 
ing, contract, after the Infant is born; and 
as a caution, not to make any delay in 
paſſing up your Hand, which at that time 
is done with little or no pain to the Woman, 
the parts being ſo much dilated by the Birth. 
By following this direction yon will eaſily 
diſcover whether the Placenta adheres, and 


jf it does, more readily ſeparate, and bring 


it away. The Placenta is a broad, flat Body, 

and is often ſtopped at the Mouth of the 

Womb (contracted by delay), altho' wholly 
ſeparated: 
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ſeparated from the Uterus. This Caſe 1 
have very: often met with, when: ſent for: to 

fetch a Burden left by the Midwife after the 
Birth of a Child; and ſometimes the conſe- 
quence of it's being left has been very un- 


happy, even the death of the Woman; for 
as the Uterus is kept diſtended by the Pla- 


centa retained. in, but. ſeparated from it, it 
is continually endeavouring to disburden it 


ſelf of that then uſeleſs body; by which 
efforts large quantities of blood are poured 
from the Womb by the Months of tha Veſſels 
before inoſculated into the Placenta adhering 
ta the Uterus; and from this Flooding, as L 


ſaid before, ſometimes death enſues : on the 


contrary, as ſoon as the Womb is diſcharged 
either off the Placenta, or any other extra- 
neous body contained within it, it im- 


mediately corrugates and contracts, by which 
the Mouths: of the Veſſels are ſtopped: By 
paſſing up the Hand aſter the Birth of the 
Child, you readily know whether there is 
another or more Children in the Irerus; for 


want of which knowledge Midwives have 
ſometimes erred ; by pulling the Navel- 
ſtring they have endeavoured to bring away 
the Placenta, although another Child re- 


mained in the Womb, which ſhonld: never 
be done, unlefs- the Placenta of the firſt 


ſhould be wholly ſeparated and found ſtop- 


ping up tlie Paſſage ; and in this caſe it is 
always to be done, to make way for the Birth 


of the other Child or Children.

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CASE LXXXVIIE 
A Delivery with a Flooding preceding. 


0, ER the zoth, 1729. I was ſent 


for to a Woman in Vater. Lane near 


Arundel - ſireet, the Wife of a Carpenter.. 


She was about nine months gone with Child, 
was ſeized about five or fax hours before L 
came with a violent Flooding, and had loſt 
a large quantity of blood. I inquired of the: 
Midwife, whether ſhe had Touched her; 
and if fo, whether ſhe found the Os internum 
open: She told me, ſhe had not Touched: 
her. I therefore immediately paſſed up the: 
two. Fore-fingers of one Hand, and found, 
the Os. internum turned towards the Back-. 
bone, and opened to the breadth. of a half 
Crown.

Lane, whoſe Child had been born ſome time 
before, The Midwife, in pulling the String 
too rudely to fetch the Placenta, had ſe- 
parated the String from it ; and the Placenta 
remaining in the Uterus, was the occaſion of 
my being ſent for. I immediately upon my 
coming paſſed up my Hand into the 7 5 
and found the Os internum very much cloſed 
and contracted, ſo that I could not readily 
paſs my Hand beyond it into the Uzerus, 
which I likewiſe found ſo collapſed and 
contracted, that when I had got in my 


Hand, I could not readily move it. I en- 


deayoured to take hold of it with my Fin- 


gers, but it tore, as T pulled it towards me. 
I examined all round it with my Fingers, to 
find where it adhered, in order to ſeparate 


it, but I could not bring it away, only by 


piece-meal, and was at length forced to 


leaye 
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leave ſome remnants : it adhered fo cloſely 
to the bottom of the Womb, that had I en- 
deavoured to bring thoſe remains away, I 
might very eaſily have hurt or tore the 
Womb with the ends of my Fingers; ſo 

that I thought it more adviſeable to leave it 
to Nature; the remains generally coming away 
in the time of Purgations, or when the 
Woman endeayours to make Water, or go 
to Stool ; yet nothing ought to be left in 
the Uteras, if it can poſſibly be avoided, 
becauſe evil conſequences may enſue: but 
on the other ſide, by moving the Hand too 
rudely in the Womb, there often ariſes In- 
flammation and Gangrene, and ſometimes 
the Woman dies. 


THis is One among the many miſ- 
fortunes that attend a Man-midwife, when 
he is ſent for too late, proceeding from the. 

Negligence, Supineneſs, Ignorance, or Self- 


_ ſufficiency of the Midwife; which laſt pre- 


vails in moſt of them, and is yery often 
the occaſion of the loſs either of the Mo- 


ther, or Child, or ſometimes both; which 


might have been prevented, had a proper. 
perſon been ſent for in time. | 
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CASE XCIII. 
A Delivery in Which the Child pre- 
ſented with the Buttocks. 


VE MBER the 15th, 1729. A man 
came to me a little before twelve a'clock 
at night, and deſired me to go to his Wife in 
Diſtaff=Lane, over againſt Cordwainers-Hall. 
Upon my coming there, the Midwife told 
me, that before the Membranes broke, the 
Child lay ſo high that ſhe could not feel 
any part of it; but ſoon after their breaking 
and the coming away of the Waters, the 
Buttocks, as ſhe thought, preſented, which 
occafioned her ſending for me. I thereupon 
immediately paſſed up the two Fore-fingers 
of my left Hand into the Vagina; but as the 
Child lay very high, I could only touch it 
with the ends of them, and could not ſo 
readily diſtinguiſh what part preſented; 
wherefore I paſſed up my whole Hand into 
the Vagina (which may generally be done 
without any great pain to the Woman, when 
the parts have been before diſtended by La- 
bours) , and there found, as the Midwife 


had before informed me, the Buttocks pre- 


ſenting, 
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ſenting, and protruded beyond the Os inter- 
num, which was much dilated ; but the 
Woman's Throws were ſhort, and ſhe could 
not aſſiſt as ſhe ought, becauſe ſhe labour'd 
under an Aſthma and ſhortneſs of breath ; 


nor could ſhe bear down ſo long as ſhe - 


ought to have done; ſo that I was afraid 
the Child could not be protruded in the 
poſture it preſented, and that if it lay long 
in that condition, it would certainly die. I 
thought it. adviſable ( having endeayoured 
to promote the protruſion of the Child with- 
out any effect, by dilating the parts with my 
Hand when her Throws came upon her) to 
endeayour to alter the poſture, and bring 
down the Feet; for by this method the parts 
would not be ſo much extended as if it 
advanced double: I therefore paſſed the flat 
of my Hand againſt the Child's Buttocks, 
and returned them ſomewhat upwards from 
the parts where they were before engaged, 
and had now more room to move my Hand 
and reach down one of the Feet; and taking 


hold of the Ankle, I brought that Foot and 


Leg beyond the Os internum into the Yagina, 
and fo on, without the Labia Pudendi and 
as the other Leg and Thigh were bent up- 
wards towards the Infant's Belly, I was the 
leſs ſollicitous about bringing That down, 
well knowing that the Hips will paſs by 
pulling at one Leg, eſpecially when tis not 
the firſt time of a Woman's Delivery. I 
therefore took hold of the Leg brought down 

| Gg with 
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with a ſoft cloth, and pulled gently towards 


me, at the ſame time adviſing the Woman 


to aſſiſt by bearing ſtrongly down; by this 
method the Hips gradually came forwards ; 
and when I had brought them beyond the 
Labia Pudendi, I ſoon extricated the other 
Leg: but as the Child had not alter'd it's 
natural poſture whilſt in the Womb ſ the 
Head having not fell down, which is cuſto- 
mary ſome time before the Birth) but was 
only ſunk down with it's Face towards the 
Os Pubis, and it's Toes turned upwards, I 
endeavoured, as I brought it forwards, to 
turn the Face towards the Anus of the Mo- 
ther; and by putting one Hand as high as 
I could towards the Breaſt, and the other to 
the Back, as I pulled, I turned the Face to 
the Anus. I was now in hopes I had ſur- 


mounted my greateſt difficulty; but as I 


drew it forward towards the- Shoulders, I 
found it ſtuck above; wherefore I adviſed 
the Woman to aſſiſt me by bearing ſtrongly 
down, whilſt- I endeavoured to deliver her. 
The Child advanced very flowly, and the 
Shoulders being very large, I could not 
readily bring them down, neither could I 
paſs my Fingers above them to aſſiſt, becauſe 
the Parts by their largeneſs were kept upon 
full ftretch ; however at length I brought 
them out; and then taking hold with one 
Hand behind above them ( the other being 
put to the Breaſt) J brought out the Head. 
The Child was born alive, but died __ 

alter: 
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after : it's Death, as I judged, proceeded 
partly from the ſtreightneſs of the Paſſage 
(this Woman was very fat, by which the 
Vagina was very much ſtopped up) and 
partly from the largeneſs of the Shoulders 


and Head of the Child, ſo that it could not 


be brought out without difficulty.

OVEMBER the 16th, 1729. A Perſon 


morning, defiring me to go to a Barber's in 
Eſfſex-ſ/iret, to a Woman in Labour. I 
found her upon my coming there, lying in 
a ſtrong Conyulſion-fit, and the Midwife 
told me that ſhe had had ſeveral before, and 
been ſtupid and ſenſeleſs for ſome time. I 
farther inquired of her how the Child pre- 
ſented, and if the Membranes were broke, 
and the Waters run off; but as ſhe gave an 
imperfect account, I was the more deſirous 
of ſatisfying. my ſelf, and- therefore paſſed 
up the two Fore-fingers of one Hand, and 
found the Head of the Child ſunk low into 

Gg 2 the 
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the Vagina, and the Os internum preſſed down 
with it, which was not dilated to the breadth 


of a Crown piece. As the Head was lodged 
in the bending of the Os Coceygis, it was fo 


engaged there that it not could be moved 
forwards ; neither could it make any preſſure 
upon the Os internum, which was unhappily 
carried down before it : her fits returning at 
every Throw, the poor Woman was ſo ſtupid 
and ſenſeleſs, that inſtead of aſſiſting by 
bearing down, ſhe contracted her ſelf, and 
drew the Child upwards. At firft I endea- 
voured to enlarge the opening of the Os 
internum, by paſling up the ends of my Fin- 
gers between it and the Child's Head, and by 
gently moving and ſpreading them I fo far 
dilated the Os internum, that I was able to 
return the Head backwards, and to paſs my 
Hand all round it, it being ſunk down beyond 
the bending in the Os ſacrum : the Body of 
the Child was preſſed forwards to the Navel; 
I therefore endeavoured to return the Head 
by preſling it backwards, that I might be 


able to turn the Child, and bring it by the 


Feet; but all my attempts were ineffectual, 
for it was now ſunk ſo low, I could no way 
move it backwards; bcſides, I could not ke 

the Woman in any poſture fit to aſſiſt her 
in, ſhe being ſo very reſtleſs, and flinging 
herſelf from one ſide to the other ; where- 
fore as I could not ſo far remove the Head 


as to come at the Feet, I attempted to bring 


it forwards in the poſture it preſented, and ſo _ 
| paſſed 
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paſſed up my Extractor on each fide, and 


after ſeveral eſſays fixed it about the Tem- 
ples and behind the Ears. Although a good 


many perſons held this Woman, yet could 


ſhe not be kept in any fit poſture, till at 
laſt, turning herſelf upon her Belly and 
Knees, I ſoon extricated the Head: in that 
poſture no parts are preſſed, and will more 
readily give way; the Body and other parts 
eaſily followed. I had judged from the pre- 


ceding difficulty that the Child muſt be dead, 


but was ſoon agreeably convinced of the 
contrary, by it's moving and crying out 
briskly. The Placenta I brought as uſual, 
only that as it ſtuck to the Fundus Uterz, I 
was obliged to ſeparate it with the ends of 
my Fingers: no flooding ſucceeded, and her 
convulſive fits left her, but ſhe continued 
ſtupid and ſenſeleſs. I order'd her after her

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I CALLED about three hours after, and 
found her ſomewhat better; as alſo in the 
evening, when ſhe ſeemed more ſenſible, but 
her Tongue was much ſwelled by her biting 
it in her fits, which occaſioned ſome diffi- 
culty in her ſwallowing : I then ordered her 
Medicines to be continued. The ignorance 
of the Mid wife in not knowing how to keep 
up the Womb from being forced before the 
Head ſo low into the Vagina, was what added 
ſo much to my difficulty in delivering this 
Woman; which might have been in ſome 


meaſure prevented, had I come before the 


Head had ſunk ſo low; becauſe then I might 
eaſily have put it back, and brought the 
Child by the Feet.

CASE XCV. 


Delivery where the Face preſented 
| | firſt. 


OVEMBER the 17th, 1729. A Perſon 
that keeps a Coffee-houſe the Corner of 
Lincoln's-Inn- Fields came to me about five 


a'clock in the Evening, deſiring me to 1 * 
is 


* 
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his Wife, who, he ſaid, had been ſome time 
in Labour, I met, when I came there, one 
Mrs. Harriſon, a Midwife of good character 
and underſtanding ; ſhe told me that the 
Child preſented with the Face foremoſt : I 
thereupon examined, and found it as ſhe 
repreſented; and as it was ſunk low and 
engaged between the bones of the Pelvis, I 
could not without bruiſing and hurting fome 
parts of the Face, remove it, otherwiſe I 
would have done it, .in order to haye hrought 
down the upper part of the Head, or to have 
turned the Child, and brought it by the 
Feet. I therefore encouraged the Woman, 
and recommended patience, adviſing her to 
make the beſt of her Throws whenever they 
came on, by retaining her breath, and 


bearing ſtrongly down, whilſt I at the ſame 
time aſſiſted with my Hand by dilating the 


Paſſage, taking care not to hurt the Child's 
Face with my Fingers. By this method I 
found the Face come forward at every Throw, 
and in about half an hour I brought out the 
whole Head; but it ſtuck at the Shoulders, 
fo that I was forced to clap one Hand under 
the Chin, and the other behind in the Nape 


of the Neck, and then pulling boldly but 
cantionſly forwards, I ſoon brought out the 


Shoulders, and the other parts readily fol- 
lowed. It proved a very luſty and lively 
Girl, I ordered the Midwife to make a Li- 
gature upon the Funis Umbilicalis, whilſt I 
at the ſame time took hold of it above with 
3 | one 
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one Hand, and paſſed up the other to the 
Os internum, which I found very much con- 
tracted, although it was ſo ſoon after the 
protruſion of the Child. This ſhould be a 
Caution to perſons prattiſing Midwifry, not 
to be too dilatory in bringing away the 
Placenta; for by doing it early, they would 
often ſaye much trouble to themſelves, and 
in to the Woman. I had ſome Trouble 
in paſſing my Hand through the Os inter- 
num, which lay high, into the Uterus - 1 
found the Placenta cloſely adhering to the 
bottom of the Womb, ſo that I was forced 
to ſeparate it with my Fingers; which done, 
by gently pulling the String with my Hand 
that was without, the Placenta fell upon my 
other Hand that was within the Uterus, and 
then I readily and ſoon brought it out. 


CASE XCVI. 


A Delivery where the Funis Umbi- 
licalis was protruded before the Head. 


n the 25th, 1729. I went 
to viſit one Mrs. E—6b, who, according 
to her account, wanted near a Month of her 
full time. She had for ſome time — 
| under 
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under a large rupture at her Navel, for 
which I had ordered her a Truſs; but as ſhe 
grew big and drew nearer her Reckoning, it 
could not be kept ſo cloſe as it ought to 
have been. She had likewiſe for ſome time 
laboured under a Cholick, Nauſea, and great 
pain in her Belly, for which 1 had ordered 
her ſeveral Medicines; but calling upon her 
the morning aboye-mentioned, as I had done 
ſeveral times before, I then found her nnder 
true Labour - Pains. I asked her Midwife, 
whom I found with her, if ſhe had Touched 
her; ſhe anſwer'd in the affirmative, and 
that the Os internum was ſomewhat open,, 
and the Membranes were preſſed outwards 
by the Waters, but that ſhe could not feel 
any part of the Child ; wherefore I Touched, 
and found the Head preſenting, but lying 
high. I ordered a Cliſter to empty the Re- 
Hum and make more room, and a Cordial, 
and then J left her, but called again about 
two of the Clock, when 1 touched her again, 
and found the Os internum more expanded, 
the Membranes with the Waters more ex- 
tended, and the Head ſunk lower. I then 
adviſed patience, and that ſhe ſhould not 
labour too much when her Throws came 
on, for fear ſhe ſhould by bearing too ſtrongly 
down, encreaſe her Rupture, and to keep 
her Hand flat upon the Navel whenever her 
Throws came on. Between five and fix 
her husband came to me again, deſiring me 
to 85 immediately with him; when J came, 
3 being 
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being informed that the Membranes were 
broke, and a large quantity of Water run off, I 
touched her again, and found the inner Ori- 
fice looſe, and ſpread ſo wide as readily to 
admit my whole Hand: but the Head ſtill 
lying ſo high, that it did not preſs againſt 
it, I thereupon paſſed up my whole Hand 
into the Yagina, and finding the Head lay 


looſe, and no ways engaged between ' the 


Bones of the Pelvis, I had reaſon to believe 
that the Child was ftopped above by the 
broadneſs of the Shoulders; I now adviſed 
her to preſs down when-ever her 'Throws 
came on, at the ſame time ordering a perſon 
to keep a flat Hand preſſed againſt the Na- 
vel, whilſt I at every Pain preſſed, with the 
back of my Hand, againſt the Os Coccygis, 
and lower part of the Qs Sacrum, in order 
to make more way, and dilate the Paſſage : 
I foynd the Face of the Child -more inclined 
to the Os Ilium than the Sacrum, but it 
ſtuck ſo above that I could not turn it more 
backwards, wherefore I was forced to let it 
advance in the Poſture it preſented, which 
it did very ſlowly, but at length the Head 
funk ſo low that the fore part lay over and 
preſſed againft the Os Pabis, and there 
ſtuck, and could not by the force of Pains 
be brought backwards towards the | ReFum. 
I therefore paſſed up one fide of my Ex- 
tractor between the Head of the Child and 


O Pubis of the Mother, and fixed it's extre- 


mity near one of the Temples, and by 
3 | | gently 
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gently lifeing it off the bone, and drawing 
a 


ckwards, the Woman at the ſame time 
bearing ſtrongly down when her Pains came 
on, I brought the hinder part of the Head 
more backward into the Vagina, and quite 
off from the Os Pubis, and then the Crown 
grad ually advanced to the Lahia Pudendi, 
that by the aſſiſtance of a few Pains I 
brought out the whole Head. I was then 
in hopes I had ſurmounted my greateſt Ob- 
ftacle, wherefore, taking hold with one 
Hand under the Chin, and with the other 
behind at the Occipus, I pulled boldly to- 
wards me, in hopes that the Shoulders, and 
the reſt of the Body, would have readily 
followed ; but, to my ſurprize, I found it 
ſtopped above at the Shoulders, which ſtuck 
between the Os Pubis and the convex part of 
the Os Sacrum; however I got the fore Fin- 
ers of one Hand under the Arm-pit, and 
rought the Shoulder forwards, and at the 
ſame time pulling at the Head with my other 
Hand, I with ſome difficulty extrieated the 
Shoulders, and the reſt of the Body readily 
followed. I then fetched the Platenta as 
uſual, which came away very eaſily. This 
Child was born dead, which I judge pro- 
ceeded from it's being ſo compreſſed at the 
Shoulders and Neck, about which, as I ſhould 
have before obſerved, the Navel-ftring was 
twiſted, but not ſo tight as to ſtrangle the 
Child, for I eaſily and readily diſengaged 
and brought it oyer the Head ; ſo that the 
H h 2 death 
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death of the Child proceeded from the com- 
preſſure between the bones of the Pelvis. 1 
ſhould likewiſe have taken notice before, 
that at my laſt coming, as ſoon as the Mem- 
branes were broke, the Funis Umbilicalis had 

ſlipt out, and lay doubled in the Vagina; 
but as I came early, I very readily and eaſily 
returned it, and with my Hand paſſed up, 
put it back ſo far, that it was never after 
thruſt down again; for I never felt it again 
till the Head was protruded. This ſhews 
the advantage the Operator has by being 
either preſent at, or coming ſoon after the 
Membranes are broke, and before the Wa- 
ters are wholly diſcharged, after which, the 
Womb collapſes, and the parts are fo corru- 
gated that one cannot paſs the Hand with- 
out difficulty, Obſerving the bigneſs of the 
Shoulders, my curiofity induced me to mea- 
ſure them; it meaſured eighteen Inches over 

the Breaſt in circumference, and was, 1 
think, the largeſt Child I ever met with; 
and the Placenta was much larger than.

Footling, the other with the Head 


foremoſt. 


DECEMBER the 4th, 1729., I was 
deſired, about ten a'Clock at night, to 
go to a Woman in Hych-Street, who, as I 
was informed, had been ſome time in La- 
bour, and this was the firſt time : When I 
came the Midwife told me, that, as ſhe 
judged, ſhe found either a Hand or a Foot 
(being uncertain which) to preſent over the 
Head, and that the*Membranes were not-yet 
broke. I therefore immediately paſſed up 
my two Fore-fingers, but as the. Child lay 
high, I could not readily. diſtinguiſh with 
the ends of my Fingers what part preſented; 
and therefore paſſed up my whole Hand and 
found the Head: lying high within the inner 
Orifice,. and the Palm of the Hand lying flat 
upon it: As the Membranes were not broke, 
and her Pains ſtrong, they were preſſed for- 
wards and much extended at every Throw, 
- Which inclined me to wait the breaking of 
the Membranes, and coming away of the 
Wa- 
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Waters; ſo that I contented myſelf with 
only dilating the inner Orifice, with the ends 
of my Fingers, that I might the more eaſily 
and readily paſs my Hand if I thought it 
neceſſary; and to make a more free and 
open Paſſage, in caſe it came forward in the 
poſture it preſented. I ſhould have obſerved 
that this Head lay very forward over the Os 
Pubis, I now found that ſomething advanced 
backwards at every Throw, towards the Os 
Sacrum, and at length found it to be a Foot, 
which I immediately, upon the breaking of 
the Waters, brought out, and paſſing up my 
Hand found the other, which I alfo drew 
forwards, and join'd them together; from 
hence 'I concluded that there muſt be two 
Children, ' becauſe tis ſcarcely poſſible for 
one to be ſo bent as to preſent with the Head, 
one Hand and both Feet. I therefore took 
hold of the Feet already brought out with a 
warm and foft Cloth, and drew gently to- 
wards me, adviſing the Woman to bear down 
ſtrongly at the ſame time; by this Method 
the Body readily followed, but the Head 
ſack a little above, ſo that to make more way I 
ht down the Arms, and then taking hold 
as uſual, I drew the Head down to the Labia 
Pudendi, where it again ſtopp'd ; but I ſoon 
extricated it out of that Snare, by dilating 
the Labia; and putting my Finger into the 
Mouth, I preſſed upon the lower Jaw, and 
brought out the Head. I then ordered the 
Mid wife to make a Ligature upon the Funrs 
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Umbilicalis, whilſt I at the ſame time paſſed 
up my Hand to the Os Hternum, where, 
agreeable to my former conjecture, I found 


another Head preſenting, and encloſed in 


the Membranes : Wherefore I ordered the 
Midwife to make another Ligature about two 
inches aboye the firſt, and to cut the String 
between them, becauſe if a Ligature is not 
made above the diviſion, the blood will be 
continually pouring out; for as it is con- 
ſtantly brought from the Veſſels of the Lte- 
rus to the Placenta, fo by the Funai Umbili- 
calis it is carried on to the Fetus, and unleſs a 
Ligature, is made the blood will paſs through 
the Funis, and cauſe the death of the Woman, 
which I have ſeveral times ſeen, thro' either 
the careleſneſs or ignorance of the Midwife. 


But to return, when I found the Head of the 


fecond Child prefenting and coming 

and the Woman's Throws forcing, | was wil- 
ling to wait, as believing that Nature would do 
it's work, which ſucceeded to my wiſh, for I 
found it adyance at every Throw, and in a 
ſhort time I was able to take hold of the 
Head, which I drew out; it came incloſed 
in the Membranes, and there was little or 
no Water in them: I immediately tore the 
Membranes and took out the Child, but it 
vas dead, and from its fetidneſs and it's being 


waſted, I judged it had been ſo for ſome time; 


the firſt Child was likewiſe dead, but to all 
appearance had not been fo long dead as the 
Child laſt delivered: The Woman told me 

2 ihe 
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ſhe had not felt any motion for a fortnight 
before; I fetch'd the Burthens as uſual, 
which 1 found to adhere to each other. It 
may at firſt view afford matter of ſpecula- 
tion, how the firſt Child ſhould advance and 
be ſo readily brought out, the Head of the 
other in ſome meaſure obſtructing the Paſ- 
ſage; but the Head was not ſunk ſo low as 
wholly to ſtop up the ſpace between the Os 
Sacrum and Pubis, beſides it lay very for- 
ward and over the O, Pubs, 10 
was a Space left backwards towards the Os 
Sacrum, through which (the Woman more- 
over had the Advantage of a large Pebis) 


the firſt Child found a Paffage, beſides it was 
but a ſmall Child.

ECEMBER the 24th, 1729. I was 
ſcat for in the Evening to a poor Wo- 
man in Hungerford Market, the Membranes 
were broke in the Morning, and the Waters 
run off; the Os Internum was dilated wide 
enough 


o that there

en to admit the ready paſſing of the 
Hand, and the Head of the Child lay looſe 


in it; but her Throws were ſo weak, that 


they could not force the Child forwards. At 
firſt I ordered her ſome warm Wine, and at 
the fame time bid her, as often as her Pains 
ſeized her, to endeayour to enereaſe them by 


bolding her Breath, and bearing ftirongly 


down; but. as ſhe was very timorous, ſhe 
would not purſue my directions; on the con- 
trary ſhe kept her Pains back, by drawing 
in her breath: I waited for ſome time; but 
could not find the Child in the leaft to ad- 
vance. I then paſſed my whole Hand into 
the Vagina, and ſo on into the inner Oriflce, 
where 1 found the whole Head lying diſen- 
gaged fromthe bones of the Pelvis, but ſome- 
what too forward over the Os Pubis.' Lendea- 
youred to make her 'Throws ſtronger, by 


moving my Hand, and endeavouring to bring 


the Head forwards ; but finding all my at- 
tempts ineffectual, I at length thought it ad- 
viſable to turn the Child, and bring it away 


by the Feet; for as the Head lay looſe and 


no ways engaged between the bones, I could 
readily move it backwards; and ſo paſſing 
my Hand beyond it, I firſt met with an 
Arm, and next the Funis Umbilicalis: after 
which I met with a Knee; and bending my

APRIL the 8th, 1730. one Mrs. Good- 


ing, a Midwife, came to me about eight 
o'clock in the morning, and defired me to 
go with her to the Wife of a Carrier, who 
had been ſix or ſeven days before ſeized on 
a ſudden with a violent Flooding, but by 
the Uſe of ſome Remedies it was ſtopp'd for 
the preſent, which encouraged her to ven- 
ture to travel in the Waggon with her Huſ- 
band; ſhe was about ſeven Months gone 
with Child, and was again ſeized about two 
or three of the Clock in the morning, and 
had loſt a very large quantity of blood; ſo 
that when I came, I found her extreamly low 
and weak; I could not diſcern either pulſa- 
tion or vibration in the Arteries ; ſhe had no 
ſenſe or motion, and a. general coldneſs all 
over her body, with clammy cold ſweats, ſo 
that every thing threatned her diſſolution : 
but as ſhe ſtill breath'd. (which was the only 
remaining ſign of life) I was of opinion that 
an immediate Delivery.ought to be attempted, 
for certain Death muſt haye been the conſe- 
| quence, 
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quence, had it been deferr'd any longer, and 
certainly, in ſuch deplorable Caſes, a doubt- 


ful attempt is better than none, eſpecially as 


we haye often found perſons that have reco- 
vered, and that were Hatch -d out of the Jaws 
of a ſeeming approaching Death, by a ſpeedy 
Delivery. I therefore gave my Opinion to 
her Husband and others preſent, that ſhe 
ſhould be inſtantly delivered, whereupon 
the whole conduct was left to me: I there- 
fore immediately paſſed up my Hand into 
the Vagina to the Os internum, which I found 
dilated wide enough to admit the ends of my 
Fingers, ,which I paſſed into it, and by 
moving and ftretching them one from the 
other, endeayoured to dilate it wide enough 
to paſs in my whole Hand, which, by this 
Method, I ſoon effected: The firſt thing 1 
met with was the Placenta, which, upon my 
firſt paſſing my Hand, I found partly pro- 
truded out beyond the opening of the Os in- 
ternum ; this I put aſide with my Fingers, 
and paſſing my Hand farther into the Ute- 
rus, I met with the Membranes extended with 
the Waters, and the Child floating in them; 
I broke the Membranes, and paſſing my 
Hand at the ſame inſtant within them, I ſoon 
met with the Child's Feet, both which I 
- brought out, and the Body readily followed, 
but the Head ſtuck above, being ſtopp'd by 
the Os internum, which was then not enough 
"dilated to let it paſs through; I was forced 
to thruſt up the ends of my Fingers between

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CASE CXXL. 
A Flooding. 


PRIL the ayth, 1730. I was ſent for 
near to the Faulcon in Southwark, to a 
very poor Woman afflicted with a Flooding, 
as in the former Caſe; ſhe was reduced very 
low, having loſt a large quantity of blood 
before I came that morning ; ſhe had little 
or no pain, and was very near her Reckon- 
ing, and there had been a draining for ſome 
days before: I therefore gave it as my opi- 
nion, that her Delivery ought: not to be de- 
ferr'd, and as. both herſelf and Husband left 
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it wholly to my Judgment, I immediately 
paſſed up two Fore-fingers into the Yagina, 
which I found choak'd up with a large quan- 
tity of coagulated blood; this I removed, 
and then paſſing my Hand farther to the Os 
internum, I found it opened wide enough to 
admit the ends of four Fingers, and part of 
the Placenta lay oppoſite to the opening : I 
therefore endeavoured to dilate the Os Tince 
with the ends of my Fingers, ſtretching them 
wide from one another, by which Method I 
ſoon made way to paſs my whole Hand into 
the Uterus, where I firſt met with the Pla- 
centa ſeparated from the Uterus ; this I put 
aſide with my Fingers, and then found the 
Child floating in the Waters, and the Mem- 
branes whole, theſe I broke by preſſing them 
between my Fingers, and at the ſame inſtant 
thruſt my Hand forwards into the opening 
between them and the Child, and as the Wa- 
ters were not run off before, I readily met 
with the Feet, which I drew towards me, 
and brought them out beyond the Labia Pu- 
dendi, and wrapping a ſoft Cloth about them, 
I took hold, and drew it out to the Hips, 
and fo on to the Shoulders; but as it ſtuck 
above at the Shoulders, and the Os Sacrum 
of the Mother being bent very much inwards, 
by which the Paſſage was much ftraiten'd; I 
firſt brought down (to make more way) both 
the Arms; and then, as uſual, clapping one 
Hand to the Breaſt, and taking hold with 
the other above the Shoulders, I endeayour'd

a ſtrait line; however, as the Head did not 
readily follow, I was forced to paſs up the 
ends of two Fingers into the Mouth of the 
Child, and preſs upon the lower Jaw, at the 
ſame time I pulled behind at the Shoulders, 
and ſoon extricated the Head ; the Placenta 
readily followed, being before wholly ſepa- 
rated from the Uzerus. The Flooding im-

A Delivery where the Arm preſented 
and was ſunk low into the Vagina. 


APRIL the 29th, 1730. I was call'd up 


at one o'Clock in the morning to the 
Wife of a Journeyman Taylor in Horton- 
Street; I found one Arm of the Child pro- 
truded into the Vagina, and the Shoulder 
ſticking in, and cloſely preſs'd by the Os 
Tincæ; the Membranes were broke, and the 
Waters run off about three hours before, I 
endeayoured to return back the Arm into the 


Uterus, 
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Uterus, but it was ſo lock'd in at the Shoul- 
der that I could not move it, and therefore I 
paſs'd my Hand up to the Shoulder, and 
ſtrove to ſlide it into the Uterus, which, with 
ſome Difficulty, : I at length effected: The 
firſt part I met with was the Mouth, the 
Child's Head lying: bent ſideways upon the 
Breaſt; I endeavoured: to move the Head 
that I might get my Hand farther up to reach 


the Feet, but could not ſtir it, and as the Os: 


Tince was ſo ſtopp'd up, I had no ſmall 
difficulty in paſſing my Hand beyond the 
Head: The firſt part I next met with was

M47 the gth, 1730. The Daughter of 


Mrs. H— ,, a Midwife at Lambeth- 
Marſh, came to me about four o'Clock in 
the Afternoon, to go and aſſiſt her Mother 
in a Delivery: I found when I came, that the 


Membranes were broke, and the Waters gone 


off, and that the Os internum preſented, which 
was dilated wide enough to admit my Hand; I 
paſſed it within the Os internum, and endea- 
voured to preſs the Hips upwards, that I 
might paſs my Hand farther into the Urerus 
in ſearch of the Feet, which I ſoon found by 
ſlipping my Hand up by the Hip ; and ha-

The Placenta Jeft in the Uterus. 


MAL the 16th; 1730. I was ſent for 


about ſeven o Clock in the Evening, to 


a Gentlewoman the Wife of Mr. M—k, a 
Counſellor : The Midwife, about half an 
hour before I came, had delivered her of a 


Child, but was foiled in bringing away the 


Placenta, for the Os internum contracting 
immediately after Delivery, and the middle 
part of the Placenta lying flat and oppoſite 
to the Opening, it could not readily come 
away; and as it was wholly ſeparated from 
the Uterus, by remaining in it, the Uterus was 
ſo far kept diſtended that the Mouths of the 
Veſſels before inoſculated into the Placenta, 
continually poured out the blood brought by 
them into the Womb, and of conſequence a 
great Flooding enſued: I found the Patient 
had loſt a large quantity of blood before I 
came to her, and was now ready to faint 


away, Whereupon I immediately took hold 
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of the String with one Hand, and paſſed up 


the other by it into the Yagina, which was

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ſtopp'd up with coagulated blood ; this I re- 
moved, and then paſſed up my Hand fur- 
ther to the inner Orifice, where I found the 
Placenta ſank down, and lying againſt it;

the flat part of the Placenta lay oppoſite to it, 
I could not fetch it by barely pulling the 
String, ſo was forced to get my Fingers be- 
yond the Placenta into the Womb, and by 
turning it ſideways, and then drawing for- 
wards, I ſoon brought it away, and the 
Flooding in a ſhort time ſtopp'd. Had the 
Midwife as ſoon as the Child was delivered 
paſs'd up her Hand into the Uterus, and took 
hold of the String near the Placenta, ſhe 
might yery readily and eafily have brought it 
away: Although it was above half an hour 
after the Child was born, ſhe had neither 
ſeparated the Child from the Placenta, nor 
made a Ligature upon the Navel-String 
which, in my judgment, very much endan- 
gered the life of the Child ; becauſe the Ar- 
teries which return the blood to the Placenta 
before the birth, if a Ligature is not made 
upon them, continually carry the blood back

Waters run off many hours before I came;

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her Throws were quite gone off, and the 
Navel-ſtring was flipp'd down ſo great a 
length, that it hung out beyond the Labia 
Pudendi, with one Hand protruded out of 
the Os internum, and lying in the Vagina.

and as I then found the Paſſage very ftrait 
between the Os Sacrum and Os Pubis; the

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under no ſmall apprehenſions of a ſecond 
Difficulty: The Midwife, upon my coming, 
+ informed me, that the Funis Umbilicalis had 


ſlipp'd down; and, upon Examination, I 


found it hanging out double below the La- 
bia Pudendi : Immediately I took hold of it 
between my Fingers, to know whether there 
was any pulſation in it, but could not find 
any, wherefore I judged that the Child, in 
all probability, was dead; I endeavoured to 
return the String back beyond the Head, 
but could not effect it, the Head being ſo 
riveted and preſs'd between the Bones of the 
Pelvis : 1 then endeayour'd to move the 
Head, that I might paſs my Hand beyond it 


to reach the Feet; after ſome difficulty, I 


ſo far effected it, as to get hold of one Foot,

ters had continued dribling at every Throw 


for about thirty hours ; upon examination I 


found the Os Tincæ dilated as broad as the 


Palm of my Hand ; it was very lax, and 
ready to give way to the Head, had her 
Pains been ftrong and forcing : She com- 
plain'd of a pain and uneaſineſs all over her, 
and her Labour-ſeeming Pains were only 
grinding Pains in her Back which forced very 
little forwards or downwards, and ſhe was 
much difpirited : As the Head, preſented and 
lay high up and looſe, I adviſed patience and 
ordered her a carminative Clyſter, and an 
opiate Draught, to be taken after it, with a 
Cordial Julap, of which ſhe was to take 
three or four ſpoonfuls now and then, if faint 
or low ſpirited. A Clyſter not only makes 

| more 
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more room, by freeing the Redtum from the 
excrements contained in it, but very much 
forwards the Delivery, by putting the Muſ- 
cles and Uterus in Motion, by it's irritation : 
An Opiate quiets and takes off thoſe falſe and 
irregular Pains which often affli Women, 
and are more inſupportable than the true and 
genuine Tbrows in Labour; and a Cordial 
gives new Vigour, and ſupports their Spirits. 
I took my leave for that time, with a pro- 
miſe of coming again if occaſion required; 
and about fix hours after the Nurſe came to 
me in a great hurry, telling me, that the 
Child was born, but that the Midwife was 
foiled in her attempts to fetch away the Pla- 
centa I thereupon went again immediately, 
and upon examination found the Placenta 
wholly ſeparated from the Uterus, and partly 
protruded without the Os Tince into the 


Vagina, which was cloſely contracted about 


it: and as the Midwife was both ignorant of

Neck; but the Child lay fo high that I could 
not feel any part of it. Upon theſe appear- 


ances, and as the blood continued to come 


away in a large quantity, I was of opinion

OVE MB ER the 16th, 1730. I was 
defired to go to a poor Woman in Saint 
Clement's-Lane : the Child preſented with 
the upper and back part of the Head, which 
was ſunk down within an Inch of the Labia 
Pudendi, but ſtuck above at the Temples ; 
it had remain'd in this condition ſeyeral 
hours, and did not, as the Midwife informed 
me, in the leaſt advance, notwithſtanding 
her Throws were forcing : Wherefore I 
paſs'd up one fide of my Extractor between 
the back part of the Child's Head and the 
Os Pubis of the Mother, in hopes to have pul- 


led the Head forwards; but that proving in-

NO EH ER the 19th, 1730. one 
Mrs. Vet berbone, « Midwife, came to 
me between twelve and one in the morning, 
and told me, that one Mrs. Lucas, 8 Midwife 
in Salisbury-Street, who was within fix 
weeks of her Reckoning, was ſeiz'd with a 
Flooding and grinding pains in her Back; 
whereupon I immediately went with her, 
and found matters as ſhe had repreſented ; 
and as thin and clear blood came away, I 
judged the Placenta to be either in or 
wholly ſeparated: I Touched her, and found 
the Os Tincæ opened wide enough to mm 
| tne 
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the ends of two fingers ; but as the Flooding 
was not then very violent, I adviſed pa- 
tience : In expectation that the Os Tiucæ 
would be more fpread, I only ordered an 
aftringent and quieting Draught; and as I 
had a particular value for her, I reſolved to 
fray with her, and attend the Iffne : in a 
ſhort time ſhe yomited up the Draught, her 
Flooding encreaſed, and her pulſe was very 
much ſank, and by her falling into little 
fainting fits, I was afraid, that if her Deff- 
very was much longer deferred, it might oc- 
caſion a fatal conſequence : I therefore gave 
it as my opinion, that her Delivery ought to 
be inſtantly attempted ; acquainting them at 
the ſame time of the danger which muſt 
neceſſarily attend it : As they relied entirely 
upon my conduct, I immediately 
my Hand into the Vagina, and found the Os 
Tincæ much more ſpread then when I before 
Touch'd her, and wide enough to admit the 
ends of my four Fingers, which I paſſed in, 
and 2 gently ſpreading them, ſoon dilated 
it wide enough to get my whole Hand into 
the Uterus, where I firſt met with the Pla- 
centa entirely ſeparated on one ſide from it; 
I obfery'd e at this time, that a large 
quantity of blood flow'd from the Uterus. 
I foon 
gers, and paſſing my Hand within them, 
readily met with the Feet, which I imme- 
diately, and without any trouble, brought 
out; and as the Child was ſmall, the Body

the Membranes with my Fin- 
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and Head followed without any difficulty. 


The Placenta was now wholly looſened from 
- the Uterus, and fo I eaſily brought it away;

it was entirely whole, as were the Mem- 
branes, yet a draining continued, which at 
length, notwithſtanding all remedies, ſo much 
exhauſted. her, that ſhe died about ſix of the 


Clock. She was, as I have many times ob- 


ſerved after a great loſs of blood, very reſt- 
leſs, and always flinging herſelf from one 
fide to the other, which much contributed to 
the draining ; for in theſe Caſes, they ought 
always, if poſſible, to keep themſelves quiet

A Delivery where the Head preſented 


and ſtuck in the Paſſage. 


OYVEMBE.Rthe-2oth, 1730. one of the 

Butlers of the Temple came to me about 
fix o'Clock in the morning, and defired I 
would go to his Wife : 'This Woman I had 
delivered about a year. before, when. the 
Child came Footling, and was brought into 
the World all but the Head, where it had 


ſtuck 
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ſtuck two or three hours before I came: The 
Midwife being very ignorant, was not able 
to do the bufineſs herſelf, nor would ſhe 
fend for aſſiſtance in time, ſo that the Child 
was loſt, and the Woman narrowly . 
At this time the Waters were paſſed off ſome 
hours before I came, but the Head of the 
Child lay high, wherefore I adviſed patience, 
and ordered her a Clyſter and nn Opiate 
Draught after it, and then left her for that 
time; but about ſix in the Evening the Nurſe 
came to me, and told me, that the Head had 
made but little advance, although her Pains 
feem'd very forcing, and that ſhe grew much 
weaker and more diſpirited : Whereupon I 
went again, and, upon Touching, found the 


Head but little adyanced, and the Face 
turned towards the right Os Ileum, and a 


dent on the left ſide of the upper part of the 
Skull made by the Os Sacrum, which was 
very much bent inwards, and conſequently 
made the Paſſage much narrower, and thereby 
the other ſide of the Head was preſs d forwards 
over the Os Pubis, and lodged on the upper 
edge of the ſaid bone: The Head being here 
cloſely locked in, could not in the leaft be 
moved upwards, and therefore I concluded 
that I ſhould meet with no ſmall difficulty; 
and that the Mother and Child were in great 
danger: but as there were only two ways to 
bring away the Child, either by leſſening the 
Head, or making uſe of my Extrafor, I 
judg'd the latter more eligible, if by that 


means 
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means it could be effected, and ſo reſolved 
to attempt it. I therefore endeavoured to 
paſs one fide of my Extractor between the 
upper edge of the Os Pabis and the Head of 
the Child, which was lodged upon it: in 
paſling the Extractor between them, I met 
with no ſmall obſtacle, but at length I got 
it near as far as the Ear; I then ſtrove to 
paſs the other Cheek backwards to the op- 
polite fide of the Head; but this I could not 
do, becauſe of the convexity of the Os & 


cram, which was cloſely preſs d againft it: 


I then endeavoured to draw the Head to- 
wards me, with that fide that was paſs'd up 
forwards ; but when I laid any ſtreſs upon 
it, it flipped, and therefore by this Method 
I could not make the Head advance. There 
were two reaſons why I would, if poflible, 
have paſs'd one Cheek of my Extrafor be- 
tween the Os Pubis and the Head, and the 
other Cheek between the Head and the Os 
Sacrum; firſt, becauſe (could I have 

them in this manner) I ſhould have taken 
off the preſſure of the Head upon the Os 
Sacrum and Os Prbis, by prefling 

of my Extrafor agai 
Head, which would haye bronght 


narrower ; and ſecondly, had I paſſi 
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Heam, and the other towards the contrary; 
and there fixing them, avoiding the Face as 
much as poſſible, I took hold of the parts of 
my Extractor which were without the Labia, 
and drew boldly forwards, whereby I found 
the Head to advance, and in a ſhort time I 
extracted the whole Head. I then found 
that the String was twiſted about the Neck, 
and haying brought it oyer the Head, I took 
hold on each ſide, and drew out the Shoul- 
ders ; the reſt of the Body readily followed. 
I ordered the Midwife to make a Ligature 
upon the Navel-String; and paſſing up af- 
terwards one Hand to the Placenta, I found 
it cloſely adhering to the Urerus, fo I was 

forced to ſeparate it with the ends of my 
fingers, and then brought it away with my 
Hand. The Child, contrary to my own, 


and the opinion of all thoſe that were pre- 


ſent, was born alive, and ſoon cried very 
briskly ; but the Fore-head and hinder part 
of the Head, was ſomewhat bruiſed by the 
preſſure of the Inftrument in the time of the 
extraction, however, of two Evils, this is 
more eligible than the leſſening of the Head, 
which is certain death — the Infant 2 
on the contrary, many eſcape with Li 
this Method.

the Delivery. The Breech, more particu- 
larly one Buttock, was ſunk ſo low, and 
fixed between the Bones, it was impoſlible 
to return the Child back to bring it by the 
Feet. I was therefore. reſolyed to bring it 
forwards in the Poſture it preſented ; but as 
the Child was large, I apprehended fome 
difficulty : I ordered the Woman to retain

came to me out of Butcher-Row, about

go to his Wife, who had been in Labour 
about thirty hours: The Membranes were 
broke, and the Waters paſs'd off ſome hours 
before I came; the upper and back part of 
the Child's Head was advanced forwards in- 


to the Vagina, and the upper and fore part 


was preſs'd againſt the Os Sacrum; it had 
lain in this condition at leaſt two hours, and 
had not made the leaſt adyance, notwith- 


fanding her Pains were quick and forcing. 
As it was the firſt time of her being in La-

Men-midwives very often meet 
with difficult and laborious Labours; and 
ſometimes, from an ill formation of the Parts 
that compoſe the Pelvis, it is ſcarcely poſ- 


ſible, if the Child is large, to bring it out 
alive; >:

formed me, that, upon the burſting of the 
Membranes, and the coming away of the 
Waters, the Funis Umbilicalis ſlipp'd down

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Vagina near the length of half a yard, this I 


endeavoured to return back behind the Head, 
but could not, although I attempted all 
Methods to effect it; it had been a long time

and diſpirited, and her Throws were not 

nor frequent: Hence I judged that

I was now of opinion 
that the Delivery ought to be immediatoly at- 


tempted ; e ag the Head lay high in the

might, without any difficulty or danger ei-

1 EC EMB ER the zoth, 1730. a poor 
Man came to me out of Parker's-Lane, 
deſiring me to go to his Wife; the Midwife 
upon my coming told me, that the Mem- 
branes were broke, and the Waters run off 
about twenty hours before, upon which her 
Pains went off and had never return'd, and 
me judged that the Hip preſented ; but up- 
on my Touching her, I found it to be a

aſſiſtance as ſoon as ſhe found the Child to 
preſent in a wrong poſture; but ſhe, in 
juſtification of herſelf, told me, by which 
ſhe ſhew'd her ignorance, that ſhe had 
brought ſeveral Children into the World 
when they preſented in that manner: there- 
upon I demonſtrated to her the impoſſibility 
of a Child's being brought out in the Poſture 
it preſented. Immediately I endeavoured to 
remove the Shoulder, that I might the more 
. readily 
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readily paſs my Hand in ſearch of the Feet, 
but it was ſo rivetted between the bones, that 
I could neither move it backwards or paſs 
my Hand. by it: 1 was therefore, to make 
more way, forced to bring out that Arm ; 
and then paſſing my Hand within the inner 
Orifice, I found the Head on one fide, bent 
towards the Shoulder from the preſſure above: 


I puſn'd my Hand forward by the Head into 


the Uzerus, where I found one Foot; this, 
with the Leg, I brought out; and as the 
other was bent upwards and forward towards 
the Child's Belly, and the Woman had had 
ſeveral Children before, I was the leſs ſolli- 
citous about bringing that down; and there- 
fore wrapping a ſoft Cloth about the Ankle 
already brought out, I pulled towards me, 
at the ſame time adviſing the Woman to 
aſſiſt by bearing ſtrongly down: but as the 
Child was large, it was with ſome difficulty 
that the Hips advanced; however, when Ihad 
got the Hips out, I took hold above them, 
and drew the Child out to the Shoulders, 
when I found the Head ſtuck above, which 
was occaſioned from the convexity of the Os 
Sacrum, whereby the Paſſage was ſtraitned :

N the ſame Day I was fetch'd about 
ſeven in the morning, toa Woman at 
the Black-Boy near Dutchy-Lane in the 
Strand I found-ſhe had loſt ſome quantity 
of blood, but as the Child lay right for the 
Birth, with the upper part of the Head op- 
polite to the Os internum, which was ſpread

looſe, ſo that with little difficulty I preſs'd

her Midwife and others had preſcribed, not- 
withſtanding which her Flooding often re- 
turned.

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Draught to be taken every night for three 
or four times : I waited upon her the next 
day, when ſhe was better; but as her Doctor 
ſaw her then, I call'd no more. On the ſixth 
of March J was ſent for again, ſhe having 
been ſeiz'd for ſeveral hours with ftrong 
Throws, like thoſe preceeding Labour, and 
a Flooding at this time returned, but not-in 
a large quantity : As ſoon as I came there, 
the Midwife ſhew'd me a Lump as big as my

MARCH the 1ſt, 1730-31. I was deſired 
by a poor Man to go with him to his 
Wife in Green- Street, near Red-Lion-Street : 
When I came there, I was informed that the 
Midwife had left her an hour or two before, 
alledging, for the reaſon of her ſo doing, that 
her Throws being gone off, there was no- 
thing to be done until they returned; but at 
the + ug time ſhe told them that the Funis 
Umbilicalis' was lipp'd out, and that it was 
impoſſible to preſerve the Child. Upon 
Touching, I found indeed one Hand ſlippꝰd 
into the Yagina, incloſed in the Membranes 
which were not broke: I therefore gave it

the other bent upwards'againſt the Child's

you ought therefore to make a juſt Prog- 
noſtick, and to tell the Husband, Relations, 
or others preſent, the imminent danger the 
Woman is in, in caſe you attempt the Deli- 
very, and the fatal conſequences if not at- 
tempted: and if you are encouraged by 
them, you ſnould immediately deliver her, 
and leave the ſucceſs to the diſpoſal of Pro- 
vidence; and not, like ſome Practitioners in

AB our twelve or one o'Clock the ſame 
day, I was ſent for to Eafi-Street near Red- 
Lion-Square, where the Membranes were 
broke, and the Waters paſs'd off ſeveral 
hours before, and the Head of the Child pre- 
ſented nd was ſunk low into the Vagina, 
but could not be brought forwards for ſeveral 
hours, notwithſtanding the joint endeavours 
of the Midwife and Mother, whoſe Throws 
were ſtrong.

_ buſineſs; whereupon another Midwife was 
ſent for, who pretended to do the work of a 
Man- midwife, and at firſt gave them aſſu- 
rances that ſhe would deliver her, but after 
ſhe had work d upon her for half an hour or 
longer, putting her into ſeveral poſtures, as 
Eneeling, ſtanding, Sc. ſhe left her in a 
much worſe condition than ſhe found her, 


for being ignorant of the Method of Delivery 


when a Child offered in the manner this did, 
the truly had endeayoured to draw the Child 
forward in the ſame poſture it preſented, 
whereby ſhe had drawn the Hand out, and 
part of the Arm, beyond the Labia Pudendi, 
and almoſt ſeparated it at the Shoulder; and 
the whole Shoulder was fo preſſed i into the 
Os. internum that it. quite ſtopp d it up. Tw o 
other Midwives came likewiſe, bearing of 
the danger this poor Woman was in, and 
both of them declared it was not their buſi- 
neſs, and deſired a Man- mid wife might be 
ſent for. Immediately e my, coming I 
touched her, and found the Hand and Arm 
lying in the Paſſage 2 much ſwelled; 
0 i up my Hand to the Os ee 
dun 
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1 found part of the Shoulder protruded be- 
_ the Os internum, and fo rivetted and 
k'd in it, that *twas impoſſible to remove 
it or return the Hand and Arm; and by 
preſfing in my Fingers by the ſide of the 
Shoulder, N dund the Head bent npwards 
and prefs'd against the fide of the Uteras : 
I was 2 times foiled in attempting to 
carry my Hand far enough to reach the 
Feet; but at length, with no finall difficulty 
to myſelf, and pain to the poor Woman, I 
paſs d it up far enough to reach one Foot, 
which I immediately drew out; and when I 
had brought it beyond the Tabia Pudendi, 1 
took hold of it wich a ſoft Cloth; und whilft 
1 drew it forward with one Hand, 1 endea- 
vour'd, having paſsd up the Fingers of n 
other Hand to Ms Shoulder, to prefs chat 
upward, and by this Method the Shoulder 
and Arm were drawn inwards as the Leg ad- 
vanced; and the Child being turned, the 
Buttocks prefented at the inner Orifice, and 
foon paſd d through as well as the g. and 
Head.

| (QET2BER the 13th, 1731. I was about 

eleven o'Clock at night defired by a 
Houlſe-Painter in Zork- Buildings, to go with 
him .to his. Wife, who he was afraid would 
be dead before 1 could get to her: upon my 
arrival I was informed by the Midwife, that

A Cine. fo that ſhe had fainted away 
once or twice, which had very much alarm'd 


them: the Midwife likewiſe obſerved, upon 
Taking, that the Qs inter nua Was ſome- 
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What dilated; which dilatation was greater 
after two or three good Throws, but having 
only pas d up one or two Fingers, ſhe could 
not feel any part of the Child. I therefore 
firft felt her Pulſe, which I found weak and 
low, and her Spirits very much dejected, and 
upon Touching, I found the Fagina choak d 
up with coagulated blood, and upon paſſing 
in my whole Hand, I obſerved that the Os 


juternum was dilated wide enough to admit 


the ends of my four Fingers, and Clods of 
Blood ſtopping up the ſame; which being 
removed, I then found part of the Placenta 
preſenting firſt, and therefore gave it as my 


opinion that ber Delivery ought to be haſt- 


ned, fearing, if the Flooding continued, ſhe 
would be ſo much reduced that ſhe would 
not be able to aſliſt with her Throws, ſhould 
they come on ; or that her Blood, the foun- 
tain of life, being exhauſted, ſhe would dic 
before the Child could be born by a natural 


Delivery; to which opinion the Midwife, 


one Mrs. Sexton, a good ſenſible Woman, 
entirely agreed : The Husband and others 
that were preſent leaving it wholly to my 
conduct, I immediately ſet about my Work, 
and paſſing the ends of my four fingers into 
the Os internum, I endeayoured to dilate it 
by ſeparating them one from the other, and 
ſo ſoon made way to get in my Thumb, and 


_ preſently after my whole Hand, which be- 


ing paſs'd through the Os internum, I felt 
part of the Placenta adhering round about 
it. 
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it. I beg leave before 1 proceed to give 
any further account of the Delivery, to give 
my opinion in a point of Midwifry, in which 
I differ from moſt Authors that have wrote 
on that Subject. It is generally beliey'd, 

that the Ovum, after it's impregnation and 
ſeparation from the Ovarium, and it's paſ-. 
ling through the Tuba Fallopiana, always 
adheres and is fix d after ſome time to the 
Fundus Uteri; in this Caſe the Placenta ad- 
hered, and was fixed cloſe to and round 
about the Cervix Uteri, as I have found it in 
many other Caſes ;' ſo that upon a Dilatation 
of the Os Uteri, a ſeparation has always 
followed, and hence a Flooding naturally 
enſues. It has been obſerved, that the 
Ovum, if it is ſtopp'd in the Tuba Fallopiana, 
and does not readily paſs through, will ſome- 
times adhere to the Tube, (though *tis very 
rarely it ſo happens) and there make it's 
Nidus, and a Fxtus will be form'd there; of 
which I have given an Inſtance, where a 
Fetus was formed and contained ſeveral 
Months in a Sacculus ont of the Womb, 

ſo likewife if the Ovum paſles through 


the Tube, and falls into the Womb, it 


may adhere to the Sides of it, or near it's 
Neck, as well as to the Bottom ; but moſt 
commonly it is fixed at the Bottom of the 
Womb, as being the part where the Blood- 


Veſſels are largeſt and moſt plentiful, where- 
by the Fztus muſt of conſequence receive 


moſt nouriſhment. But to return; When I 
Uuu . had 
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had paſs d my whole Hand into the Uterus, 
I found the Placenta adhering all round the 
Os internum, {a that I was forced to ſeparate: 
it on one ſide to reach the Membranes, 
which I tore, and paſſing my Hand within 
them, I ſearch'd for the Feet, which I ſoon 

met with, and drew both out beyond the Os 
internum, but in bringing them through the 
Vagina, one flipp'd from between my Fin-- 
gers; the other I brought out, and then 
paſs'd up my Hand by it to endeayous to 
bring down the Leg that had ſlipp'd from 
me, but it was drawn up ſo far I could not 
readily come at it: wherefore I took hold of 
that Leg which I had fetch'd out, and en- 

geavoured, by geutly pulling, to bring 


don the Hips; but as they were ſtopp'd- 


above by the Os internum, which was not 
ſufficiently dilated to admit their paſſing. 
through, I therefore paſs'd up my Fingers 
between the Os internum and the Hips, and 
fo dilated it; and at the ſame time gently 
pulling the Leg, I thereby ſoon made way 
for the Hips to paſs, and as the Belly of the 
Child lay towards the Os Pubis of the Mo- 
ther, I gently turned it as I drew the Body 
forwards: when I had brought the Child: 


' almoſt out to the Shoulders, I found that it: 


ſuck above, ſo I paſs'd.up my Hand and: 
brought down one Arm, and then clapping 
one Hand, as uſual, to the Breaſt, and the 


other behind over the Shoulders, I endea-- 


voured. to draw out the Head, but finding

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it ſtuck tight, I judged that the Os internum 
was not ſufficiently dilated, and thereby 
ohſtructed it's Paſlage: I therefore once 
more palled up the Fingers of one Hand, 
and found the Os internum cloſely girt about 
the Head near the Ears; wherefore I endea- 
voured to dilate it, by paſling in the ends 
of my Fingers between it and the Head, 
and fo to puſh it over the Head; by which 
Method, and putting two Fingers into ' the 
Child's Month, and preſſing upon the lower 
Jaw, whilſt I pulled with my other Hand 
at the Shoulders, I drew the Face forward, 
and the Head ſoon followed, Upon paſ- 
ſling my Hand to fetch the Placenta, I 
found it wholly looſened from the Urerns, 
O that it readily came out. The Child was 
dead, which was occaſioned by the ſepara- 
tion of the Placenta. j

FETOBER:+the 17th, 1931: about ten 

o'Clock in the Morning I was ſent fer 
to the Wife of a Printer near White- Fryars; 
ſhe had. been ſeiz'd about: an hour before 
with a violent Flooding,. and when I came, 
I found ſhe had loſt a large quantity of 
Blood; and I was told ſhe was in about- 
the ſeyenth month of her Reckoning. Up- 
on Touching, I found one Arm of the Child 
ſlipp'd out beyond the 'Os internum, as alſo + 
a large part of the. Placenta; wherefore I 
gave it as my opinion, that ſhe ought to be 
immediately delivered; letting her Huſ- 
band, and others, before- hand know the great 
danger ſhe was in. As it was entirely left 
to my Conduct, H immediately paſs'd up 
my Hand well-greaſed into the Vagina, and 
ſo on by the ſide the Shoulder into the 
Uterus, where I firſt met with the remain- 


ing 


/ 
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ing parts of the Placenta wholly ſeparated 
from the Uterus; I now paſs'd my Hand 
between the Placenta and the Body of the 
Child, and ſoon met with one Foot, which 
I drew out beyond the Labia Pudendi, and 
then taking hold of it with a ſoft Cloth, 
with a little difficulty I brought out the 
Hips and the Body almoſt to the Shoulders, 
when finding it ſtopp'd at the Head, I 
paſs'd in my Hand and brought down one 
Arm, the other not being ſlipp'd up again 
from it's firſt falling down. I then endea- 
voured to draw out the Head, but it would 
not readily follow, whereupon I paſſed up 
one Finger into the Child's Mouth, and 
ſtrove, by preſſing upon the lower Jaw, to 
bring the Face forwards, whilſt at the ſame 
time I pulled above at the Shoulders; but 
as it was. cloſely lock'd between the Bones 
that form the lower part of the Pelvis, I 
had no ſmall trouble in bringing it out; 
however, at laſt, I finiſh'd the Delivery by 
bringing away the Placenta, which being 
before looſened in every part from the 
rerus, readily followed, I was then in 
hopes we had ſurmounted our greateſt dif- 
ficulties, and that the Flooding would have 
ſtopp'd; but, to my great ſurprize, ſhe 
continued ftill draining : I therefore again 
gently paſſed up my Hand, believing that 
either ſome part of the Placenta was torn 
off and left, or elſe. that ſome coagulated 


Blood 
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Blood kept the Womb diſtended ; but I 
could not meet with any part of the Pla- 
centa, ot any Clots of Blood: I then or- 
dered Cloths dipp'd in Vinegar, to be ap- 
plied cloſe to the Parts, and what clic I 
thought neceſſary, yet, notwithſtanding all 
my endeayours to ſave her, Amiſit cum ſane 
gui ne Vitam.

deliver'd the Gentlewoman mention'd in this 


Caſe, of ſeveral large ſubſtances, ſorm'd 
from a great number of Hydatides, join'd 
together by a looſe Parenchymatous Sub- 
ſtance. From that time to the day of her 
death, the was ſubje& to ſudden and pretty 
frequent guſhings out of blood from the 
Womb, which would laſt for a day or two; 
nor was ſhe ever quite free from a draining, 
ſometimes more, ſometimes leſs colour'd 
with pure red blood. Theſe were all her 


complaints, except a weight or bearing down 


upon the parts of generation, till about ten 


days 
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days before ſhe died ; when a ſmall fleſhy 
Subſtance came away from the Womb, and 
from that time ſhe complain'd of violent pai 
in her belly, and died of a Feyer and Morti- 
cation in the Womb on the 7th of March, 
1731-32.
